FALLS FROM SHIP, 
DIES IN MIDLAKE 


Unidentified Man, Supposedly 
Chicagoan, Swims Brave- 
ly, but in Vain. 


2,000 WATCH HIM GO DOWN 


South Haven, Mich., Aug. 5.—[Special.]— 
An unidentified man, supposedly a Chicago- 
an, was drowned in midiake this afternoon 
after falling from the upper deck of the 
steamer City of South Haven. 

Although the man was a good swimmer, 
the choppy sea and the weight of his clothes 
overcame him before the life boat that was 
lowered could reach him. This boat filled with 
water during the search over the waves for 
possible signs of the body, and it was neces- 
sary for another to be lowered to rescue the 
wouldbe lifesavers. 

There were 2,500 passengers on the City of 
South Haven, and many of these, notably 
most of the women, were thrown Into a 
state bordering panic by the drowning and 
narrow escape of the first lifeboat. 


Rescuers Arrive Too Late. 

It was about 6:30 o’clock when the cry of 
‘‘Man overboard!” was sounded. The 
steamer was late, having been delayed at 
the Rush street bridge, so that it did not 
leave the Chicago harbor until 2:30. All 
hands were piped to the boats as for boat 
drill, and Ben Rogers, baggageman, and 
Tom Jones, sailor, found themeelves assigned 


to the boat to be lowered 

With the first alarm the captain had sig- 
naled the engine room to stop the ship and 
reverse the engines, and the drowning man 
was swimming desperately about a hundred 
yards from the steamer when the boat was 
lowered. His efforts to keep afloat gréw 
weaker momentarily, however, and before the 
life boat had traversed half the distance to 
him he sank without a cry. 

All attempts to identify him through other 
passengers failedi When he came aboard 
the boat at Chicago he appeared to have 
been drinking, and he had several more 
drinks at the bar of the boat shortly after 
leaving Chicago. In paying for these he 
displayed a large roll of bills and jestingly 
remarked to a man standing beside him at 
the bar that he was on his way to join his 
wife in South Haven, and that she would be 
“ oross "’ if he failed to show up. 


Falls from Lifeboat, 

He went from the bar to the upper deck, 
where he started to investigate the mechan- 
ism of the davits from which one of the life- 
boats wasswung. It was while clambering 
about over this boat that he lost his footing 
at a sudden lurch of the ship. 

He remarked to his chance acquaintance 
thet his wife was stoppingat the Hotel Mais- 
land here, but no woman with a missing 
husband hes been located. The man was 
fair, above average height and well dressed. 
He wore side whiskers and was dressed ina 
blue serge suit and straw hat. The hat was 
t recovered from the lake and bore a Chicago 
trademark, but the firm name of the sellers 
could not be deciphered. 

Geveral passengers who saw the man at 
close range said he had impressed them as 
aman of means and affairs in the business 
world, as he was self-possessed and appar- 
ently unusually prosperous. 


Dives to Amuse; Dies. 

New York, Aug. 5.—(Special.jJ—John J. 
Conroy, swimming with his two sons, did 
a fancy dive for their amusement.

KIDNAPERS STEAL 
CHILD; ASK $5,000 


Black Hand Wreaks Venge- 
ance on Father Who Killed 
Their Chief; Write Note 
for Ransom. 


BOY SENT TO MARKET. 


Vanishes and First Intimation 
of Fate Is Message Re- 
ceived by Mother at 
Home, 


After two and one-half years of silence 
the Black Hand yesterday presented for set- 
tlement its account with Antonio Marino, 
slayer of Modesto Barona, alleged leader in 
the Black Hand. They levied on him for 
his son, Angelo, 6 years ol. 

The boy was kidnaped about 10 o'clock 
in the morning on his way from his pa- 
rents’ house, 852 Gault court, to @ grocery 
store a half block away. His mother thought 
he was playing, until 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon, when she received a letter demanding 
$5.000 for his ransom. 

The police believe that the kidnaping of the 
boy is the vengeance of the Black Hand for 
the death of Barona, who was shot and killed 
March 24, 1008, by Marino. The demand for 
@ ransom they consider nothing more than 
an extra twist of the dagger, as Marino is a 
day laborer. 

The letter follows: 

Mr. Antonio Mareno: We took your 
boy from your home this morning at 10 
o'clock and he is in good care with us 
now. All we want is $5,000 and the boy 
will be all right. If you value your boy’s 
life, don’t miss this. Give your money 
to a friend passing the house. 


THE BLACK HAND. 


Sum Out of Father’s Reach. 

To Marino, whose wages run from §1 to 
$150 a day, the payment of $5,000 is as im- 
possibie as if the sum named had been 
a@ million. 

“ Why,”" he told the police, “if they held 
my boy in front of me and told me they would 
kill him if I didnot give them so small a sum 
as $500 I could do nothing. Any one who 
knoWs me knows that I am not rich. It is 
horrible that they should want so much 
money of me. It is monstrous. They knowl! 
cannot get so much money. They only want 
to torture me. They are going to kill my 
boy, and leave me with the lifelong thought 
that for a little money—O, so Httle money—I 
could have saved his life!” 

It was more than two years ago that 
Marino shot and killed Modesta Barona in 
front of Barona’s dwelling in Gault court. 
They had quarreled in a saloon at 1101 Lar- 
rabee street, and, meeting each other on the 
street an hour afterward, had renewed the 
argument. <i | 

Kills Barona Instantly. 

Their revolvers sounded together. Barona 
feli to the ground. He died instantly. 
Marino fled and for two months eluded the 
police. He was arrested May 18 1900, and 
held to the grand jury. They refused to in- 
dict him, the evidence being that he had shot 
in self-defense. 

To an American this would have ended the 
matter. To Marino it was only the beginning. 
If the grand jury had indicted Him, if he had 
been convicted and sent to the.penitentiary, 
his life would have been less horrible than 
during the twelve months after the murder. 

Terror walked and ate and slept with 
him—terror not only for himself but for 
his wife and child. Barona, he knew, had 
relatives and it was rumored he had been a 
member of the Black Hand. 


Boy Vanishes on Way to Shop. 

When a year had passed, though, and he 
was sti unharmed, he was lulled into a 
feeling of security. He began to let his chil- 
dren play about the streets. 

It was the chance for which his enerties 
had waited. At 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing Angelo started to a grocery hardly a 
half block away. He never arrived there. 
Somewhere between his parents’ house and 
the grocery he was kidnaped in broad day- 
light. His mother, under the impression 
that he was playing somewhere, wes 
not worried until 2 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon when a boy brought her the special 
delivery letter. After reading it she re- 
ported it to the police and went in search of 
her husband. She found him at work. 

“T knew it would happen,” he said when 
she told him. “It is the revenge for Baro- 


na’s death.”’

New York, Aug. 5.—Theodore Roosevelt 
stalked boldly before the house of repre~ 
sentatives committee of inquiry into the 
United States Steel corporation here today’ 
and told how his action in consenting to the 
absorption of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company by the steel corporation in 1907 
averted a disastrous panic. 

The former chief executive's action in gub- 
mitting to a congressional review of acts of 
his own administration was almost unprece- 
dented in the history of the United States 
and was thoroughly Rooseveltian. 

He arrived unheralded at the city hall, 
vigorously shook hands with Chairman Stan- 
ley and the other members of the committee, 
declared himself delighted to see everybody, 
and got down to business. He had not been 
subpeenaed; his appearance was voluntary. 


Assumes All Responsibility. 
First and foremost he placed upon himself 
responsibility for approving the absorption 
to save a perilous financial disaster in Wall 
street and condemned any man who would. 
be so weak as not to act as he did in that 
crisis. Not to have done as he did, he said, 
would have been criminal. 

The colonel told the committee when he 
took the witness stand that he had prepared 
a written statement regarding the Tennes- 
see company’s absorption. He read this 
statement, which is printed elsewhere in Tum

| Roosevelt Tells of O. K. to Steel Merger to Avert Panic. 


HE text of Col. Roosevelt's statement 
before the congressional committee in- 
vestigating the steel corporation is as 
follows: * 

** In the fall of 1907 there were severe 
business disturbances and financial strin- 
gency, culminating in a panic which arose in 
New York and spread overthe country. The 
damage actually done was great, and dam- 
age threatened was incalculable. 

“ Thanks largely to the action of the gov- 
ernment, the panic was stopped before, in- 
gtead of merely being a serious business 
check, it became a frightful and nationwide 
calamity, a disaster fraught with untold 
misery and woe to all our people. For sev- 
eral days the nation trembled on the brink 
of such a calamity, of such a disaster, as 
you gentlemen doubtless remember. 

‘During these days both the secretary of 
the treasury and I personally were in hourly 
communication with New York, following 
every change in the situation, and trying to 
anticipate every development. 

“It was the obvious duty of the admin- 
istration to take every step possible to pre- 
vent appalling disaster by checking the 
spread of the panic before it grew so that 
nothing could check it; and events moved 
with such speed that it was necessary to de- 
cide and to act on the instant, as each suc- 
cessive crisis arose, if the decision and action 
were to accomplish anything. 

“The secretary of the treasury took va- 
rious actions, some on his own initiative, 
some by my direction. ge 

** Late one evening I was informed that two 
representatives of the steel corporation 
wished to see me early the following morn- 
ing, the precise object not being named. 

“ Next morning, while at breakfast, I was 
informed that Messrs. Frick and Gary were 
waiting at the office; I at once went over, and, 
as the attorney general, Mr. Bonaparte, had 
not yet arrived from Baltimore, where he 
had been passing the night, I sent a message 
asking the secretary of state, Mr. Root, who - 
was also a lawyer, to join us, which he did. ° 

“ Before the close of the interview, and in 
the presence of the three gentlemen named, 
I dictated a note to Mr. Bonaparte, setting 
forth exactly what Messrs. Frick and Gary 
had proposed and exactly what I had an- 
swered—so that there might be no possibility 
of misunderstanding...

‘My memory of that is—I am a little

**Had you ever been told that the United 
States Steel corporation owned 75 per cent 
of the Lake Superior ore lands. and that the 
only other_great ore regiom in the United 
States was in Alabama?’ 

“Nothing of that kind was ever brought 
out in the conference at all,’’ Mr. Roose- 
velt answered. 


Doubts Schley’s Ignorance. 

Referring to the testimony of Grant B. 
‘Schley of the firm of Moore & Schley [the 
concern fn question) that he [Schley] did not 
know whether his firm would have falled 
had it not been for the sale of the Tennessee 
company to the steel corporation, Mr. Roose- 
velt aroused the committee with the terse 
statement that if Schley didn't know it, he 
was the only man in New York who didn’t. 

“I never had any doubt as to the wisdom 
of my action,”’ said Mr. Roogevelt, “ not for 
a moment. And if Mr. Schley says he did 
not know that Le would have failed without 
the action being taken that was taken, then 
he was tbe only man in New York who did 
not know it.” 

Representative Sterling of Illinois asked 
Mr. Roosevelt if he had acquired any in- 
formation since the Tennessee absorption 
which caused him to think his approval of the 
deal was wise or unwise. 


Had No Other Course. 

“Every particle of information I have had 
since has confirmed me not only that my 
action was absolutely wise and absolutely 
proper but that it would have been well 
nigh criminel for me, from the standpoint 
of the representative of the people of the 
United States, not to*have done exactly what 
I did. I cannot state that too emphatically,” 
Mr. Roosevelt replied. 

On the same subject, responding to Repre- 
sentative Bartlett of Georgia, Mr. Roose- 
velt against emphasized tha gravity of the 
situation. | ee 

“The battle was on,” he said. “ The as 
ministration won in working % aid of the 
busy men who were trying to help out the 
situation. We would win partial victory 
after partial victory, and if I, after any one 
of these partial victories, had sat supinely 
down and thought that victory was won, 
we would have lost.” 

Mr. Bartlett suggested that with reference 
to the proposition of more drastic contro! of 
large corporations he had won Mr. Gary 
over to his side. Mr. Roosevelt replied, *‘ I 
hove so.”

MOB MARCHES ON OFFICE. 


Riotous Union Sympathizers 
Drive Imported Workers | 
‘ from Des Moines, 


* 


Des Moines, Ia., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—This 
riotous day was big with events in the trac- 
tion strike situation. s 

The biggest feature, however, was @ Man- 
datory order of court that the Des Moines 
4 Traction company must resume its usual car 
service at once and must reinstate Con- 
ductor Hiatt pending arbitration of the dis- 
pute. 

J. R. Harrigan, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the company, has refused 
repeatedly to listen to suggestions for ar- 
bitration. Court officers who sought to 
find him tonight to serve the writ were un- 
successful. It is thought he has left the city 
to avoid service. 

At 10:80 o'clock tonight a mob of sev- 
eral thousand people made a rush on the 
Harrigan offices in the city railway station 
at Sixth and Mulberry streets. 

An attempt to enter the offices was blocked 

by the police until the arrival of the re- 
serve squads, but the mob retaliated by 
breaking nearly every window in the build- 
ing. 
The leaders said they wanted to get Har- 
rigan if he was in the office, if not, they would 
take his desk and furniture and smash it up. 
Twelvet arrests were made. 


| Court Orders Cars Run. 

Judge Lawrence De Graff issued a manda- 
tory writ of injunction in the District court 
at 9:45 tonight ordering the City rallway and 
its employés to resume the same service as 
before the strike within a reasonable time. 

It is also ordered by the writ that Conductor 
Hiatt shall be temporarily reinstated pend- 
ing arbitration. Papers to carry out the 
provisions of the writ were issued at once 
and officers were immediately sent out to 
’ serve them on President Leonard of the 
street car men’s union and Vice President 
and General Manager J. R. Harrigan of the 
City railway. 

At midnight International Organizer Fred 
Fay of the carmen’s union announced that 
the strike was ended so far as the union was 
concerned. He said the union would obey 
the court mandate and the men would be 
notified to return to work as fast as they 
could be reached. 


Attack on Strike Breakers. 
Sympathizers with the strikers attacked 
nearly 100 strikebreakers, who had boarded 


for Chicago. 

Every window in the special car occupied 
by the men was shattered Several of the 
strike breakers were reported injured, but 
this could not be verified, as the train did not 
stop. 

It was announced tonight that every strike- 
breaker brought to this city from Chicago 
or Omaha either had given up his job and 
gone home or was in jail to protect himself 
from violence and would leave the city by the 
first train tomorrow morning. 

Riots, which at times threatened to prove 
serious and to lead to the calling out of the 
federal or state troops, wild hunts for strike- 
breakers, assaults, and broken heads marked 
a day of intense excitement. 

A single attempt to get a car into operation 
was so quickly frustrated by union sympa- 
thizers that no further attempt was made. 


Mob Besieges a Hotel. 
The worst mob of the day surrounded the 
Iowa hotel during the afternoon and de- 
manded that the strike breakers under guard 
there be turned over toit. It was necessary 
to call out a fire department hose cart and 
put it into action to disperse the crowds. 
Even then they were dispersed only tem- 
porarily, and it was not until 6 o'clock, 
when International Organizer,Fred Fay of 
Ypsilanti, Mich., appeared on the scene that 
they: dispersed. 
The strike breakers at the lowa, who came 
in last night from Omaha, were sent to the 
Second street car barn this morning to man 
the company’s cars. They found the 2rowd 
outside too vicious, and refused to take any 
chances. 
In the meantime the crowd of jeering union 
sympathizers grew larger, and the strike 
breakers suddenly found themselves cooped 
up in the barn, without food and little pros- 
pect of getting out. 
Théy became restless and hungry as the 
day wore on and finally demanded that they 
be sent back to Omaha. Louis J. Christian- 
sen, the strike breakers’ leader, was called 
and he put up the money required to take 
them back to their homes. 


ROAD OWNED BY CHICAGO FIRM. 
N. W ‘Harris & Co. of Chicago purchased 
the Des Moines City railway property about 
eighteen months ago. A. W. Harris, who 
is financial head of the company, left last 
evening for Des Moines to direct personally 
the company’s policy in the labor contro- 
versy. 

The strikebreakers from Chicago, who re-. 
tired defeated, were taken to Des Moines 
by Louis A. Christiansen of the Seagrove- 
Christiansen detective agency, 38 South 
Dearborp street. It is understood he picked 
up about 160 of the original strikebreaking 
crew in Chicago and 150 more in Omaha. 

G. A, Seagrove, Christiansen’'s Partner, 
refused to talk about the matter last night, 
other than to say that the Des Moines Street 
Railway company had asked for men to 
protect the company’s property. 

“The men did not go as strikebreakers,”’ 
Mr. Seagrove said, ‘‘ but as conservers of the 
peace.”’

City Sealer to Put Information 
Cards in Autos.

“EXTRA PASSENGER GAME.” 


Action Against Scheme Follows Com- 
plaints by Travelers. 


A new system is being employed by Chi- 
cago taxicab chauffeurs to mulct patrons 
from theft spare change. It is termed the 
“extra passenger game,” according to ‘City 
Sealer Peter Zimmer, whe has begun a cam- 
paign tc put an end to it. 

The scheme is made simple by the conetruc- 
tion of the taximeters used on the majority 
of “taxis” since the new scale of rates 
made by the city council went into effect. On 
the center of the dial ts lettered “ Total 
fare—extras included,” the last two words 
being smaller than the preceding two. Un- 
derneath these are several circular holes 
Phrough; which the amount of the fare 
shows. 

Operated with a Key. 

Directly under these is the word “ Extras” 
in large letters, and after it, in small letters, 
“Included Above.” Underneath are several 
other circular holes showing the fare that 
should be paid for extra passengers. Ac- 
cording to the city ordinance 20 cents only 
ean be collected for each extra passenger, 
whether it be for a half mile or fifty miles. 

‘Unlike the ‘total fare’ register, the 
‘extra’ register is operated with a key,” 
said Deputy Chief Sealer W. F. Cluett. “ If 
there are two extra passengers the chauffeur 
turns the key until the ‘extra’ holes show 
40 cents ag the fare that should be collected 
for them. 

“The troubie ts that when the key is turned 
the ‘extra’ amount is also added to the 
‘total’ register. Suppose, for instance, that 
three persons go half a mile in a taxicab. The 
tota] amount for one person for this distance 
is 50 cents., When the key !s turned to regis- 
ter the ‘extra’ fares the ‘ total’ dial regis- 
ters 90 cents, the amount that rightfully 
should be collected. 

" Fares’ Don’t Look Closely. 

“The ‘extra’ dial, however, registers 40 

cents. It is a stmple matter for the chauffeur 
to ppint out both totals and demand $1.30 as 
his fare. The game is made easy because & 
large number of people do not carefully ob- 
serve the lettering on the dial, merely 
glancing at both totals. 
‘In order to put an end to this we are 
going to have cards printed which will cover 
up the extra dial. The cards will read: * Pay 
only the above amount. Report overcharge 
to the office of the city sealer.’ ”

Kelliher, 


WOTOR BOAT SAVES GREW 


Sailing Yacht Capsizes in Storm 
Off South Shore. 


LIGHTNING BRINGS RUIN. 


Plenies Haye to Be Called Off on Ac- 
count of Rain.

Tt was a real storm that descended upon 
Chicago and its environs yesterday, notwith- 
standing it lasted only a short time and in 
g@ome sections scarcely served to dampen 
the pavements. 

It swept down from the north shore suburbs, 
stirred up a squall on the lake which nearly 
brought disaster to a yachting party, did 
damage to two buildings which were struck 
by lightning, and caused the sudden ending 
or postponement. ofa number of outings 


and picnics. 

The most spectacular feature of the blow 
was the rescue of the yacht Susan II. of the 
Jackson Park Yacht club, owned by William 
Clark and Barney Lidman, by Henry Bosch 
with his power boat Uandi of the Chicago 
yacht club. Mr. Bosch had offered the sery- 
ices of his boat to the officials of the swim- 
ming meet held on the beach of the South 
Shore Country club. 


Bee Yacht Capsized, 

When the squall came up Mr. Bosch dig- 
covered a yacht in helpless condition about 
half a mile out, He ordered the anchor 
weighed and started out in the gale. Almost 
as soon as the breakwater had been passed 
the yacht was seen to capsize. Its crew 
clinging to the rail was plainly visible. 

Mr. Bosch put on full speed and bore down 
on the disabled boat. He drew alongside 
and passed a line to it on the first attempt. 
Difficulty wae experienced in righting the 
yacht. The sails were torn to shreds and it 
pounded helplessly in the seas. By clever 
maneuvering Bosch finally got into a posi- 
tion where he could return the yacht to its 
keel. Then the motor boat pulled it into 
safety after a hard struggle.

Firemen Injured in Burning 
Chicago Produce Exchange. 


WALLS THREATEN CROWDS. 


Throngs Watch South Water Street 
Blaze; Fix Damage at $250,000. 


Four firemen were injured and property 
worth $250,000 was destroyed In a fire last 
night which burned the six story Chicago 
Produce Exchange building, at the southeast 
corner of North La Salle and West South 


Water streets, 

Of the firemen who were injured two were 
taken to the Practitioners’ hospital. Ali 
were hurt when a sewer gas explosion oc- 
curred while firemen were removing a lid 
from a manhole in La Salle street. 

The injured: 

BURKHARDT, CORNELIUS, 3642 West Tweifth 
street, pipeman of engine company No. 10; slight- 
ly burned. 

MADIGAN, THOMAS, engineer of engine com- 
pany No. 10; burned on hands and face. 

SAND, HUGO, Ferdinand and North Robey 
streets, pipeman engine company No. 8; burned 
on face and hands and bruised from fall to pave- 
ment; taken to hospital. 

STACKPOLE, JAMES, 707 North Kedzie ave- 
nue, engineer of engine company No. 8; burned 
on face and arms and bruleed; taken to hospitalL 


Building Mass of Flames. 

The building, which was owned by Max 
Uhimann, commission merchant, was a mass 
of flames from the third story up to the roof 
wher the firemen responded to the first alarm 
at 8:20 o’clock. Fire Chief Seyferlich ar- 
rived in a @ehort time and had a 4-11 alarm 
turned in, and for two hours his men played 
a dozen nozzles of water upon the blaze be- 
fore it was under control, 

More then twenty-five commission firme 
occupied the building, and butter, cheese, 
and peanut butter stored on the upper floors 
burned like oil, while the dense smoke from 
the burning grease choked the firemen and 
thousands of spectators who were drawn to 
the spectacular fire from the downtown dig- 
trict. 


Wall Threatens to Yall. 

The west wall of the building became 
weakened shortly after the arrival of the 
firemen and eyery available police officer 
was hurried to the scene to drive back the 
big crowds which filled La Salle street. 

The origin of the fre coulk’ not be learned 
and opinions differed as to on which floor it 
started. 

The burned building extended 
Salle street from 223 to 231 and 
Water street from 129 to 136. 


Seven Firemen Barely Escape. 
When the two story frame building at East 
Eighty-fourth street and Buffalo avenue was 
burned down early this morning two fam- 
ilies, Capt. Murray, and six firemen narrowly 
eseaped injury when the chimney fell. The 
loss is $10,000.

Attorney Holden took the stand and testi- 
fied that he was a neighbor of the Cheneys 
and.that he had not seen Mrs. Cheney at or 
near her husband's home for the last two 
years. 

Mrs. Cheney's entaglement with Wright 
was not referred to in the bill of Mr. Cheney 
or by the witnesses. 

In October, 1900, social life of Oak Park 
was cast into tumultuous disorder by news 
that Architect Wright, desigmer of two-

Talk did not begin until it was discovered 
that in early October Mr. Wright had sailed 
for Europe, and that about the same time 
Mrs. Cheney had disappeared from the resi- 
dence of a friend whom she was visiting in 
Colorado. Then gossip began to note trivial 
little incidents which, In light of the double 
disappearance, assumed new and enlighten- 
ing proportions. = 

A careful tracing of Wright's movements 
disclosed the fact that he had registered. 
Mre. Cheney and himself as wife and man 
in German hotels. Some sort of retribu- 
tion from the injured parties on bo*! sides 
was expected. It did notcome. Mrs. Wright 
expressed herself as believing that her hue- 
band was under the influence of the other 
woman and that he would sheke i{t aside 
as soon as possible. She assumed the atti- 
tude of a Griselda, waiting patiently with her 
children for her husband's disillusionment 
and return. She said nothing bitter, nothing 
reproachful—ehe loved him and her love 
would bring him back. 


Husband Comes Back.

Haphazard methods of accounting and 
gross abuses of the law which the county 
attorney's office has discovered in its invésti- 
gation of the justice courts of Cook county 
have resulted in a recommendation that the 
entire antiquated system of justices and 
police magistrates be abolished.

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PEACE TREATIES 
ARE MADE PUBLIC 


Text of Agreements with 
Britain and France Given 
Out by the Senate. 


PUT UP TO THE PEOPLE. 


United States’ Plans Concerning 
‘Honduras and Nicaragua 
Announced, 


Washington, D.. C.. Aug. 5.—The senate 
today adopted the unusual but not unprece- 
dented course of making public the text of 
four treaties which have not yet received 
action at its hands. 

These were the Anglo-American and the 
Franoco-American general arbitration trea- 
ties and the treaties providing for the ad- 
justment of the finances and customs of 
Honduras and Nicaragua. 

Publicity was given to these important 
conventions at the réquest of the adminis- 
tration, which desires that the subject mat- 
ter shall receive the fullest consideration 
by the press and the people in order to en- 
lighten the senate ag to the real sentiment 
of the country as a basis for its own action. 


Two Object to Form Submitted, 

Some justification for this procedure de- 
veloped today when in the course of a short 
oxecutive session two senators of opposite 
parties, Borah of Idaho and Bacon of Geor- 
gia, voiced their dissent to the conclusion of 
the arbitration treaties. in the forms spb- 
mitted. 

Their criticism was aimed at article three 
{identical in the two. treaties], which, in 
their opinion, provides for compulsory arbi- 


_§ration, and thus tends to deprive the United 


Biate senate of its constitutions) preroga- 
tive. 

The treaty advocates, however, felt that 
there had been a misunderstanding of the 


_gcope of the treaty by the two senators 


named and that a clause in article one of the 
treaties, which provides that there shall be 
no arbitration except under the terms of a 
special agreement, effectively guards the 
rights of the senate, as such special agree- 
ment shall receive the senate’s sanction in 
order to become operative.

Text of Arbitration Treaty, 

The text of the arbitration treaty between 
Great Britain and the United States, which 
$e practically identical to the French treaty, 
4a. as follows: 

The United States of America and his ma- 
jesty the king of the united kingdom of 
Great Britein and Ireland and of the British 
dominions beyond the seas , emperor of 
India, being equally desirous of perpetuating 
the peace, which has happily existed between 
the two nations, ae established in 1814 by the 
treaty of Ghent, and has never since been in- 
terrupted by an appeal to arms, and which 
has been confirmed and strengthened in re- 


. cept years. by a number of treaties whereby 
' pending controversies heave been adjusted by 


agreement or settled by arbitration or other- 
wise provided for so that now for the first 
time there are no important questions of dtt- 
ference outetanding between them, and being 
gesolved that no future differences shall be 
@ cause of hostilities between them or inter- 
rupt their good relations and friendship; 

The high contracting parties have, there- 
fore, determined, in furtherance of these 
ands, to conclude @ treaty extending the 
seope and obligations of the policy of arbi- 
@ation adopted tn their present arbitration 
tweaty of April 4, 1008, £0 as to exclude cer- 
tain exoeptions contained in that treaty and 
te provide means for the peaceful solution 
of afi questions of difference which it shali 
be found impossible in future te settle by 
diplomacy.

terms of reference agreed upon in any par- 
ticular case, shall govern the organization 
and procedure of the commission. 

Article III. The joint high commission of 
inquiry, Instituted in each case as provided 
for in article’ II., is authorized to examine 
into and report upon the particular questions 
or matters referred to it for the purpose of 
facilitating the solution of disputes by eluci- 
dating the facts and to define the issues pre- 
sented by such questions, and also to include 
in its report such recommendations and con- 
clusions as may be appropriate. 

The reports of the commission shall not be 
regarded as decisions of the questions or mat- 
ters #0 submitted either on the facte or on 
the law, and shell in no way heave the charac- 
ter of an arbitral award. 

It is further agreed, however, that in cases 
in which the parties disagree as to whether 
or not a difference is subject to arbitration 
under article I. of this treaty, that question 
shall be submitted to the joint high commis- 
gion of inquiry; and if all or all but one of 
the members of the commission agree and 
report that such difference is within the scope 
of article I. it shall be referred to arbitra- 
ton in accordance with the provisions of this 
treaty. 

Power to Take Evidence. 

Article IV. The commission shall have 
power to administer oaths to witnesses and 
tale evidence on oath whenever deemed 
necessary in any proceeding, or inquiry, or 
matter within its jurisdiction under this 
treaty; and the high contracting parties 
agree to adopt such legislation as may be 
appropriate and necessary to give the com- 
mission the powers above mentioned, and to 
provide for the issue of subpcnas and for 
compelling the attendance of witnesses in 
the proceedings before the commission. 

On the Inquiry both sides must be heard, 
and each party ie entitled to appoint an 
agent, whose duty it shall be to represent 
his government before the commission and 
to present to the commission, either per- 
sonally or through counsel retained for that 
purpose, such evidence and arguments as ne 
may deem necessary and appropriate for the 
information of the commission. 


Shall Meet Whenever Called. 

Asticle V. The commission shall meet 
whenever called upon to make an examina- 
tion andtreport under the terme of this treaty, 
and the commission may fix such times and 
places for its meetings as may be necessary, 
subject at all times to special call or direo- 
tion of the two governments. Wach commis- 
sioner, upon the first joint meeting of the 
commission after his appointment, shall, be- 
fore proceeding with the work of the com- 
mission, make and subscribe a solemn decla- 
ration dn writing that he will faithfully and 
impartially perform the duties imposed upon 
him under this treaty, and such declara- 
tion shall be entered on the records of the 
proceedings of the commission. 

The United States and British sections of 
the commission may each appoint a secretary, 
and these sha!! act as joint secretaries of the 


mission may employ experts and clerical 
assistants from time to time as it may deem 
advisable. The salaries and personal ex- 
penses of the commission and of the agents 
and of counsel and of the secretaries shall 
be paid by their respective governments and 
all reasonable and necessary joint expenses 
of the commission incurred by it shall be 
paid in equal moieties by the high contract- 


ing parties. 


Supersedes Other Treaty. 

Article VI. This treaty shall supersede the 
arbitration treaty concluded between the 
hig& contracting parties on April 4, 1908, but 
all agreements, awards, and proceedings 
under that treaty shall continue in force and 
effect and this treaty shall not affect in any 
way the provisions of the treaty of Jan. 11, 
1900, relating to questions arising between 
the United States and the dominion of Can- 
ada. 

Article VII. The present treaty shall be 
ratified by the president of the United States 
of America, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the senate thereof, and by his 
Britannic majesty. The ratifications shal] 
be exchanged at Washington as soon as pos- 
sible, and the treaty shall take effect on the 
date of the exchange of Its ratifications. It 
shall thereafter remain im force continuous- 
ly, unlese and until terminated by twenty- 
four months’ written notice given by either 
high contracting party to the other.

Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh, who 


is now considering the report of Attorney | 
General Wickersham on the National City | 


company, seems rather to be seeking a way 
under the existing banking laws for th gov- 
ernment to proceed against such organiza- 
tions than to be weighing the propriety of 
allowing the holding bank pian to be con- 
tined. . 

It is intimated that if the government can- 
not find grounds under the existing banking 
laws to proceed against these hoiding com- 
panies, new legislation will be sought. 

There are a good many holding companies 
for national banke which have been in ex- 
istence for some time, and of which the con- 
troller of the currency has had knowledge 
without raising a question as to their legality. 


Opinions as to Law Differ. 

A good many officials in the treasury de 
partment think the present banking laws are 
sufficient to prevent the cotperation of hold- 
ing companies with national banks when 
these holding companies own the stook of 
other nationa] banks. “Phey contend that 
the inhibition of the law against national 
banks holding stock in other national banks 
means a contro! indirect as well as direct. 

Another question that the treasury officials 
are considering is the possible effect of the 
holding company idea on the proposed reor- 
ganized currency system of the country. 

For instance, in the Aldrich plan, as sug- 
gested to the monetary commission, there is 
proposed a reserve association which shall 
generally have the currency issuing power 
of the country. It is true the government 
will have a strong hand in the direction and 
operation of this reserve association, but the 
national] banks of the country probably wil) 
be the dominant factor in its control. 

Of course there are more than 7,000 na- 
tional banks in the country and as it is gen- 
erally Delieved the state banks will be takep 
into the association before the plan is 
adopted by congress, this makes the possi- 
bility of contro! remote, but it is one of the 
Phases of the question which Secretary Mac- 
Veagh will consider. 


‘Reynolds to Consult MacVeagh. 

George \‘M.. Reynolds, president of the Con- 
tinental and Commercial National bank of 
Chicago, of which MacVeagh was a direc- 
tor before he became secretary of the treas- 
ury, has made an appointment to discuss the 
question with Secretary MacVeagh. Mr. Rey- 
nolds is at present the guest of Nelson W. 
Aldrich. Levy Mayer, who is counse! for 
this bank, will accompany Mr. Reynoldg to 
the conference. 

The western banks are attempting to prove

FORMER COPPER KING DEAD 


William C. Greene Succumbs to 
Injuries Caused by Runaway. 


MAGNATE OF CANANEA MINES 


Remarkable Rise from Poor Circum- 
stances to Great Wealth. 


Cananea, Mexico, Aug. 6.—Col. W. C. 
Greene, the former copper magnate, died 
early this morning of acute pneumonia, 
which developed as a result of injuries caused 
by a runaway accident here last Monday. 

Death came shortly after the arrival ofa 
corps of physicians and nurses, rushed here 
by special train and automobiles from El 
Paso. They brought supplies of oxygen 
and spent the last few hours trying to stave 


off the end, but the stricken man never ral- 
lied. His wife and children were at his bed- 
side when he died. 

Last Monday Col. Greene was thrown from 
his carriage when his team ran away. His 
collar bone and two of his ribs were frac- 
tured. On Thursday the acute pneumonia 
condition developed in his lungs. 

Willlam C. Greene was born in Chappaqua, 
N. Y., in 1851. After attending country 
school a few years he became a olerk in a tea 
store in New York City. 

With an ambition to make a fortune he 
went west in 1868 and became a citizen of 
Arizona. A few years later he married his 
first wife, who shared his life of toil and hard> 
ship. 

When she died she was buried by miners 
and oowboys and a big boulder marked her 
grave. 

“ Bil)” Greene’s luck was running low in 
those days, but after he struck the pay streak 
that boulder vas rolled away, anc in its 
place was erected the finest granite sham in 
Arizona. 

Col. Greene was one of the most picturesque 
figures of the group of copper men who have 
operated in the southwest, because of his 
meteoric rise from a penniless prospector to 
directing genius of the Cananea copper camp. 

It was as a farmer in Arizona that he 
made the “stake that enabled him to pur- 
chase from the widow of Gov. Pesquiera of 
Bonora, Mexico, the old and practically 
abandoned workings of La Cananéa. mines. 
These old workings Greene developed until 
they reached their present productive ca-

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BRACHRY WINS LONG AIR RACE 


Makes Flight from New York to 
Philadelphia in Two Hours. 


LANDS ONCE FOR GASOLINE. 


Leaves Ely and Robinson Far Behind: 
Hamilton Withdraws. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 5—{Special. )}— With 
his two competitors still thirty miles or more 
from the finish line,. Lincoln Beachey this 
afternoon won the New York-Philadelphia 
aeroplane race in easy fashion. Two hours 
and twenty-two and two-fifths seconds after 
he had ascended from Thirty-third street in 
New York he sailed over Ninth and Market 
streets here, the finishing point. Then ,he 
continued several miles to the Belmont pla- 
teau in Fairmont park, where. he landed 


without mishap. 

Beachey’s rivals in the race were Nugene 
Ely and Hugh A. Robinson. Charlies K. Ham- 
ilton was te have started. but declined to fly 
because of unfavorable air conditions and 
Ely took his place. The race was for a purse 


ofo $5,000. 
Lands Once for Gasoline. 

Beachey landed once, at Trenton, N. J., 
fifty-eight miles west of New York, where 
he took on gasoline for the rest of his journey. 

Robinson passed over the finishing point at 
5:60 p. m. and then landed in the park. Ely 
at that time was op the ground west of 
Princeton Junetion, N. J., forty-seven miles 
from New York. He did not finish, being 
prevented by motor trouble from resuming 


his flight. 

Word was fiashed from New York at 2:49 
that Beachey had begun his flight and the 
Philadelphia streets and park spaces im- 
mediately began to fill up with persons eager 
to see the finish. Long before the two hours 
occupied by the flyer had elapsed every avalil- 
able bit of standing room on the pavements 
was ocoupied; while roofs ane windows held 
other thousands eager for the first glimpse 
at tne aviators. 

Finally Beachey was sighted, flying high. 
His aeroplane rode steadily and it was ap- 
parent that he was having no trouble with 
hie engine or planes. 

Mixed Up Over Railroad. 

After he landed Beachey said he had had 
a pleasant and uneventful trip, with the ex- 
ception of his flight between New York and 
| Wlizabeth. N. J., where he became confused 
by the Jersey Central railroad tracks. 

Wire reports from the line of flights indi- 
cate that Bly followed Beachey’s example 
in selecting & comparatively high altitude 
for his flight, while Robinson essayed a 
lower course. After Beachey left Trenton he 
followed the Pennsylvania tracks a mile to 
the Delaware river, where he turned south 
and followed the stream the intervening 
thirty-four miles to this city. 


Two Fall in Aeroplane. 

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—Russell 
A. Alger and Fred Coffyn had a narrow es- 
cape from death in an aeroplane at Grosse 
Pointe this morning. 

Coffyn was running Alger’s machine with 
Alger as @ passenger, about 300 feet in the 
air, when something went wrong and the 
engine stoppe4. 

Coffyn managed to keep the machine under 
control and glided safely to the earth, jand- 
ing in the rear of Samuel Ferguson's hume at 
Grosse Pointe farms. The machine in land- 
ing narrowly missed a fence. Both wheels 
were broken and the elevating planes were 
smashed.

Speed, altitude, distance, starting and stop- 
ping evolutions are all included in\ the nine 
day Chicago program. The filers who are 
to compete are the pick of the world's air- 
men. 

At present only one world’s record is held 
by an American. That was made in the 150 
kilometer, or 93.205 mile, race at Eastchurch, 
England, July 1, ‘this year. Charles Terres 
Weymann’s winning time in that race was 
1 hour 11 minutes and 861-5 seconds. He 
drove-a Nieuport monoplane, defeating M. 
E. Nieuport; its inventor and builder. Inthe 
race he répresented the Aero Club of America. 
Weymann will fly in Chicago. No American 
aeroplane figures in a world’s record. 


New Altitude Mark. 

For altitude airmen have yesterday’s brand 
new mark of 11,330 feet, attained by Capt. 
Felix, director of the military aviation school 
at Etampes, France. 

The latest entry in the meet is Capt. Paul 
W. Beck, Eighteenth United States infantry, 
instructor at the United States Aviation 
school, at College Park, Md. Capt. Beck 
wired during the day that he had obtained 
a leave of absence, and that he makes his 
entry as an individual and not as a repre- 
sentative of the government. He drives a 
Curtiss biplane. Capt. Beck had charge of 
the government aviators on the border during 
the recent Mexican !tnsurrection.

Therefore, if you would be healthy, 
remove the fur, or remove the cat, advises the 
doctor. 

Cat Lovers Deride Plan. 

Chicago members of the Beresford Cat club 
and the Cat Fanciers’ club, however, do not 
think much of the doctor’s plan. Cats would 
no longer be things of beauty, they say, ana 
then also they could not live with their hair 
cut short.

I wrote it to Mr. Hammer; rather, I 
wrote Mr. Hammer and askeé him to lend 
me $20, and at that time I was at the Warner 
hotel. I owed something near $20 there—a 
hotel bill—and he did not give it to me, and I 
finally sold my desk down at O’Fallon and 
paid that hotel bili, and when I got my bag- 
gage out I missed some papers out of it. One 
of the grips had been opened and ‘some pa- 
pers taken out of there. I addressed a let- 
ter to my parents, and had it sealed there. 
There had been so many people warning me 
about foul play that I seft the letter there 
and signed it in case I met with foul play or 
anything of that kind.- I wanted them to 
have that as a last testa t that I had tolé 
the truth in thie corruption. I left that 
mote there, but it disappeared with a copy, 
There was a typewritten copy of a letter 
there that I wrote te Senator Frazier at the 
@ime he filed his minority report. 

Never Found Lost Letters, 

MR. HANECY—So you lost your last testa- 
ment? 

MR. WHITE—I lost that letter out of there 
with the other letter. and I have never been 
able to locate the means of its disappearance. 

White sald he had written a letter to former 
United States Senator Frazier of Tennessee; 
that he had dictated this letter to a hotel 
stenographer and that the copy and a letter 
to Browne, dated Oct. 24, 1908, were missing 
from his baggage when he secured it: in 
April, 1911. 

MR. HANDCY—Why did you ask money 
from the state's attorney of Cook county? 

MR. WHITE—I told him I wanted to be 
yelease’d, or I wanted to get away from them 
and get some change, I could not stay there 
any longer that day. 

MR. HANECY—Dié you not ksow that you 
were put in custody by Tue Curicaco Trm- 
uns on the 20th of April, 1910, before the 
state’s attorney had anything to do with 
you? 

MA. WHITE—No, I did not know that posi- 
tively. I knew that Mr. McGuire put this

Offered to Return Loan. 

MR. HANECY—Were you not put into cus- 
tedy in Tae TRIBUNE office as soon as you 
signed that contract? 

MR. WHITE—Yes, I was sent with that 
man that night. 

» BR. HANECY—You say you did not want | 


to take any more money from THE TRIBUNS. 
Then why did you write to Mr. Keeley to loan 
you $20 when you were at the Warner hotel? 

MR. WHITE—I wrote that to Mr. Hammer. 
The note was addressed to Mr. Hammen I 
told him I would return {t. 

MR. HANECY—He was assistant to the 
president of THE Cu1caco Trisuns, was he 
not—assistant to Medill McCormick? 

MR. WHITE—I knew him as secretary to 
Mr. Keeley, that is all I knew. 

MR. HANECY—You heard Mr. Keeley tell 
us that, did you not; or you read his testi- 
mony? 

MR. WHITE—I do not remember read- 

any such testimony. 
By HANECY—Did you know Alfred Aus- 
trian was working in conjunction with 


State’s Attorney Wayman? 

MR. WHITE—I did not know that posi- 
tively. I tho t he was. 

uE. = emt often did you meet 
Austrian and Wayman during the time you 
were in custody? 

MR. WHITE—I was taken over to Mr. Way~ 
man’s cffice during the trials thereevery day, 
and pilor to the time of the triale every 
day or so, and I was taken to Mr. Austrian’s 
oftice at intervals off and on. 

MR. HANECY—Were you ever taken to Mr. 
Austrian’s office? 

MR. WHITE—I guess I was taken I would 
say at least fifteen times after the triale of 
Lee O'Neil Browne. 

MR. HANECY—McGuire and Austrian were 
working together during that period, were 
they? 

MR. WHITE —I think they were. 

MR. HANECY—Why did you not want to 
sign any more papers for THE TRiIpune 

MR. WHITE—O well, it was a mistake in 
signing that first contract with them that 
they drew up there. I did not want to take 
any more chances, that would not permit me 
to have opportunity to consult with counae) 
at home or any place. I did not want to sign

Denies He “Sold” Story. 

MR: HANECY—You say it was a mistake. 
Several people have thought the same thing 
since. But what was your idea that it weea 
mistake? 

MR: WHITE—They went about saying I 
had sold them the story, and contending that 
that proposition was so, and I went there 
with the understanding stated here, by Mr. 
Wright, for the purpose of having an inter- 
view with Mr. McCormick es to where I could 
get my exposure published. 

MR. HANECY—Anéd when Tar Triscre 
contracts said you sold your story to Tu» 
TRIBUNE, you considered thet an untruth, 
did you? > 

MR. WHITE—Yes, sir. 

MR. HANECY—And that wae objectionable 
to you al) the: way through and is up to the 
present time, simply becauge it was an un- 
truth? 

MR. WHITE—Because it did not state the 
fact. 

MR. HANECY—Now what was the other 
reason you did mot want to sign other than 
that language spoke an untruth? 

MR. WHITE-—I thought they had got to- 
gether and drawn that thing up and repre- 
sented it to me that it did not amount to any- 


pose of giving Tuw Tripunz the exclusive 
newspaper rights; the contract did not 
amount to anything itself; and they would 
not let me have counsel in any of my dealings 
with them, and I did not want to deal with 
them, or sign any papers without counsel.

MR. HANECY—Andéd then you did not want 
them to publish a part or parts or any part 
of any parts less than the whole? 

MR. WHITE—-That was my idea, yes, sir 

. HANECY—You did not want Taz 

uxe to single out acertain part or cer- 
tain parts and publish that part or these 
parts and leave other parts unpublished, did 
you? 

MR. WHITE—No, sir. 


Singled Out No Individual. 


MR. HANECY—You did not want your 
story to be used as a club, or a knife, or any 
other weapon, by a special interest against 
a single individual or individuals to the ex- 
clusion of other individuals that you wanted 
affected by your story, did you? 

MR. WHITE—Now I will answer in this 
way: I did not lay any politica] lines there 
nor any individual lines there in writing my 
story. I toki what I knew and let it affect 
where it would. I did not draw any specific 
lines. I had no man singled out as an individ- 
val nor anything else. I told just what my 
knowledge permitted me to tell of the affair. 

MR. HANECY—You did not, in your story, 
single out any man or two or three men that 
you wanted to attack by your story and you 
did not want THe TRIBUND or anybody else 
to do it? 

MR. WHITE—No, sir, that was not the in- 
tentiom I told Jjuet what I knew. I was not 
out to attack any individual nor anything 
®eyond what I. knew about the general situa- 
tion. . 
eo MR. HANBCY—After you signed the oon- 
tract with THE TRIBUNE they did not allow 
you to have much to say about it, did they? 

MR. WHITE—I didemot have anything to 
do about the publication afterward. 

MR. HANECY—And they did not let you 
have anything to do about yourself in any 
considerable degree either, did they? 

MR. WHITE—NOQ, sir. 


Did Not Attack Lorimer. 

MR. HANECY—And you did not single out 
Senator Lorimer for the purpose’of attack 
when you wrote the story or when you made 
the deal. with Tum TRiIbuN®, or afterwards, 
and you @id not want anybody else to single 
qut, Senator Lorimer or any other individual 
for the purposes of attack and use your 
story for that purpose, did you? 

MR. WHITE—I cannot testify to the mo- 
tives of THs TRIBUNE or their actions in that 
respect. You wil) have to ask them about 


that. . 

SENATOR JONES—Did they tell you they 
would print it all? 

MR. WHITE—No. They had submitted the 
story to the state’s attorney, to those peo- 
ple, and I signed that contract after they 
had done those things. 

SENATOR JONES—They 4ié not at any 
time assure you that they would print al) 
of it? 

MR. WHITE—NoO, sir, they did not do that. 

MR. HANECY—When you objected to Tom 
McGuire, the detective; Alfred Austrian, the 
attorney, and Mr. Keeley, the managing edi- 
tor, and so forth, of Tum Trisunsz, to the 
words “extracts” and “ excerpts” in oon- 
nection with Taz TRIBUNE’s publishing the 
story, is that the time when Keeley and 
Austrian and McGuire said to you, “ Why, 
it does not make any difference. It is al 
right, and it is a mére form?” 

MR. WHITE—That is the time'they as- 
sured me that the contract did not amount to 
anything. I was objecting to the contract.

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White said he meant a former St. Clair 
county state’s attorney. : 

White said didn’t know where Becke- 
meyer’s room Sprinfield was located and 
never was there. He reiterated his visit to 
Browne's room on the night of May 24, 1909, 
and@ that he was in the bathroom for about 
twenty minutes while Browne talked to 
some one he thought was Beckemtyer. He 
also repeated his subsequent talk with Becke- 
meyer at the elevator shaft, and sald that the 
two Yarbroughe were in bed when he re- 
turned to his room. He said the Yarbroughs 
had two brothers, Har] and Jim, but neither 
was in Springfield at that time. 

White said he did not remember any de- 
tails of where he was or what happened be- 
tween May 22 and 24, 1009, until Browne tele- 
phoned him saying he was coming to his 
room. He said the Yarbroughs stayed in 
Springfield until after the senatorial election. 

The Illinois Central coupon pass, issued to 
White, was offered in evidence and a coupon 
indicating that the pass had been used on 
May 2%, 1000, from Chicago. Tt was the 
coupon offered in the Browne trial covering 
Sidney Yarbrough's alleged presence in Chi- 
‘cago on May 24. White said he did not sign 
his name to the coupon. 

Mr. HManecy then questioned White cover- 
ing his movements outside of. Ilinois while 
in the custody of officers. White said there 
were several trips, on one of .which Otis 
Yarbrough went along. He understood these 
trips were taken at the direction of the 
state’s attorney's office and to avoid service 
to appear before a Sangamon county grand 
jury,” he said 


Reiterates Story of Rossell. 


SENATOR JOHNSTON—Mr. White, you 
say you asked Mr. Rossel! if he knew who 
put up the money that elected Senator Lori- 
mer, and he said yes, that he had been re- 
liably informed that Ed Hull was sent a 
message to bring $65,000 to Springfield at 
once, did you not? 

MR. WHITE—Yes, sir; $60,000 or $65,000. 

SENATOR JOHNSTON—<And that was 
where the money came from that was spent 
to elect Senator Lorimer? 

MR. WHITE—He said that wae where the 
money came from that they were spending 
the night of the election of Senator Lorimer. 

This ended White's cross examination. 

Mr. Marble offered in evidence the original 
letter from Browne to White, dated Oct. 24, 
1908, regarding a federal job for White. 

Senator Dilingham said that he had re- 
ceived it this morning from State's Attorney 
Wayman. 

MR. MARBLE—In this letter that you 
wrote to your parents and put fn your ef- 
fects, which you said was lost, what waa it 
you wanted your parents to believe? 

MR. WHITE—That I had told the truth in 
this investigation and the other investiga- 
tions, and so on, and that the story was true 
—the exposure. , 


Probable Givers to Jackpot. 


SENATOR KENYON—What corporations 
or what trusts did you think were contribut- 
ing to the jackpot? 

MR. WHITE —I could not name them. 

SENATOR KENYON—From your experi- 
ence at Springfield, as a lobbyist for the 
labor organizations, and as a member of 
the legislature, have you no theory upon that 
subject at all? 

MR. WHITE—My theory is based—0of course 
our street car bills were defeated, the em- 
ployers’ liability bill had been repeatedly 
defeated at that time, and other bills in the 
interest of labor—I had the theory that vari- 
ous interests that that would affect were do- 
ing that. 

SPNATOR KENYON—What interests, in 
your judgment, had defeated the employ- 
ers’ liability bill? 

MR. WHITE—That bill had been opposed 
by the manufacturers and the railroads and 
the mine owners and various others, [ un- 
derstand. 

SENATOR KENYON—Did you think they 
had contributed to the jackpot? 

MR. B—Well, I could not be positive 
about that. I merely used the term abocips 
interest of corporations. 

SENATOR KENYON—Would there be 
hearings before the committee in the legis- 
lature by those opposed to these bills? 

MR. WHITE—Yes, sir, there had been, 


Names Street Car Bills, 


SENATOR KENYON—Or, rather, hearings 
for the billa, and those opposed could. be 
heard? 

MR. WHITH~—Yes, sir, the Manufactur- 
ers’ association was represented principally 
through a Man by the name of Glenn—John 
M. Glenn, as I remember him. He would 
appear in the interests of the Manufactur- 
ers’ association against legislation that was 
intended to or would in any way affect their 
interests. Then the street car bills, when 
they came up in the senate in 1007, were op- 
posed by the traction interests or their rep- 
resentatives. And the coal operators had 
met there to oppose the Coal miners’ bills. 

SENATOR KENYON—Where any opposi- 
tion was made to @ bill, did you think that 
there were improper influences used?

SENATOR KENYON—Did that come to be 
a fixed oonviction in your mind? 

MR. WHITH—Yes, sir. 

SENATOR KENYON—But you had not 
received that when you were there lobbying 
for the labor organizations? 

MR. WHITE—No, I had not received any- 
thing then, and did not know of anything 
definite, but I knew that they were there op- 
posing those bills, and inferred from that 
that they had some wonderful influence 
working. 


Browne Urged Another Race, 


Mr. White resumed the stand after being 
excused, and after it was thought he was 
done. 

SENATOR KENYON—I understood you to 
say that Mr. Browne stated to you at one 
time that he would like to have you run 
again, and that. there would be $800 donated 
from the liquor! interests?/ . ©. 

MR, WHITE—Yes, sir, He said the liquor 
interests would ‘give me $800 for my cam- 


paign. 

SENATOR KENYON—What did you Un- 
derstand by the “liquor interests’ in that 
regard? | 

MR. WHITE-—I took it to mean the Liqour 
Dealers’ association of Illinois, 

SENATOR KENYON—When jou speak of 
the special interests contributing to the 
jackpot, did you include the liquor interests 
in that? 

MR. WHITE—I considered that a specia) 
interest. It is a trust, I think, now. 

SENATOR KENYON—Did you understand 
that you were receiving any consideration to 
vyote for Mr. Lorimer for senator? 

MR. WHITE—Yes, sir. 

SENATOR KENYON—What did you ua- 
derstand you were receiving for that vote? 

MR. WHITE—I understood I was to be 
paid $1,000 before I voted, and I was after- 
wards paid $1,000. 

SENATOR KENYON—Then that had no 
connection with the jackpot in any way 
had it? 

MR. WHITE—I do not know. it was men- 
tioned in connection with the jackpot by 
Browne the first time he suggested it to me, 
on the afternoon of the twenty-ith of May.

SENATOR KERN—O, you expected, then, 
something out of the jackpot in addition to 
the $1,000 that you say he paldé you?

SENATOR FLETCHER—Was there any 
legislation introduced tn'the Forty-sixth gen- 
eral assembly in which the liquor interests 
were concerned?

MR. WHITE—Yes, theré were; there were 
measures of that character in there from 
session to session. | 

SENATOR JONES—Do you know if there 
was any one at Springfield looking after the 
liquor interests before the legislature—the 
Forty-sixth general assembly? 

MR. WHITE—I do not know of any one 
in person. I never had any personal-—— 

SENATOR JONES—Do you know of any 
one looking after the interests of the Chicago 
Gas company, the Electric company, or 
slaughterhouse concerns? 

MR. WHITE—No, sir, I did not meet any of 
those gentlemen. 


Delay Publishing for Time. 

SENATOR JONBS—You say that you 
asked Tus Trisune people to withhold the 
publication for a few days, of this story? 

MR. WHITE —They stated, I think, if I re- 
member correctly, the day prior to the publi- 
cation of what parts they did of the exposure, 
they had an article in there about house bill 
TTT of the 1907 session, and Mr. Keeley said 
they wanted to follow that up with this ex- 
posure. 

SENATOR JONES—Did they aleo suggest 
that the grand jury was going to be called 
in a day or two and they wanted to get it out 
before that?

field. Beckemeyer said the first he heard of 
the orimer sé@natorial candidacy was ten 
days prior to the election. 

Beckemeyer said he hada talk with Browne 
about Lorimer’s eandidacy in Browne's room 
on the night of May 24, the meeting having 
been arranged by Mike Giblin, Browne’s sec- 
retary. This about midnight. 

MR. HBALY—What wee the conversation 
that occurred between you and Mr. Browns 
on that occasion? 

MR. BECKEMEYER—About the first 
thing Mr. Browne said to me after I got into 
his room was: “ What is all this talk about 
you are not going to support Lorimer?’ In 
answer I told him that I did not think I 
could afford to do ft; that [t would kill polit- 
ically any Democrat who dK it. He then tn- 
sisted that it would not, and fnsisted that 
it was the proper thing to do politically. 


Browne Had “Lorimer List.” 

MR. HEALY—Give us the substance of 
the talk. 

MR. BECKEMEYER—About all I cauld 
say about the substance was that I argued 
for a minute or two that I could not afford 
to do it, and he argued the other way—that 
I could afford to do it. 

MR. HEALY—What else did you say? 

MR. BECKEMEYER-I do not remember 
that I said anything particularly He 
showed me—I think I asked him who was

MR. HEALY—What did he say? 

MR. BECKEMYER—He then produced 
a list of all of the Demo-:rats who he said 
were going to vote for Mr. Lwrimer, It was 
on a rough piece of paper.

MR. HBALY—Did you recall the names of 
any of those men? 

BECKEMEYER—I remember thet he 
gave me Alschuler’s, for one, Shephard’s, 
Gorman’s, Charlie Luke's, Tippitt’s, MoCol- 
lum's, and @ list all down the line. 


Tells of Meeting in Hall. 

Beckemeyer said he saw Browne again 
that same night. Charles A. .White was 
present. 

MR. HEALY—About how long after you 
left Browne’s room was it that you met 
White in the hallway? 

MR. BECKEMEYER—I do not remember 
just how long it was. I think I went to some 
one’s else room before I started to the ele- 
vator to go down. It was on that same floor, 
and then IT came out of that room and I met 
Charlie right at the elevator and was stand- 
ing talking to him when Mr. Browne came up. 

MR. HHALY—What, if anything, did Mr. 
Browne say to you?

Browne Urged Him “to Stick.” 

MR. HEALY—Did you have a talk with 
Lee O’Neil Browne that day?

Alschuler and myself were discussing the 
matter, Mr. Browne sat right in front of us, 
and Alschuler called Browne’s attention to 
the fact that I was going to quit; and Mr.

MR. HEALY—What did the letter contain? 

MR. BECKEMEYER—The substance was 
nothing more than an invitation to meet Mr.

MR. HEAL Y—How was the letter signed? 

MR. BECKEPMEYER+I think it was 
signed “Old Pal,” if I am not mistaken. 

MR. HEALY—Whosee handwriting was.it? 

MR. BECKEMEYER~—It was Lee O'Neil 
Browne’s handwriting,

Pias- 
tering is dropping from the inside walls, and, 
except for the careful reinforcement which 
gave gone on, the warehonse long since 
would have co”‘apsed.

_ Threatens Slide Into River. 
' The four story warehouse of the Armour 
steamship line is threatening to fall into the 
fiver. It stands on the water line on the 
mrth side of La Salle. A week ago It sudden- 
ly began to settle, and inside of twenty-four 
hours dropped two inches. Five hundred 
fackscrews were rushed to its ald by the own- 
ers, and by night and day work they managed 
to check the impending diesolution before the 
puildigg had settled more than four inches. 

They did not reinforce it soon enough to 
feep the outer walls from cracking in a half 
d&czen places. To counteract the danger they 
were compelled to bind the walls with steel 
girders.

Officials Recefve Specifications 
for New Building. 


* 


PROMISE. TO RUSH’ WORK. 


Will Ask Caisson Proposals Within the 
Next Fortnight. 


Preliminary plans for the new unty hos- 
pital have been completed by County Archi- 
tect Paul Gerhardt, and within a fortnight 
contractors will be asked to submit ‘bids on 
the excavation and caisson work. It is 
planned to proceed at once with the construc- 
tion of the main portion of the new structure. 
This will cost between $2,000,000 and $2,250,- 
000. Of this amount, the-excavating for the 
necessary ©300 caissons will cost about 
$300,000, \ 

This structure will be nine stories in 
height, 59 feet wide, and 550 feet long. It 
will front on Harrison street and be placed 
thirty-five or fifty feet from the sidewalk 
line. President Bartzen and the commis- 
sfoners will decide on !ts distance from the lot 
line tomorrow morning. 


To Build in. Sections. 

In the new main structure it is estimated 
there will be accommodations for -approx!i- 
magely 1,300 patients. That is about two- 
thirds of the entire capacity of the present 
hospital. When this ig completed it Is 
planned to raze one section of the old hospital 
at a time. so that at no period will the ac- 
commodation be materially reduced. 

During the construction periocg the nurses 
at the hospital will be housed in a flat bufld- 
ing at 746 Lincoln street. 

The main building of the new hospital will 
be of the renaissance type, constructed of 
brick and trimmed with terra cotta. The 
highest point of the roof will be 175 féet above 
the ground. The four surgica! pavilions will 
be each 210 feet long, including solariums. 
They will vary from 82 to 40 feet wide and 120 
feet high. 


Has Seven Operating Rooms. 

On the first floor will be a large vestibule 
where the information bureau will be lo- 
cated. South of this will be the waiting 
room, 52x56 feet in area, and extending two 
stories in height. The floors of the first 
floor will be of tile mosaic and the walls and 
columns of marbike. 

The principal feature will be the seven op- 
erating rooms and two amphitheaters on the 
ninth floor. The north walls of each op- 
erating room will be almost entirely of 
glass. .In connection with each will be 
an etherizing room, doctors’ scrub room, 
nurses’ scrub room, small sterilizing and 
sink rooms, and a small gallery for four- 
teen persons. 

There will be four roof gardens at the 
disposal of convalescent patients. Summer 
temperature will be reduced by washed and 
refrigerated air. Sterilized water will be 
piped to every department. 


PRESIDENT PLANS LONG TRIP; 
MAY OPEN 1912 CAMPAIGN. 


Four, Perhaps Six, Weeks Will Be Used 
in Speechmaking in Middle West and 
Other Parts of Country. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—The most im- 
portant trip that President Taft has planned 
since he has been in the White House, in the 
view of Republican leaders, a trip during 
which he is expected to open the 1912 presi- 
dential campaign for his party, will begin 
Aug. 13. It will last at-least four weeks, and 
should it later be dec8ted to extend the out- 
ing to the Pacific coast it will be stretched 
into six weeks. ‘ 

According to the plan so far drawn up, the 
president will visit most of the states in 
the middle west. north of and including Mis- 
souri, and will make incursions into prac- 
tically all of the states which have progres- 
sive congressional delegations. 

With three definite dates on the schedule, 
the whole trip has been tentatively arranged. 
The first is at Knoxville, Tenn., where, on 
the 18th, the president is to open the Appa- 
lachian exposition. The next is at Rochester, 
N. ¥., where, on the 23d, the president will 
address the National encampment of the G. 
A. R. From Rochester the president will 
make a jump to Hutchinson, Kas., where he 
js to speak at the state fair Aug. 26. On the 
way he plans to stop at one or two cities in 
Michigan and at Chicago. 

From Hutchinson the president expects to 
travel into Nebraska, South Dakota, Minne- 
gota, and Wisconsin. If the trip is to end in 
four weeks Milwaukee probably will be the 
last stopping place. If.it should be extended 
the president will journey to Denver, Colo- 
rado Springs, Salt Lake, and the coast,

Spanish Ruler Denies Story That He 
Saved Sailor’s Life.

LONDON, Aug. 5.—There have been two 
kings at the Cowes regatta this week, and 
both’ have been getting into the newspapers. 
One is King George of Bngland and the 
other King Alfonso of Spain. Both.appear 
to have had just a lttle too much publicity 
for their liking. 

King Alfonso has been getting much more 
of it since his arrival in England than King 
George, particularly in the illustrated pa- 
pers, not one of which failed to print his 
picture several times. For this sort of 
publicity unquestionably the Spanish mon- 
arch has no little Mking, for he always is 
extremely amiable to newspaper photograph- 
ers and will. go out of his way to help them 
in their work. What he objects to is that 
part of the publicity which makes him out 
a hero when he has done no heroic deed. 


Once When He Was Not a Hero. 

A story which called forth a deprecatory 
denial from Alfonso was the report of his 
having saved the life of a sailor at the risk 
of his own. Several yarns were afloat at 
Cowes, but the most pecullar one told of 
Alfonso steering his own cutter, the Wis- 
pania, around Warner light just as a sailor 
from the German yacht Sophie Elizabeth 
fell overboard. According to the story, the 
sailor was hauled out of the water by the 
king’s strong right hand. Some of the Lon- 
don papers published this thrilling incident 
and one of them billed it over the town in 
big type as a “gallant rescue by the king 
of Spain.” 

Story Proves a Fake. 

It now has transpired that Alfonso was not 
even on board his yacht at the time, and 
that no’ sailor fell overboard. Otherwise the 
story. was all right. 

In King George's case it appears that cam- 
era fiends have somewhat marred the enjoy- 
ment of the British royal party atCowes. Ag 
goon as it became known that the king and 
the Prince of Wales were in the habit of 
taking a dip in the sea every morning the 
snapshotters got on the alert to obtain pic- 
tures.

Simon, Deposed President of 
Hayti, Gives Thanks to 
American Minister, 


GETS TO JAMAICA SAFELY 


Armed Guard from U. 8. War- 
ship Preyents Projected 
Assassination. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

KINGSTON, Jamaica, Aug. 5.~This city, 
the stronghold of Haytian exiles, today wel- 
comed the former president of Hayti, An- 
toine Simon, who was deposed from his office 
by the revolutionist adherents of Gen. Le- 
conte and Gen. Firmin. 

The former president and his party of 
forty-four persons, made up principally of 
his immediate relatives and their children, 
arrived this morning on the Dutch steamer 
Prinz der Nederlanden from Port-au-Prince, 
the capital of Hayt!, where their departure 
was marked by scenes of rioting and killing. 

The exiled executive of the black republic 
kept in close seclusion on the ship and re- 
fused to be interviewed by reporters when 
the vessel was tied to the pier. 

The secretary of the former president, 
however, stated that the whole party owed 
their ves to the American minister to 
Hayti, Mr. Furniss. 

Furniss Sends ed Guard. 
The secretary told how the revolutionists, 


knowing that President Simon and his 
party were ready to flee, had sent men on 


board the American schooner Bradford C. 
French to arrest the presidential party and 
bring the members back to the shore. The 
revolutionists had also given orders that all 
the adult males of the fleeing Haytians were 
to be summarily executed. _ 

The schooner Bradford C. French was the 
vessel on which President Simon first took 
refuge. Mr. Furniss, on learning of the plot 
to murder the fleeing party, promptly took 
action and had an armed party from an 
American warship in the harbor of Port-au- 
Prince sent aboard the schooner to protect 
them. 

After an all night watch Mr. Furniss had 
the party of refugees removed from the 
schooner to the steamer on which they sailed 
for this port. 

The former president's secretary said that 
Simon desires to thank the American nation 
for saving the lives of himself and his rela- 
tives from what was certain death. 

The daughter of the deposed executive, 
Celestine Simon, who was shot in the wrist 
as the party was enceavoring to leave Hayti, 
has completely recovered from her wound. 


Fight Reported Probable. 

Washington, D. C., Aug! 5.—Efforts of the 
diplomatic corps at Port-au-Prince, Hayti, 
to form a committee of public safety. have 
failed. American Minister Furniss has re- 
ported to the state department that a con- 
flict between the opposing revolutionary fac- 
tions seems Inevitable. 

The diepatch from Minister Furniss says 
the attitude of the adherents of Gen. Fir- 
min and Gen. Leconte, who is now at the head 
of his army and nearing Port-au-Prince, has 
interfered with the efforts of the diplomatic 
corps. 

Minister Furniss says nobody ts in contro! 
of the government and foreign officials view 
the situation with trepidation. 


Officers in Control 

American naval commanders in Haytian 
waters are not being hampered with orders 
from Washington. Whenever the situation 
warrants it bluejackets will be landed to pro- 
tect foreign life and property. 

Antoine Simon, the deposed president of the 
republic, apparentiy. favors Gen. Firmin of 
the two leaders who ousted him. On theeve 
of his departure from Hayti, Minister Fur- 
niss reports, President Simon appointed sev- 
eral prominent Firminists to important local 
positions at Port-au-Prince. Because of the 
chaotic condition of affairs, however, the 
appointees are not in control. 


PARIS THE NOISIEST CITY, 
DECLARES NEW YORK WOMAN. 
Mrs. I. L. Rice Places London Second 


—Berlin the Quietest—Gets Anti- 
Noise Campaign Material in Europe. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Aug. 5.—Mrs. Isaac L. Rice of 
New York, after a trip on the continent, 
reached London this week, where she will 
pass August before returning to New York 
to carry on the anti-noise campaign. Mrs. 
Rice’s latest enemy is the auto horn, and 
she says she will not rest until the legislature 
restricts the size of the horn, making it pos- 
sible for its notes to be heard not more thana 
block away instead of five miles as now, 
according to the latest manufacturers’ adver- 
tisements. 

While traveling in Europe Mrs. Rice has 
been making observations of the noise prob- 
lem with the result that she places Paris at 
the head of big cities for the greatest din, 
London second, New York third, with Berlin 
in a class by itself, as almost noiseless. 

In Paris Mrs. Rice found her own chauf- 
feur blew his horn fifty-five times in less 
than two and a half minutes In a street that 
was not crowded. Since she has been at 
the Hotel Ritz, which faces Piccadilly, Mrs. 
Rice found that between 8:30 and 8:60 
p. m. 488 auto horn blasts were heard in her 
room, while an hour later during the quiet 
time of the evening before the theaters are 
out 656 blasts were counted in thirty min- 
utes. All of which, she says, shows that life 
isn’t quite so peaceful as it might be even 
ip a fashionable west end hotel.

HOTELS FEEL THE BLIGHT. 


E. H. Gary and Wife There; He Calls

BRITISH POLITICS 


Constant Shifting of Position 
on Veto Bill by Many 
Men Marks Week. 


‘SOON WILL BECOME LAW.. 


O’Connor Says Asquith Probably 
Will Not Be Forced to 
‘™;, Ask New Peers.

LONDON, Aug. 5.—Rarely has England 

seen a week of such rapid alterations of 

political possibilities. The future of the veto” 
bill and the plans of the ministry depend 
on the intentions of three different an 
warring groups. 

The first group consists of the Liberal 
peers, the second of the supporters of Lord 
Lansdowne, who have promised to abstain 
from voting on the veto bill, and the third 
group is composed of the extremists who 
promise to follow Lord Halsbury in voting 
for the rejection of the bill. 

Everybody during the week was trying to 
discover the exact number of the first and 
third groups and the counting of heads be- 
came the pastime alike of every politicigen 
and every journalist. But the bottom fell 
out of even that calculation by the passipg 
of members from the second group to the 
third group and from the third group to the 
second . | 


Many Desert Both Sides.

voting against it. 


Bill to Be Law Thursday. 

The last division, then, will be close, bet 
the chances are that the bill will be passsa 
by a small majority. If that should happé¢n, 
Asquith has every preparation for gett 
the royal signature to the bill next Thur 
day, and then the veto bill becomes a law. 

If the bill is beaten, Asquith will immedi- 
ately proceed with the creation of new peets, 
and the number probably will run up to 300, 
so as to avoid all possibilities of defeat. 

It is the prospect of this entire destructiqn 
of the house of lords in its present form thgt 
is expected finally to detach a large number 
of members from Halsbury and to secures 
majority for the bill. ° 1 

The debate on the vote of censure méey 
change the whole situation, as so much pas- 
sion may be developed as to once more sweep 
away from Balfour and Lansdowne ‘sr 
own supporters, but my final forecast is that 
no peers will be wanted. 


London Loses Famous Figure ; 
The death of the Duchess of Devonshife 
removes from London one of the figures sp 
familiar as to appear almost eternal and 
immutable. She cannot be said to have 
been altogether a popular figure, but she 
was always a powerful one. 

Even though she lived to nearly 80 yearscf 
age and in recent years was a wreck ¢ 
whatever beauty she had, the legend of her 
early charm still survived, and people with 
a certain amount of imagination could real- 
ige the resistiess attraction which she once 
exercised on almost every man who af- 
proached her. There are memoirs which 
describe her as not only a beautiful woman 
but the most beautiful woman of her time. 

She was, as everybody knows, a German 
by birth, and I do not think of a wealthy 
stock. Her first husband was the Duke 
of Manchester. He was a tall, handsome, 
even distinguished looking man, but somee- 
how or other he had about him a certain 
air of futility, perhaps one thought so be 
cause of the well known fact in his domes- 
tie life that his wife had formed a strong a‘- 
tachment for the Marquis of Hartington, as 
the Duke of Devonshire was for so ma. 
years, and that he had not made any Rf 
tempt to break up the arrangement. Ner 
did society either. 

Attachment Known to All. 

This attachment was so open so enduring 
and apparently so deveted that it was con- 
doned; perhaps the condonation was made 
the easier by the fact that It concerned peophe 
so powerful in rank and wealth. These com- 
promises have always been common in < 
upper classes in England. 

This state of affairs is largely due to the 
curious contradiction of the marriage law. 
In England it is impossible for either the 
husband or the wife to be divorced withoyt 
the loss of social. professional, or political 
position; and this is a penalty which few 
men and still fewer women are ready to 
pay. especially when there are children and 
the future of the children may be compr> 
mised as well as that of the parents. 

In Ireland divorce practically does not exta/; 
all the iaw courts in that country can give 
in a separation order. To get a ful! divorce the 
parties must have a bil! passed through the 
two houses of parliament, a process which 
costs a great deal of money; in one case, I be- 
lieve, the cost went up to as much as $206, - 
000. In Scotland, on the other hand, the 
process is easier, and. curiously enough, tn 
epite of its puritanism, the social conspe- 
quences of divorce are not 48 calamitous 4s 
in England. ; 


English Divorce Law Strict. 
A @ivorce cannot be granted to a wife 4m 
England unless she is able to prove. both In- 
fidelity and cruelty, while the husband has 
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only to prove infidelity. In Scotland the law 
is equal between the two sexes, infidelity be- 
ing sufficient ground for a wife to get relief 
altogether. : 

Even that need not be proved; desertion for 
the space of three years meets the exigencies 
of the situation, and that means that all nec- 
eSsary grounds are supplied if the wife or 
husband leaves Scotland and lives in England 
not far away or in any other place chosen. 

If a divorce be granted on the compara- 
tively easy grouncs, people do not take much 
notice of it unless the parties are prominent; 
and I have heard that even a politician has 
appeared in the divorce court it does not form 
part of the electioneering campaign against 
him in Scotland as it undoubtedly would in 


England or in Ireland. 


Marries a Second Duke. 

There was a flutter of suspense when the 
Duke of Manchester, the Duchess of Devon- 
shire’s first husband, died, and women espe- 
clally held their breaths to see whether the 
fickleness they attribute to the average man 
was going to be Once more proved. But Lord 
Hartington rose to the occasion and married 
the duchess after their long years of attach- 
ment and long after she hada single remnant 
of the beauty that had intoxicated him in his 
romantic youth. 

She thus became the “ double duchess,” the 
‘woman who had been duchess twice over, an 
unusual occurrence in English life. Ofcourse 
nobody knows unless their own friends how 
this attachment shaped the career of th 
Duke of Devonshire, but certain things were 
well known. The late duchess was @ sports- 
woman who loved the racecourse and also 
the card table. She went to every race meet- 
ing; she may be said to have 4ied on the 
racecourse, for it was at Sandown that she 
fell into the unconsciousness from which she 
never recovered, and it was only twelve 
hours or so between the seizure on the race- 
course and the death in the country house 
to which she was removed. 

She went regularly with the duke every 
year for years to the tables at Monte Carlo. 
Indeed, it was on the Riviera that the duke 
after a lingering illness finally died. At all 
her great residences the duchess had large 
card parties and stakes were high. 


Forced Husband to Front. 

“On the other hand, it was to her inspira- 
tion and strong will that people attributed 
the: amount of pains which the Duke of 
Devonshire devoted to pushing his political 
fortunes. -He himself waa a lazy and in- 
different man, who seemed mainly bent on 
sleeping as much as he could and at all times 
and seasons and in all kinds of places. 

At 5 o'clock every afternoon in the house 
of commons for years his head could be seen 
nodding up and down, sometimes it looked as 
if he were going to break his neck, and the 
loud snores responded for yards around him. 
He had an air of indifference which came in 
the end to be something even of a pose. 
Once he was accused of having yawned in 
the midst of a speech, and when he was re- 
proached, answered by asking was not the 
speech dull. 

But this pushful, energetic, strong woman 
would not let him throw away his chances, 
and thus, though he never attained the pre- 
mlership, he did hold high offices and exer- 
cised an important influence on political 


, events In his country for half a century, 


and a statue is erected to him in Whitehall, 
one of the most prominent streets of London. 


New Hostess in London. 

One of the new great hostesses of London 
ig Mrs. Harvey Du Cros. The papers have 
been full of the magnificent entertainment 
which she and her husband gave Prince 
Henry of Prussia, the sailor brother of the 
German emperor. 

The royal guest was first entertained in an 
automobile clib, where within a few weeks 
already has rushed to the position of the most 
fashionable and magnificent club in London. 
Then there waz a procession of motors tu 
Wildecroft, a handsome residence outside of 
London, in the well known suburb of Putney. 

This residence belonged in former days to 
Sir George Newnes, the original pioneer of 
that type of periodical represented by Tit 
Bits and Answers, and brought to its final 
perfection and prosperity by the Harmsworth 
brothers. But Newnes lost a g00d part of 
his’ fortune before his death, and the house 
hed to be sold, and Mr. Harvey Du Cros 
bought it. It stands in fine large grounds, 
and a king's ransom must have been spent on 
{t to entertain the German guests. 


Strange History of Du Cros. 

This was perhaps the proudest moment in 
the life history of Harvey Du Cros and a 
remarkable life history it is. Some twenty- 
five years ago Harvey De Cros was a sta- 
tioner in Dame street, Dublin, trading under 
the good old Irish name of Hely. It was 
just a comfortable small business, meaning 
neither, poverty nor wealth. Somehow or 


\ other he became interested in the bicycle at 


the time when the bicycle was still a new 
patent. 

The story g0es that he went to Belfast to 
teke part in or look on at a bicycle race, and 
that he as well as many others were astound- 
ed to see that there was one competitor who 
always got in front of everybody else. What- 
ever the exrtion the other competitors made, 
this man rode right ahead of them; rothing 
seemed to be able to stop him, and he did it 
all with an appearance of perfect ease, al- 
most without exertion. 

The man who did this was named Robert 
Dunlop and the explanation was that he was 
riding on a bicycle with the pneumatic tire 
which he had just invented. Du Cros saw 
the possibilities of the tire, got control of 
the largest interest in it, and soon began to 
gree rich. 


- Turns to Auto Trade. 

The Dunlop tire came just at the psycholog- 
ical moment Hooley was then beginning his 
extraordi ary career as a company promoter 
and had turned his attention mainly to the 
bicycle trade. He made a deal with Du Cros; 
the Dunlop tire and other companies were 
floated at an immense capital and Du Cros 
was a rich man. When automobilism came 
on the scene Du Cros was one of the first 
to grasp its great future and there entered 
the trade and added to the large fortune he 
already had made out of tires. Thus it is 
that today the smal) stationer of Dublin ot 
@ quarter of a century ago ts able to entertain 
royalty with a splendor and magnificence 
that might as well put even the richest royal 
court to the blush.

Mr. Du Cross has sometimes been criticised, 
and some of his meetings have been stormy. 
But pothing has every disturbed him: he 
has remained cool, impassive. and dry 
through even tempestuous scenes.

| KING WILL RULE 


FROM BALMORAL 


George V. Decides to Pass Two 
Months on His Great Es- 
tate in Scotland. 


EDWARD AVOIDED SPOT. 


Favorite Residence of Victoria, 
Who Never Permitted Im- 
provements There.

Balmoral will be the seat of the govern- 
ment of the British empire during the next 
two months or ten weeks, as King George, 
differing from his father, who was always 
wont to spend August and September abroad, 
usually at Marienbad, has decided to remain 
in the United Kingdom and to establish his 
headqtarters on the Deeside, perhaps the 
most picturesque portion of the highlands. 

That he shéuld remain in his own domin- 
fons, instead of going off to some continental 
watering place, is a matter of great con- 
venience to the administration and facilli- 
tates the conduct of the government. For 
there are hundreds of things cropping ‘up 
every day in Downing street and at White- 
hall which require bis personal attentionand 
his instructions, and, with the extraordinary 
development of the telephone system, he cah 
remain while at Balmoral in quite as close 
touch with his constitutional advisers in 
London as if he were at Windsor, and in 
a manner that would be quite impossible 
were he staying in a foreign watering place. 


~~ 
Balmoral is the king’s personal property 
and does not belong tothe crown. Magnifi- 
cent scenery and incomparable healthfulness 
are its chief attractiong, and led Queen Vic- 
toria and her husband, the prince consort, 
in the early days of their marriage to es- 
tablish their highland home there. They 
first went to Balmoral in 1845, and from 
that time forth not a year passed without the 
late queen making one, and usually two, 
prolonged stays in this beautiful djstrict, 
where the air is so pure and bracing and the 
surroundings of glen and mountain, of rush- 
ing streams, of corries and crags, are so wild 
and so poetic as to have inspired the muse of 
many a celebrated bard. Indeed, the “‘ Dee's 
rushing tide,’ and “ dark Lochnagar,’’ 4,000 
feet high, which closes the vista to the 
south, are frequently referred to in the poems 
of Byron and of Burnes. 
The present castle stands upon a “‘ haugh,”’ 
or open space, by the Dee, the receding hills 
constituting a perfect background, There 
was an old castle on the estate when Quetn 
Victoria first purchased it in 1852 after hav- 
ing rented the place for a number of years. 
But the accommodation that it afforded was 
quite inadequate, and in 1853 the corner stone 
of the present castle was laid. Two years 
later it was ready for occupancy, and when 
the queen and the prince consort entered it 
for the first time an old shoe was thrown 
after them for good luck in accordance with 
old-time custom. 

The castle is built of light granite, and is 
of the old Scotch baronial style of archi- 
tecture, with round turrets and crow stepped 
gables. Its great tower, a hundred feet high, 
is adorned by a clock, which gives the time 
to the neighborhood, and is surmounted by 
a flagstaff, from which the royal standard 
floate when the sovereign is in residence. 

~o- 

Were Queen Victoria to revisit Balmoral 
today she would have considerable difficulty 
“in recognizing her cherished highland home. 
For King Edward, who managed, in spite 
of his continental trips, to put in several 
weeks at Balmoral each year, subjected the 
place to many changes and additions, con- 
verting what was formerly the back of the 
castle into the main front, and causing the 
relaying out of the gardens and grounds, in 
the most skillful manner, under the direction 
of Lord Redesdale, who is probably the 
greatest living landscape gardener. For- 
merly Lord Redesdale used to go by the 
name of Bertie Mitford, and will’ as such 
be remembered by many as the author of 
that fascinating and one time popular work 
entitled ‘“‘ Tales of Old Japan.”’ The Cana- 
dian maple has been used extensively by 
Lord Redesdale ip laying out the new gar- 
dens at Balmoral. 

Seen from a distance, the castle seems to 
rise from a mass of forest trees, but in real- 
ity there is open ground all around,the gar- 
dens on the west and north sloping down 
to the Dee. This river is bordered with fine 
large trees, under which a broad path is 
laid. So near is the river to the castle that 
from any part of the latter, if the windows 
are open, the rush and whirl of the torrent 
are heard. 

Looking from the drawing room windows 
the eye passes over flower beds and terraces, 
over the Dee and forest beyond, on up the 
strath, where hill overcaps hill, to the braes 
of Mar. This is the view seen from the late 
Queen Victoria's sitting room, and it is so 
beautiful, and above all so restful, that it 
ig easy to understand why she loved Bal- 
moral best of all her magnificent palaces 
and castles. Its scenery, its solitude and 
peace, account for that, as well as for the 
fact that the castle is the design and work 
of the prince consort, the creation of his 


taste, and therefore was doubly dear to his 


widow. 


oo 

In addition to the changes above men- 
tioned as having been made by King Ed- 
ward, he may be said to have introduced aN 
the conveniences and luxuries of modern life, 
besides entirely refurnishing and redecorat- 
ing the interior. Queen Victoria, until her 
death ten years ago, absolutely opposed any 
changes being made, resolved as she was to 
keep Balmoral just as it had been in the days 
of her early married life. The rooms were 
‘small, the furniture most uncomfortable, 
easy chairs being relatively unknown. The 
carpets, hangings, the upholstery were aj) 
of a particularly hideous tartan, known as 
the Balmoral, with which material the walis 
were likewise paneled, the effect being 
gloomy. There were few, ifany, bathrooms, 
gaa only in later years, no electric lights, ang 
no telephones. 

King Edward changed aii this. By throw- 
ing down partition walls he converteg two 
and sometimes three small rooms into one 
large and airy apartment, he introduced mod- 
ern and comfortable furniture in place of that 
known as “early Victorian”; he did away 
with the hideous tartan hangings and uphol- 
stery, and, dispelling gloom, imparted to 
every corner of the castle an atmosphere of 
light, alr, and cheeriness. He aiso caused 
Balmoral to be equipped with heating ap- 
paratus on the most scientific principies 
hereby earning the gratitude of all those 
who receive royal commands to stay at Ba)- 
moral. 

In the daye of Queen Victoria a visit to 
her Highland home was so dreaded by older 
stateemen that Lord Beaconsfield, Lord gai- 
isbury, and Mr. Gladstone al! stipulated when 
acctpting the premiership that they shouig 
not be required to act as cabinet ministers in 
attendance at Balmoral. They objecteg to 
staying there, not only on the ground of the 
discomfort arising from the fact that the 
accommodations were so crowded as to ren- 
der it impossibie for them to bring any secre- 


tary along with them, or even a servant, but

life endangering, owing to the insensibility

With all the improvements Inaugureted by 
King Edward, tt is doubtful whether he ever 
really liked Balmoral, which had been in 
every sense of the word the favorite home 
of his maother. ‘In the first place, the climate 
did not agree with him, and he complained 
of the place being not only bleak and damp, 
but above all, gloomy d lonely, and, un- 
able after his accession fo the throne to in- 
dulge any longer in the fatiguing deerstalk- 
ing expeditions of which he was formerly 
so fond, time used to hang rather heavily 
on his hands, - 

With his son and successor it is quite dif- 
ferent. The present king has always been 
extremely fond of Balmoral, likes the cli- 
mate, which he finds conducive to his own 
health, as aleo to that of his wife and chil- 
dren, and delights in the excellent salmon 
fishing in the waters of the Dee, and’in the 
deerstajking in the Balmoral forest, which 
is fine. He has known every one of the 
peopl in the entire district from his earliest 
childhood and feels himself thoroughly at 
tome there, while he, as well as his consort, 
find in the relative simplicity of their sur- 
roundings at Balmoral a great relief from 
all the pomp, ceremony, and etiquette which 
hamper all their movements when they are 
in residence at Buckingham palace or at 
Windsor castle. 

The Balmoral estate comprises a Bttle 
over 40,000 acres and exten¢s along the Dee 
for twelve miles. At one moment the se- 
clusion of Balmoral seemed to be threatened 
by a railroad which began creeping up the 
valley. But Queen Victoria was able to se- 
cure the passage of am act of parliament 
which stopped the line at Ballater, eight 
miles distant from the castle. Today Balla- 
ter is the railroad station for Balmoral, and 
the trip between the station and the castle 
used to be mace by the late Queen Victoria 
iif“ carriage and four horses, with postil- 
ions, while King George, more modern, 
contéfits himself with an automobile. 

e 

Most of the castles and country seatsin the 
district belong to great nobles and Scottish 
territorial magnates, personally known to 
the royal family, and who make it a point of 
honor among themselves to refrain from 
renting their estates either to strangers or to 
people who are not congenial to the members 
of the reigning house. No money can tempt 
them. When any one does succeed in rent- 
ing a place in the neighborhood of Balmoral 
it may safery be taken for granted that his 
name has been passed upon by the sovereign 
and approved. 

These fortunate individuals, when tactful, 
have managed in this way to establish them- 
selves on a footing of neighborly intimacy 
with the sovereign that would be quite im- 
possible anywhere south of the Tweed. Thus 
the late Algernon Borthwick, proprietor of 
the London Morning Post, became @ personal 
friend of Queen Victoria through leasing In- 
vercauld for a number of successive years 
and entertaining there Mme. Albani and 
other great artistes, whom her majesty loved 
to hear, and whom she invited to Balmoral, 
along with their host and hostess. Alger- 
non Borthwick was in due course created, 
first a baronet and then a peer of the realm 
as Lord Glenesk, honors which it is doubtful 
whether he would ever have attained had it 
not been for the fact that Queen Victoria had 
found him to be a particularly agreeable 
neighbor in the Highlands.

LONDON DOCK STRIKE STILLON; 
ARBITRATOR TO TRY FOR PEACE 
Men Threaten General Walkoutif Terms 


Offered Do Not Please Them—Food 
Famine Outlook Serious.

LONDON, Aug. 5.—The strike of the dock 
laborers is marking time today, pending the 
arbitration of the dispute by Sir Albert Kaye 
Rollit, who is identified with large commer- 
cial and steamship interests. The award in 
the dispute, which is between the organiza- 
tions of transport laborers and the ship 
owners, will be made today. 

A general strike of the men will be de- 
clared if the award) does@fiot’ suit them. 
Many steamships sailed from here today 
with thousands of tons less than the usual 
amount of freight. More than 200 train loads 
of freight are standing on the wharves 
ready to be placed on board the vessels. The 
latest steamships which have arrived here 
bring the total of undischarged cargoes up 
to a high point.

LONDON, Aug. 5.—Katherine Cecil Thurs- 
ton, author of ‘“‘ The Gambler,” “ The 
Masquerader” and other novels, who di- 
vorced Ernest Temple Thurston about a year 
aga, is to marry Alfred Buckley Gavin, a 
Scotch physician. The engagement is of 
three months’ standing. The prospective 
bridegroom is 40 years old, 

Difficulty regarding the marriage has arisen 
because of Mrs. Thurston’s divorce. She iga 
Catholic and has petitioned the vatican for 
a decree of nullity of her former marriage 
on canonical grounds. She has been asked 
by the papal authorities, why, in view of her 
claims, she could not have obtained a nul- 
lity decree at first. The cjtrical authorities 
have taken an interest in her case, however, 
and it is believed that the marriage will 
take place this fall.

MOROCCO PARLEYS 
SHOW NO RESULTS 
Le Temps Proposes Another 


Convention on the Ground 
France Exceeded Rights. 


SAYS BARGAIN IS FUTILE. 


Suggestion That All Signatories 
Consent to Revision of Al- 
geciras Pact. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE } 

PARIS, Aug. 6.—The pourparlers betweeh 

France and Germany relative to the Moroc- 
can crisis have lasted a full month without 
any great signs being visible of a successful 
conclusion of them. 
The optimistic feeling which marked the 
beginning of the week disappeared last Tues 
day, when the foundation upon which the 
good hopes had Been based seemed to have 
crumbled away. 

Then Le Temps proposed that another Al- 
geciras convention be held, on the grounds 
that France did not possess the right to 
make a bargain with Germany. 

If Germany wished to revise the Algeciras 
agreement all the signatories should be con- 
sulted, stated Le Temps, and the whole 
French press welcomed this proposition as an 
escape from what seemed the only alterna- 
tive to humiliation or war. 


Proposal Ignored by Germany. 
Germany ignored the proposal; the Ger- 
man press refused to discuss it. Then pessi- 
mistic feeling reasserted itself in France 
and the bourse suffered. 

Fortunately this tension in France pro- 
duced similar nervous effects upon Germany 
and this feeling {in both countries resulted 
on Friday in the issuance of a scemi-official 
and guarded statement at Berlin to the effect 
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‘CLASH OF ANIMAL FRIENDS 


that a basis of wnderstanding had been 
reached between France and Germany. 

The statement contained an intimation that 
a week may be needed im which toarrive ata 
definite agreement with France. 

The interpretation of this statement in 
most quarters in France was that Germany 
had reduced her demands to the extent of 
making a dea! possible. 


In Favor of Ratifications. . 

Le Temps this evening says Germany's 
compensations sought in continental Congo, 
that is, the hinterland of the Cameroons, 
with ratifications of the boundaries there 
and elsewhere, would benefit France. If the 
arrangement proves impossible, says Le 
Temps, France will place herself at the dis- 
posa! of the Sultan of Morocco fora new Alge- 
ciras convention. ™ 

Gabriel Hanotaux, former minister of for- 
eign affairs, in discussing the Moroccan situ- 
ation in the Revue Hebdomadaire, is alone 
among the French writers who consider that 
Germany Its installed in the Sus region. 

Germany's installation there would be 
preferable, says M. Hanotaux, to concessions 
in Central Africa. His opinion Is based upon 
the value of the French Congo, part of which 
Germany asks of France, as compared with 
thé Sus region even with the port of Agadir, 
which Germany occuples. 


H. S. BLACK SEES PROSPERITY. 


Head of U. 8. Realty Co. Says in London 
Attacks on Corporations Make 
People Conservative.

LONDON, Aug. 5.—Harry 8. Black, presi- 
dent of the United States Realty company, 
who is here primarily to look over sites for 
the proposed new hotel in London run on 
American liner, expressed today the follow- 
ing views on financial conditions in America:

COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Aug. 5.—Lively 
scenes characterized the closing sessions of 
the International Animal Protection and 
Anti-Vivisectjon congress today.

| NEWS AND GOSSIP OF BOARD OF TRADE. | 


That the situation in Russia in regard to the 
crops is serious is indicated by reports from other 
than the usual sources. Alexander J. Johnson, 
editor of the Swedish Courier, bas received ad- 
vices from his correspondents in St. Petersburg 
and also copies of Swedish papers containing re- 
ports of the serious conditions existing in all parts 
of Russia. So serious are the conditions reported 
that, according to a St. Petersburg letter of July 
«1, the minister of finance. Mr. Kokotsev, called 
together representatives of the national bank, 
private banks, and high government officials from 
the finance and commerce departments to discuss 
the situation. The discussion was in regard to 
what measures should be taken in order to lessen 
the effects cf the threatened crop failure. It was 
not possible to make a decision, and the members 
of the conference were called upon to make re- 
ports in writing of their different views as to how 
to meet the situation. Press reports to Stockholm 
papers which have just been received cn this 
side indicate that the bad conditicns prevail in 
nearly every section of Russia. Advices received 
from this source in recent years have been ex- 
ceptionally accurate, and the last two years have 
forecast the immense crops thta Russia has been 
favored with in 1908 and 10910. Other news ia 
regard to the Russian crop was bullish. A late 
Liverpool cable received from a reliable house 
said that the Russian exportable surplus would be 
50 per cent less than last year; when they were 
225,000,000 bu,

“So far most of the appreciation fn prices has 
been in anticipation of the fall trade both for 
meats and lard, as the stock reports at all the 
principal points show liberal accumulations, and 
they also show that the trade wil! have to be 
good to take the volume of product to make a 
real healthy packing situation before the snow 
files,"" said W. L. Gregson. ‘‘ No information 
has come to us to change the figures mentioned 
in previous letters on the prospective quantity 
and quality of hogs due to arrive in August, Sep- 
tember, and the early part of October, and until 
we see some change in that respect we shal! be 

forced to view the ownership of product with friend- 
liness, especially the lard, but we shall also be 
constrained towards conservatism unless the mar- 
ket has healthy reactions.’’

D. F. Johnson of Minneapolis 
wired Shearson-Hammill that a member of one 
of the largest elevator firms there, just back 
from a ten day trip through the three states, said 
the crop would be as large as last year and that 
North Dakota would have twice as much as last 
year, or about 80,000,000 bu. The Northwestern 
Miller issued a report claiming the yield in the 
three states would be from 165,000,000 to 175,000, -

The cash demand for wheat here wae slow, but 
prices for red winter were just a trifle better rel- 
ative to the futures. No, 2 red was quoted 2c 
under the September. The pressure of big receipts 
is expected to be off the market soon, and receivers 
expect much smaller receipts.

* Movement of western range cattle {s later than 
last year’s, receipts this week being only 1,700 
head, against 15,100 head for the same week a 
year ago, while there are only a couple of train- 
loads in sight for next week, and last year 15,000 
were received here in the second week of August,’’ 
said Claude Wilson of Rosenbaum Bros, & Co. 
‘We also believe that there will be a big falling 
off in the total supply of rangers marketed this 
year and that there will be no big runs before Sep- 
tember and October, when the bulk of this year’s 
crop is expected to reach the market.~ Portland 
and Seattle packers have taken a good share of 
the Montana rangers this year, which means that 
many less for the market here.”’ 

Last loads of distillery steers fed by John Bar- 
bazette ahd Thomas Beggs of Terre Haute, Ind., 
were marketed at Chicago this week. The wind- 
ing up of these two outfits means that only a lim- 
ited supply of slop fed cattle remains to be market- 
ed from other distillery points and that one source 
of supply for prime fat beeves is practically de- 
pleted. Packers who had provided for their 
pressing needs by paying up to $7.25@7.35 for dis- 
tillery steers will now be forced to depend on corn 
fad beeves, which should result In spirited compe- 
tition and higher prices for the latter. 

‘* More liberal receipts of range sheep are expect- 
ed for next week, but advices do not Indicate that 
there will be many more lambs,"’ said George Mar- 
tin of the Smith Bros.’ Commission company. ‘‘ We 
have sevoral orders ealline for feeding sheep and 
lambs and believe competition from this source will 
result in a more satisfactory market for fat offer- 
ings.”’ 

- Hog receipts have been a big disappointment to 
buyers this week and it is beginning to look as if 
the country did not have many marketable hogs 
left in the feed lot,”’ sald Harry D. Platt of Abner 
Platt & Co. ‘* August and September usually are 
light hog months, and prospects are that there will 
be a bigger disparity than ever this year. The trade 
is inclined to look for an earlier movement of winter 
hogs, however, and December is expected to be a 
month of unusually liberal marketings.”’

HBAVY SELLING OF STOCKS 


New York Market Carried Fur- 
ther on Downward Course. 


THEN COMES SHARP RALLY. 


Substantial Reductions in Loans of 
Clearing House Institutions, 


[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCTAL LEADER.] 

New York, Aug. 5.—[Special.]—Further 
heavy selling, some of it apparently forced 
by the successive declines of the earlier days 
of the week, carired the market further on its 
downward course today, until buying was 
induced which brought a sharp rally in eev- 
eral of the leading issues, with sufficient 
recovery in a number of others to reduce 
somewhat the extent of the declines recorded 
during the first hour. — 

In addition to the pressure of actual liqui- 
dation it seemed pretty clear that aggres- 
sive bear operations were being conducted 
with a view to driving the market down still 
further and possibly with therpurpose of 
facilitating a covering movement. 


Union Pacific Heavy Loser, 

Some such view of the selling was suggested 
by the aggressiveness of the movement in 
two or three stocks, notably in Union Pa- 
cific, which among the active stocks, was the 
heaviest loser by the day’s operations. © 

One effect of the liquidation which was un- 
der way during the last week was a substan- 
tial reduction in the loans of the clearing 
house institutions. The aétual statement of 
the association members revealed a decrease 
of over $20,000,000 in loans, compared with a 
decrease of $4,800,000 reported in the average 
figures. 

Only average figures are available for the 
institutions outside of the clearing house, 
which reported a decrease of $1,600,000 in 
loans. If the same proportion between the 
average and actual figures prevailed with 
the institutions outside o fthe clearing house 
as with those within the association, the 
actual decrease in loans at the close of Fri- 
day, as compared with the previous week, 
was somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$27,000,000. 

This substantial reduction in loans, which 
was accompanied by a large decrease in de- 
posits, enabled the clearing house institutions 
in the face of a cash loss of more than $5,000,- 
000 to show a slight gain in the actual surplus 
reserve,

Offices Included in Plan. 

Reorganization of the office methods on 
the various divisions to bring about unl- 
formity and a new divisional system of ac- 
counting also have been adopted by the 
Rock Island, with the economy policy firmly 
in mind, and standardization of appliances 
has been increased.

$2,000,000 in their cash hoMings, while the 
trust companies lost over $7,000,000, thus re- 
versing the showing made in the previous 
week's statement.

Uncle Bam's own bank are: Name (to be 
signed by himself), residence, occupation, 
birthplace, age (with day, month, and year 
of birth), rece or color, father’s namé6, 
mother’s give name, This date, for the pur 
pose of identification, wes written on a filing 
envelope, together with the date and account 
number. This was fileé away to hold the de- 
positor’s @uplicate certificates of deposit. A 
second envelope was given him with his orig- 
inal certificate. This second envelope does 
not disclose the personal data, but in place 
gives rules for the information of the de- 


positon 


Postal Bonds cat New Field. 

One of the principal arguments in favor of 
the postal bank has been that it would keep 
in the United States a large part of the 
money now sent abroad by foreign residents 
who do not trust private banks. The Chi- 
cago money order department last year 
jasued foreign orders to the emount of 
nearly $7,000,000. Gixty-five thousand orders 
were issued, at a cost to the senders of 1 
per cent. Could this money have been de- 
posited In the postal bank it would have 
saved the 1 per cent and added 2 in interest. 
Fifty thousand such depositors are esti- 
mated for the Chicago office. So far none 
of this element has reached the new bank 

The postal bonds heve roused much {n- 
terest. They supply a new and definite field 
for small investors, such as has been kgoun 
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in several foreign courtries, but not here 
To get these bonds the money must first pass 
through the postoffice asa deposit. Fifteen 
days notice is required before any bond can 


be supplied. The bonds will be issued January — 


and July 1 only. If a depositor wishes §500 
in bonds Jan. 1 he will have to put im $100 
each tn August and each succeeding month 
In changing to the bonds he will lose the 
interest for these months. but once the bonds 
are his he will receive 2% per cent interest 
for as many years ee the bonds run. Should 
he wish to turn his bonds into cash he would 
have to go out upon the street for a market, 
ae the postoffice does not take them back. 
The local authorities cannot state just what 
the market for these postal bonds will be. 
but incline to think the banks wil! take them 
at par. They base this assumption on the 
idea that the new small denomination bonds 
may be used by the banks in securing their 
national bank note circulation the same as 
other government bonds. It is admitted the 
market wil] depend considerably on the atti- 
tude of the banka 

“The banks have nothing to fear from the 
postal savings bank,” said Theron Bean, 
eashier of the pemefice whe is in chazgp of 
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Creates Unprecedented Confidence.

“The only complaint made so far pagaigst 
the $600 limit for deposita. We have bad a 
lmrge inquiry congerning the bonds that 
may be purchased on Jan. 1 and July 1, 
after fifteen days’ notice. It {2 evident thage 
will be a popular investment. We believe 
that depositors will be able to dispose of 
them to banks and eleewhere at par avd 
without delay. 

“ Under the regulations we are not allows 
to give out any further information regard- 
ing deposits and depositors. We have fot 
done so since the second day of business. 
But I whi say that we have been surprised 
at the general high character of the depagi- 
tors. Only three or four in the first se 
days were unable to write.”

In Colors Solved 
By American. 


Seventeen years ago France gave to Eng- 
land the kinematograph. Three years ago 
England presented to France animated pho- 
tography in natural colors. As a matter of. 
fact America igs entitled to much of this 
honor, for Charles Urban, the discoverer of 
this new process of photography, was born 
in Cincinnati, where his father was a promi- 
nent photographer. He moved to London 
seventeen years ago, and it was there that 
he pursued his experiments. 

On May 1, 1908, as the result of the labors 
of Urban and Albert Smith, the first presenta- 
tion of kinematography in the actual colors of 
nature was made in London. Skepticism 
was overoome and the scientific world pro- 
claimed the importance of the new discov- 
ery. An exhibition was given in Paris, but 
the autiience refused. to believe that the pic- 
tures were not hand colored. To prove to 
Paris that the colores were reproduced by the 
bioscope, the Urban-Smith people sent a 
corps of operators to the Grand Prix motor 
races at Dieppe. They returned to Paris 
by motor the following day, securing pic- 
tures en route, and of further events in the 
capital, developed them, and presented the 
entire series before 500 representatives of 
the press on the afternoon of the same day. 
There were no more doubts after that dem- 
onstration.

A NEGLECTED DUvTY. 

Mr. Carnegie has done something’ the 
state of Pennsylvania should do, He has 
pensioned the man whose innocence was 
established after twenty years’ confinement 
in a Pennsylvania penitentiary. 

It is not often that an innocent man is 
found guilty in this country. He has 
more to fear from lynchers than juries. If 
there be a shadow of doubt the accused is 
given the benefit of it, and thereby guilty 
men are constaptly escaping punishment. 
The lawmakers have been so sure that an 
innocent man could not be convicted that 
they have made no provision for compensat- 
ing one who had been. Full reparation 
would be impossible. There could be no 


. compensation for the shame and misery due 
» to the faulty working of the judicial ma- 


chinery of the state. In some instances the 
injury would beirreparable. In others, like 
the one Mr. Carnegie has attended to, a lit- 
tle money would partly make good a great 
wrong. 

Where a man has been put in prison for 
@ crime it turns out afterwards he did not 
commit, the state owes him something mere 
than an expression of regret. Its laws 


should recognize the fact that evidence, -} 


seemingly conclusive but really unsubstan- 
tial, may convict an innocent man, and 


~hould make provision for awarding him 


monetary compensation. The cases would 
be rare, but when they did occur it should 
be the community that should make amends. 
It should not be left to a private individual. 


CONSULAR LIFE AT CARTAGENA. 

After litigation lasting about two years, 
Consul Latham, at Cartagena, Colombia, 
has succeeded in securing the conviction and 
sentence of two Colombians for assaulting 
Vice Consul McMasters of that place. It 
took that long because no native attorney 
could be found to prosecute for McMasters 
and because many obstacles were thrown in 
the way of the case coming to trial. The 
assault is said to have been a result of the 
Colombian hostility to Americans caused 
by the Panama affair. This may be the 
fact, but there is evidently much more to 
the story than the mere assault, although 
that was a murderous affray. 

MecMasters is the son of a former consu! 
at Cartagena, and was born there. He 
married a native woman, and before he was 
made vice consul he was an agent of the 


Internationa) Harvester company, and he 


has been in other commercial enterprises. 
During thix period he has had many en- 


=~ counters of a personal nature with the na- 
* tives, and he appears to be a man who

GOOD ROADS. 

‘This general assembly created a com- 
mission to revise, rewrite, and codify the 
township organization and the road and 
bridge laws. It has organized and is pre- 
paring to set about its work. 

How much revision the township organ- 
ization law needs THE TRIBUNE does not 
know. 
time since the revision of 1874 and prob- 
ably some of its sections should be rewrit- 
ten. Tue TriIsune dees know that new 
legislation concerning road building is 
greatly needed. It is no exaggeration to 
say that the materia! interests of Illinois 
stand in greater need of good roads than 
of anything else. They cannot be had so 
long as laws and methods remain as they 
are. 

It has been impossible to improve condi- 
tions because of the consérvatism of the 
farmers and their fear of heavier taxa- 
tion. A report submitted to the general 
assembly should have sothe effect on them. 
It was that the road taxes, which amount 
to $10,000,000 annually, would give the 
state good roads if the money were hon- 
estly and intelligently expended. Accord- 
ing to the report, it is partly wasted by 
ignorant officials and partly pilfered by 
dishonest ones. 

So the farmer gets nothing for his road 
taxes. 
cost him more than the taxes he pays to 
mend them. <As the agricultural depart- 
ment showed years ago, bad roads make it 
dificult and expensive for the farmer to 
get his produce to a railroad and a mar- 
ket. 

We need a law under which scientific 
road making should be not merely posst- 
ble but certain. There should be radical 
changes {n the present methods, which 
foster incapacity and open the door for 
the grafter. The old unsupervised meth- 
od, left exclusively in the hands of petty 
local officials, has broken down. There 
should be a radical change in methods, 
and Tue Trisune is confident that the 
commission will recommend such a 
change. | 

But the legislature will ehelve its work, 
as it has that of many other commissions, 
unless the farmers can be made to see 
that new methods wil] benefit them. Con- 
vince them, as this paper has been trying

A TRUST LAWYER COMES TO GRIEF. 


A’ New York attorney who entered a plea 
of nolle contendere to indictments returned 
against him for organizing several steel and 
iron wire “ pools,” has been fined $45,000. 
The district attorney asked for a prisop 
sentence, because it was the attorney’s 


-| brain that conceived the idea of these illegal 


‘combinations and his persuasion that had 
induced the manufacturers to enter into 
them. The judge, being a tender hearted 
man, let the offender go with a fine which 
he is amply able to pay. 

There would not have been so many 
trusts, and those which were formed would 
have been less durable and more open to 


attack, if there had been no trust lawyers. 
There would have been readiness on the 
part of men in various industries to com- 
bine, but that would have amounted to little 
without the master mind of the lawyer 
skilled in evading the law. 

The trust lawyers have been well paid 
for their services. They have not always 
escaped popular condemnation, but the hand 
of the law has not fallen on them. Some 
of the corporations or men that they have 
led in devious ways have been prosecuted 
and found guilty, but theyshave been im- 
mune. They were, at least until this New 
York attorney went into courf not to defend 
a client but to plead to an indictment for 
violating the anti-trust laws. 

This new departure should and may have 
some influence on thosé members of the le- 
gal profession who are or who hope to be 
the advisers of men who would like to vio- 
late the anti-trust law and wish to do it as 
scientifically as possible. When a lawyer 
who engineers a trust is treated as particeps 
criminis—which he surely is—it is time for 
other lawyers to treat the anti-trust law 
with greater respect. 


GOOD FOR CUBA AND FOR US. 

A correspondent is surprised that Ameri- 
can newspapers do not sound a note of 
alarm over British activity at Matanzas, 
Ouba. They did, he says, when a German 
steamship line was negotiating for a coa!- 
ing station in the West Indies and also 
when it. was reported that Japanese lines 
were trying to get such a station in Lower 
California. The alarmists said one might 
develop into a German and the other into a 
Japanese naval station.

Mr. Alenry W. Nevinson, writing for the 
North American Review, asks dominant 
powers, particularly England, to consider 
national life under the yoke, bending their 
proud imaginations to place themselves in 
their subjects’ places. 

For English consideration Mr. Nevinson 
suggests an assumption of conquest by Ger- 
many. ‘Yhere is no guile in the suggestion. 
It is not intended by Mr. Nevinson that Eng- 
lish susceptibilities should suffer therefrom. 
He might have made it Abyssinia and 
worked the result out differently. He sug- 
gests Germany merely because it is conven 
ient and “ short.” 


It has been amended from time to |*+ The Englishman is asked to suppose that 


the conqueror had retained the country as a 
part of his empire—‘ just as we have re- 
tained Ireland, India, Egypt, and the South 
African Dutch republics.” 

Then, of course, there would be a German 
governor general, German revenue collec- 
tors, and a*German council to which a few 
English lords and squires might be added. 
German would be the official language, but 
interpreters might be allowed in the law 
courts. Criticism of the-government would 
be treated as sedition, a censorship would 
be established over the London Times and 
other newspapers, editors and public speak- 
ers would be deported to the Orkneys with- 
out! trial. 

On the railways English ladies and geo- 
tlemen would be expected to travel second 
class. If they attempted to travel first class 
they would be exposed to Teutonic inso- 
lence. The common people would be en- 
couraged to enlist in the army, but no Brit- 
ish officer would be allowed to rise above 
the rank of sergeant major. The boy scouts 
would be declared seditious organizations. 
English art would disappear. English man- 
ufacture would be hampered by taxes which 
would flood England with German goods. 

“If a party of German officers went fox 
shooting in Leicestershire and the villagers 
resisted the slaughter of the sacred animal, 
some of the leading villagers would be 
hanged and others flogged during the exe- 
cution. Our national anthem would begip 
‘God save our German king.’ ” 

But there would be many advantages. 
England would learn a great deal of Ger- 
many’s fine literature. A new standard of 
knowledge would be erected, especially in 
natural science and chemistry. Great im- 
provements would be introduced in sanita- 
tion, town planning, and municipal govern- 
ment. The railways would be much im- 
proved, “so that even our southeastern 
trains might arrive in time.” Peasant pro- 
prietors would be established and the peas- 
ants would be better protected against the 
petty tyranny of landlords. There would be 
no éxpensive fleet or military establishment 
for England to maintain, although it would 
be obliged to contribute to the empire's de- 
fense. 

Germany ‘easily might justify the oecu- 
pation of England by proving that it was 
for the good of the Englishmen—that they 
were better off under German rule than 
they possibly could be under English. 

Germans will not resent this summing up 
of their supposititious tyrannies and bene- 
factions in England. It is not the case of the 
possible German in England. It is a nearly 
exact statement of the actual Englishman 
in India. The English, says Mr. Nevinson, 
would die rather than endure it, but they 
justify it in India as easily as Germany 
might justify it in England 

No material advantages which accrue to 
the subject people can justify it, Mr. Ney- 
inson holds, An empire so built destroys 
the “sacrament of nationality,” destroys 
the “glory that transforms mountain pov- 
erty into splendor,” destroys the nationality 
which is a silent oath, an invisible mark 
“which enters into the soul of each man 
or woman who possesses it,” 


SIMON’S FATAL MISTAKE. 

The deposed president of Hayti may of- 
ten regret, during the coming days of exile, 
his refusal of an offer made him by the 
United States. If he had accepted it he 
could have remained in the presidential 
palace, instead of being driven out of it by 
bayonets before his official term was half 
over. The constitution gives a president 
seven years but an inconstant and impa- 
tient people cannot stand one man so long, 
and not having the recall they resort te a 
revolution to oust him. ¢ 

The offer was that the United States 
should look after the finances of Hayti as 
it does after those of Santo Domingo. That 
would have had the hearty approval of the 
foreign holders of Haytian bonds. With 
the United States supervising the collection 
of Haytian customs revenues the interest on 
the foreign debt would be paid regularly. 
But that supervision would cut short al] cus- 
toms grafting. It would deprive the presi- 
dent of the republic, his family, and retain- 
ers of the perquisites of office. Hence Simon 
declined the offer. | 

It was unfortunate for him that he did 
not see that in Hayti, as in Santo Domingo, 
American supervision of the revenues would 
be a much better guaranty against revoiu- 
tions than arresting generals and other 
prominent citizens suspected of evil de 
signs and having them shot before break- 
fast. The refusal was also unfortunate for 
those Americans who are trying to develop 
the resources of Hayti. Some of them are 
building rgilroa®s and others starting ex- 
tensive cotton plantations. Revolutions 
interfere sadly with these peaceful pur- 
suits and discourage investors. 

There are two or three revolutionary gen- 


erals in the field, each of whom wishes to 


become president. It is not eertain yet who 
among them will carry off the prize. The 
winner, if wise enough to profit by the folly 
of his exiled predecessor, will ask the United 
States to take charge of Haytian finances. 
He would not make so much money out 
of his office, but he would hold it for a 
longer time. 


THE SLUGGER CONVICTIONS. 

The community has reasongto congratu- 
late itself and the state’s attorney’s office 
upon the conviction of four men for “ labor 
slugging.”” These men were found guilty, 
after a vigorous and resourceful defense, of 
assault upon a union steamfitter with in- 
tent to kill. 

The offense was the more sinister that it 
was done deliberately as a part of a policy 
of violence. and intimidation in a contro- 
versy among unjon men. It is because of 
this that union men especially have reason 
to be glad of the prospect of punishment. 
The outrages of these men and men of like

Their daring and their seeming immunity 
were gravely demoralizing. 

The drastic punishment of such offenses 
will put a stop to violence in labor disputes 
in Chicago, and it may be hoped that union-

an end forever of the tactics of brutality 
and labor bosses who approve of them.

» RINCDSS JULIANA of Holland, next 
heir to the throne of the Netherlands, 
and aged about 2, is reported in the ca- 
ble dispatches of last week to have dis- 
played contemptuous indifference, not 

to say worse, for the three superb dolls, 
dressed to the height of Parisian fashion, one 
of them in hobble and another in harem 
skirts, contained in the interior of the large 
and beautiful mechanical swan presented 
to her by President Fallieres, on the occa- 
sion of his recent visit to her mother, Queen 
Wilhelmina, in Amsterdam and at The 
Hague. Indeed, the young princess is stated 
to have flung the president's dols con- 
temptuously aside, and to have manifested 
her pronounced preference for her old and 
battered doll in Dutch costume. 

Whether or not this is likely to affect the 
future relations of France and the Nether- 
lands remains to be seen. For, idolizing 
her littlé daughter as she does, Queen WIl- 
helmina is naturally disposed tc feel kindly 
towards those whe give the chila pleasure, 
and equally strongly prejudiced against those 
who for one reason or another fall to suc- 
ceed jn this particular respect. 

Toys play, in fact,-a notable réle in in- 
ternational relations nowadays, when the 
heirs apparent of so many old world thrones 
are in childhood or in infancy. If the royal 
parent’s heart can be won by pleasure given 
to the little one, half the cause is won; 
whereas if the child is disappointed in the 
presents its pafents are liable to conceive a 
feeling of resentment against the donor.

Much of the hesitation of the Russizn gov- 
ernment to join hands with France in that 
alliance, which still exists, was dispelied by 
the particularly beautiful and costly pres- 
ents brought, first of all by President Faure, 
then by President Loubet, and last by Pres- 
ident Fallieres, to the children of the czar. 
In fact, in 1008 President Fallieres complete- 
ly won the heart of the little czarovitch by 
presenting him on the occasion of his visit 
to Reval with a railroad train valued at 
$2,000, and was immediately dubbed by the 
princelet as “the train man.” 

President Loubet, when he went to Rome, 
took with him no less than five big packing 
cases of toys for the young princesses, Yo- 
lande and Mafalda, the feature of the lot 
being the entire dining room set and kitchen, 
which, though in the nature of a doil's house, 
had nevertheless chairs and benches of a 
sufficient size to seat the at that time small 
princesses. The cupboards of the dining 
room were filled with the necessary table 
linen, all beautifully embroidered with the 
monogram and crown of Princess Yolande. 
The table silver and dishes, also the china, 
were decorated in the same way.

The dining room and kitchen were of the 
Normandy style, and the presiding genius 
thereof was a huge doll, as high as Princess 
Yolande herself, in the full costume of a 
Normandy peasant, with jewelry and gold 
ornaments complete. This doll was seated 
on a toy horse, as if going to market; and 
the market baskets on either side of the 
toy steed were filled with more toys of 
every conceivabie character. 

Thanks to this, the memory of good old 
President Loubet has never yet faded from 
the minds of Princesses Yolande and Mafa/i- 
da, and no matter what may happen in a 
political sense, the party at Rome which is 
in favor of a close understanding between 
Italy and France will giways be able to 
count upon vigorous support, and even cham- 
pionship of their cause, in, the royal school 
rooms and nurseries of the quirinal.

Not long after the accession of the pres- 
ent Emperor of China, the czar dispatched 
@ special embassy to Pekin, headed by his 
general aid-de-camp, Prince Galitzin, 
charged with conveying to the 8 year old | 
monarch a quantity of magnificent toys, the 
star piece of which was a toy railroad with 
sidings, stations, turntables, signa! system, 
etc., complete, and valued at no lem than 
$60,000. Before the end of the year a spe 
cial embassy had left Pekin for St. Peters- 
burg intrusted with the duty of conveying to 
the czar the thanks .of,the young emperor 
of China, for the beautiful toys brought to 
him by Prince Galitzin, and likewise to de- 
liver to the czarovitch, then aged 4, a won- 
derful collection of costly Chinese toys, in- 
cluding two dwarf and marvelously trained 
elephants, for the use.of the future ruler 
of Russia in riding about the palace grounds. 

Inasmuch as the nursery and school room, 
but more especially the nursery, play a far 
greater rOle today than ever before in in- 
ternational intercourse, the rulers of Rus- 
sia, of England, of Italy, Spain, Holland, 
Belgium, and Norway, having all of them 
young children, while the German kaiser, 
like the kings of Sweden, of Denmark, and 
of Greece, is wholly wrapped up in his 
grandchildren, and since the good will of the 
royal youngsters, which’ is’ 60 valuable an 
asset in the game of diplomacy, can best be 
won by means of toys, it follows that a 
thorough understanding of children’s toys, 
as ,well as of nursery customs and 
nursery politics, will henceforth become a 
sine qua non in the training and intellec- 
tual equipment of budding and even blos- 
zoming ambassadors.

Lord Willingdon of Ratton, In Sussex, only 
received his peerage a year ago. As he 
hag just been appointed a lord in waiting 
to King George, on the nomination of Pre- 
mier Asquith, it may be as well to say 
that he is a son-in-law of Earl Brassey, 
and represented the Bodmin division of 
Cornwall in parliament, under the name of 
Freeman Thomas, until his elevation to the 
peerage. Lady Willingdon is the youngest 
daughter -of Lord Brassey, by his first mar- 
riage, and under the name of Marie Bras- 
sey she !s familiar to every American reader 
of her mother’s fascinating and still popu- 
lat book entitled “ The Voyage of the Sun- 
beam,” portraying the life of the authoress 
and of her children on board what is proba- 
bly the most famous steam yacht afloat. 

Lord Willingdon belongs to a family which 
eettled about 120 years ago in Sussex, to 
enjoy a big fortune derived from the great 
estates in Antigua, and also on some other 
islands in the West Indies. In fact, the 
Freeman Thomas family has been ‘estab- 
lished at Ratton hall in Sussex, not far trom 
Eastbourne, since the latter part of the 
eighteenth century. Lord Willingdon's 
father was an Officer of the Rifle brigade 
and his mother a daughter of that first vis- 
count Hampden, so long speaker of the house 
of commons, and who was also twenty-fourth 
Lord Dacre. Lord Willingdon is about 45, 
rich on his own account, and aleo through 
hie marriage, and is a great cricketer, hay- 
ing captained both the Eton and the Cam- 
bridge university elevens. He was A.D. c. 
to his fatherdndaw, Lord Brassey, when 
the latter was governor of Victoria, ana 
served as major of the Sussex yeomanry 
through the South African war.

**I am come that your Joy may be full.’’—Jesus, 


shadow of gloom.

We may have gained something—who shall 
say ?7—but we certainly have lost much. When 
you pluck your lily to pieces, scatterAts odor- 
ous petals on the grbund, and transect with 
a sharp knife its swelling seed-sac, you may 
have added to your knowledge of systematic 
botany, but you have lost your lily; its grace, 
color, fragrance, and fruitfulness—and the 
flower was created for those. 

And we may be sure there was some charm 
of life, some fullmess of deep joy, that played 
like a felt radiance about his eyes and smile, 
that so drew to him the ‘ multitudes,” for 
the common people follow only what smacks 
of life. Most of all does our age lack in the 
realization of his warm humanity. 

He came, he said, that our joy might be 
full. There is the cure of sin. It remained 
for Nietzsche, the declared enemy of our 
faith, to see it most clearly. ‘It is not joy. 
but the lack of joy, that is the mother of 
evil.” 

There never was a mortal sin that did not 
spring from an empty heart. What are all 
blasphemies but brutish, twisted prayers for 
inward peace? What are drunkenness and 
all fleshly naughtiness but the struggling of 
souls to fill themselves at the swine’s trough 
of sensuality? What are crueltiqas and in- 
justice and oppression but the attempt to stay 
the appetite for joy with poison and bitter 
passions? And, taking the whole range of hu- 
man wickedness, murder, envy, hate, lust, 
theft, unkindness, and money-madness, do 
they not seem to be the cries and grimaces 
and wild gestures of starving gods locked out 


bruised hands against the door? 

Whoever, therefore, plants one pure pleas- 
ure in the garden of men, and teaches us how 
to eat thereof and not sicken, has helped to 
stay the open wound of human sin. Weare 
beginning, these last days, to perceive that 
the way to make the world as good as pos- 
sible is to make it as happy as possibile, and 
not as miserable as possible. 

Economists are commencing to understand 
that what makes slums is dark, wretched 
lives; what makes drunkenness and the social 
evil is emptiness. 

Our new gospel is unconsciously the old 
one and the true one. Wearetrying to make 
the people's joy full, to save the people from 
vice and death. So in Jesus’ name we may 
not be bufiding lofty cathedrals, as they did in 
another age, but we are laying out parks, set- 
ting apart playgrounds for children, rearing 
a mighty public school system to shatter 
ignorance, promoting science to woo the 
truth, building hospitals for the sick, and 
asylums for the insane, and blind, and deaf 
and dumb, and feeble binded, transforming 
prison hells into sane reformatories. 

We are extending art and learning and mu- 
sic and the drama and all civilizing pleasures 
more and more toward the common man, es- 
tablishing libraries and making the best lit- 
erature cheap and popular—all in the name of 
the Son of Man, to shunt the vast river of hu- 
man joy that for centuries ran only into the 
pools of the elect, into the broad lowlands of 
The People. 

To this end all philanthropists, labor unions, 
socialist movements, democracies, scientists, 
and schools, work along different roads. 

Law, repression, zunishment, didactie 
warnings, and prohibitions, these do not cure 
crime; they do but “heal the hurt of the 
daughter of my people slightly, crying, Peace, 
peace, when there is no peace.”” Whoever 
will cure us, let him “ come that our joy may 
be full.” >

The owner of the new log mansion has a 
right to look with pride upon the material 
manifestation of his idea. Since it has reached 
the point of occupancy hundreds of peopl 
have visited it. Mr. Albright built the house 


on a lot which slopes gradually down from 2 


road as yet untouched by the paving depart- 
ment. The lot is overgrown with tall sap- 
lings and the low bushes which are a part of 
the north shore genus of underbrush. All 
of this is to be left as nature has planned. 

“ Anything that wishes to spring up here of 
its own accord will be unmolested,"’ says Mr 
Albright. ‘ We will make no attempt at s 
well defined lawn. Ours is a log house in 
the woods. Somehow a log house surrounded 
by a conventional garden does not fit to- 
gether in the picture.” 

Nor was there an attempt to level the earth 
for the building of the house. The cement 
foundation was made a bit deeper at the rear 
to bring the house on a level with the front, 
but there was no changing of the ground line 
The logs for the house are sixty feet in length 
for the most part—none are under forty-eigh+ 
feet. They are of Norway pine and they 
came from Duluth, six carloads of them.

The logs in their rough, natural exterior are 
together, oakum filling all) the 
crevices.

It is a matter of common knowledge that 
at least 5,000,000 women in the United States 
are Wage earners and the fact has been a 
matter of grave concern to those who are 
fearful that the old order of things may be 
irrevocably changed and man’s sphere be- 
come woman's also. 

Of these wage earners perhaps some 2,000,- 
@0 are employed in homes of others to do 
housework. It is presumed, therefore, that 
if 5,000,000 are employed in regular occupe- 
tions, two-fifths of this number in the homes 
of others, that the other women of thenation 
@re engaged in homes of their own. This 
presumption is strengthened by thé assur- 
ance of those who Nke to figure out averages 
that fully four-fifths of the housewives of 
America do their own work. 

Between these two classes, those who du 
their own work and those who do some one 
else’s work, there has been, theoretically at 
least, a chasm both broad and deep. In the 
woman's world there are curious grades of 
honor. It is more honorable to work in one’s 
own home than to work out im the world and 
more honorable to work out in the world than 
to work in some one else’s home, while the 
greatest honor is reversed for those who do 
no work at all. 

It isthe women who work out in the world, 
however, in organized trades and industries 
that are changing the order of things. De- 
spite the fact that women have a separate 
corner of one sheet of the daily papers all to 
themselves, wherein their interests are dis- 
@used and beyond which they are supposed 
to have no desire to go, it is evident that some 
of them have ventured béyoné the proscribed

It ts because the labor of the industrial 
world ig organized, both by the employer 
and the employed, that it is possible to legis- 
late concerning the number of hours that 
each shall work. To organize the house- 
wives into a union to discuss their problems 
is but one step, though an important one. 

The tendency of the age is toward concen- 
tration, specialization, division of labor. The 
home at present is the exact opposite of this, 
for in the home is a multitude of duties, often 
to be performed by one and the same person. 
Each woman cooks @ meal three times a 
day. Each one sweeps and dusts. Each 
mends, and tends to 
her children. Nearly all of them try to sew. 
Some try to trim hats, make dresses; fortu- 
nately Knitting of stockings has gone out of 
fashion. 

If these women should organize there ts 
one reform that they could institute with 
profit. Let six mothers of young children 


carry out the plan of each in turn giving up 


one afternoon in the week to taking care, 
not of one child, but of those of the whole 
six families to the best of her ability. This 
is a suggestion that Charlotte Gilman made 
some years ago, and while the plan seems 
admirable at first thought, imagine the ob- 
jection that each and every mother would be 
likely to raise against the plan! Still, it is 
conceivable that six women, sufficiently ad- 
vanced in social ideas and ideals, might 
carry out the plan intelligently and justly, 
thereby gaining for herself five afternoons a 
week free from interruptions by the baby; 
free to do her other work, or even free to 
take some form of recreation,

Any one who has ever watched a public 


day nursery in operation must admit that 


the children are better behaved, better cared 
for, and really happier than the isolated 
child in the home, or the child who sees only 
his own brothers and sisters. In such a 
place they learn their first social lessons. It 
is a sight worth seeing, onecalculated to 
make even the frivolous pause, to see forty 
babies go to sleep at the same time, to see 
them awake at the same time, and to see 
them cared for by a handful of trained nurses. 
In a public day nursery the incipient domes- 
tic tyrant is quelled and his energy turned 
into healthful channels. He is no longer 


the center of the universe around which the 


planets revolve to do ‘his will, as happens in 
many a family where there is a baby. 
If by any means the legislature of the 


state coukd be induced to pass such a law 


in favor of housewives and endeavor to en- 


force it, the chances are that rebellion woulé 


be the order of the day. The housewives 


themselves, the ones whom the law would 


strive tag protect, in their present undevel- 
oped social sense, would resent the Iinter- 


be reorganized to conform to domestic af- 
fairs, whereas the home Is now feebly or- 
ganized to conform to the needs of the busi- 


ness world,

In the industrial and business world the 
machinery of labor is never hidden and there 
is always the appearcace gf toil while the 
workers are enjoined to be suitably attired 
for their especial task. In the home, on the 
other hand, the machinery is hiéden as much 

as possible. Women strive to “clean up” 
as they go along and in p#¥oportion as a house- 
keeper is able to keep everything in ord¢r, to 
keep the appearance that the work is done, !s 
she counted successful. The successful

The business worlé would have to 


houskeeper artes also to avoid the ap- 
pearance of working hard. The resultis that 
there is a widespread opinion that house- 
work is easy, a gentle form of exercise that 
is a healthful occupation well suited to 
the more delicate physique of women. On!v 
the initiated know that it is in reality a 
strenuous profession; that it means a life 
of toil for some one, that it is a “seven 
days in the week” job, with no vacations 
and but few haif holidays, for which time 
must be made up; a job that draws no regu- 
lar salary and at best affords only the chance 
to pay bills with the money that some one 
else earns, and that to eke out an allow- 
ance process of saving it by economy and 
self-denial is imperative. This is what it 
means t6 the majority of women. 

To those in the more fortunate classes, by 
meaps of inventions and by the organized 
industries, housework has become Wwhat it 
has always professed to be, a gentle occu- 
pation, while the profession of housewifery, 
with the aid of servants, has become too 
emasculated to absorb the attention of a full 
grown adult. Hence our idle and semi-icle 
and our leisure class made up of “ protect- 
ed women.” 

> 

What a boon it would be, though, could 

our legislature really legislate for the home 


toilers of the less fortunate classes. It is_ 


beyond the power of legislatures, however. 
Even more than the potential mothers in 
industry, should the real mothers of domes- 
ticity be conserved for the sake of the wel- 
fare of the race. Whether or not the legis- 
lature could éo this in the present state of 
society is extremely doubtful, for the reform 
contemplated is far more a matter of social 
development than of legal procedure. Where 
the time clock is punched and the industry Is 
organized, there the legislature can have 
jurisdiction over the workers. A ten hour 
law for housewltves would take an army of 
inspectors to enforce ang could scarcely be 
enforced unless the workers themselves were 
in sympathy with the law. +. 

To organize a league or a union is a most 
important step. The next would be self- 
education in social ideals and a sincere ef- 
fort to organize housework tpon a business 
pasis. ‘The most important thing, though, 
is for women to be awakenel to the fact 
that they are a part of the state and that 
laws and statutes vitally concern them; yet 
it must be realized that only the most tyran- 
nical government could, at the present stage 
of development, enforce a ten hour law for 
women in the homes, except in the case of 
hired servants. It is coming, though, so is 
the eight hour day, and we will welcome it 
when it comes.

Russian Symphony Orchestra of New Yor 
To Make Its First Chicago Bow at Ravi 


By Glenn Dillard Gunn 


Music lovers of Chicago are to nave an 
opportunity to become acquainted with an- 
other orchestra this week, and, if the artistic 
traditions of the city are to be supported, 
they will welcome the visitors from New 
York warmly when they begin their engage- 
ment at Ravinia park Monday evening. 
Chicago has gained a reputation for cordial- 
ity toward visiting orchestras that is fast 
making the city a Mecca for the representa- 
tive organizations of thecountry. Famed for 
our generous support of our own orchestra, 
we have likewise become known for the in- 
terest which we take in the musical life of 
cther communities. 

The Russian Symphony orchestra, Modest 
Altschuler, conductor, is representative of 
American artistic aspirations only in the 
motives that led to its organization. About 
ten years ago certain philanthropically in- 
clined people engaged Mr. Altschuler as the 
conductor of an amateur orchestra which 
rehearsed and played in Cooper union and 
recruited its members from the populous dis- 
tricts of New ‘York City immediately adja- 
cent. Most of its members were, it !s believed, 
Russian Jews, and they supported the under- 
taking with enthusiasm. Thanks tothe tal- 
ents of this unusually musical race, the con- 
certs of the orhcestra soon began to at- 
tract attention. These people, oppressed in 
their native land, welcomed the opportunity 
to assert themselves in their new home. 

They were fortunate in their conductor, it 
seems, for Mr. Altschuler had proved his 
talents both in America and in Russia. In 
any event, musical New York came to think 
that to hear Russian music adequately inter- 
preted one must attend the concerts of the 
Russian Symphony orchestra. The interest 
of the public soon obliged a change in the 
membership of the orchestra. Amateurs 
were replaced by professionals as works of 
greater importance were added to the pro- 
grams. How many of the young enthusiasts 
in whose behalf it was organized were able 
to qualify under the more exacting stand- 
ards is not known, but it is presumed that the, 
body of the orchestra is still representatively 
Russian.

Supported by Russians. 

The orchestra was and still is supported 
by the organization known as the Russian 
Symphony society, which has among its 
members many well-to-do people of New 
York. The Russian ambassador has acted 
as its president, and the local consul has 
been active in its affairs. Society has given 
its dollars, but the real force of the under- 
taking has been racial enthusiasm respond- 
ing to the message of an art filled with na- 
tional spirit. 

Altschuler is a contemporary of the leaders 
of Russian music. Rachmaninoff, Koresh- 
chenko, Josef Levin, and Petchnikoff had 
been his fellow students at the conservatory 
in Moscow. Taneyeff, Arenski, and Kashkin 
were among his teachers. He founded the 
Historical Concert trio of Moscow, still a 
representative ensemble organization of Rus- 
sia. He was chosen to play at Tschaikow- 
sky’s funeral as one of a string quartet and 
was later decorated for hig services on this 
occasion. 

It followed as a natural consequence thata 
man so intimately connected with the Rus- 
sian music should have become its accredited 
representative in America when he was 
placed at the head of an orchestra. Russian 
composers sent him their manuscripts and

Many Comedians 


Trained in Burlesque. 


In the old days of biglesque a manager of 
a company when preparing for an approach- 
ing season purchased the scenery and cos- 
tumes of some musical comedy that had 
bad a short and unsuccessful life. Then he 
engaged some one to write some kind of a 
book that would fit .the scenery, grabbed 
Ynusic here and there, jammed an olio be- 
twéeen the first and second act—and the 
burlesque production was complete. 

Nowadays the scenery and costumes for 
a burlesque show must be new, although in 
some instances in all the other respects the 
old time methods prevail. For example, the 
principals create almost all of the lines of 
the show. It is probable that not one bur- 
lesque company in four haga ‘* book " or ever 
did have a maenuscript of the lines in the 
performance. 

* Many persons would be surprised,” ex- 
plains Manager Wood of the Columbia thea- 
ter, “‘to know how many of the best come- 
diane in musical comedy and such shows as 
‘The Follies’ have received their first ex- 
perience in burlesque. Last year six per- 
formers were secured for attractions out- 
gide of burlesque from the companies which 
play the theaters in our circuit. The per- 
formers practically write the show them- 
selves. They do not actually write the lines 
with pen and ink, but they invent them and 
work up their own situations As @ conse- 
quence a burlesque rehearsal is often almost 
as amusing as the show. 

“ tndoubtedly the reason that burlesque 
has developed so many successful comedians 
is because the performer is given this chance 
to show what he can do. With most the- 
atrical entertainments the player is givena 
part, and that is all there istoit. He may 
do it well, and he may not do it well. But 
in burlesque he is allowed to adapt his part 
to himself and to inject into itany originality 


he miay have.’

his orthestra soon had a longer list of Rus- 
sian novelties to its credit than any similar 
organization in this country. During the 
last five or six years every important Rus- 
slan novelty has been first heard in the con- 
certs of this orchestra. Russian violinists 
and pianists touring America also found 
them the most congenial environment in 
which to make their debuts. 

Thus the fame of the orchestra grew and 
invitations to appear in other cities began te 
increase in such numbers that during the last 
few seasons long tours have been under- 
taken. Further, the activity of this orches 
tra has given an impetus to all our artistic 
relations with Russia. The welcome inva- 
sion of the dancers and the frequently less 
important visits of various soloists have all 
profited by the emphasis given te Russian 
art in these concerts. 

o> 

Of course the repertory of the orchestra 
is not limited to Russian music. Presumably 
it imcludes everything, and we note that the 
programs for Ravinia represent the music 
of all nations. Interest will nevertheless cen- 
ter in the performance of Tschaikowsky’'s 
“ Pathetique’"’ symphony Friday evening. 
Mr. Altschuler’s close friendship with the 
composer entitles him to regard himself as 
an authoritative interpreter of the work, and 
the verdict of the New York public would 
seem to have given him adequate confirma- 
tion in this opinion. 

It is not strange that the great public 
should like Russan music, however it may 
be regarded by the musician. It is music 
drawn straight from the heart of the people. 
That it is frequently crude in its artistic 
qualities does not make its appeal less potent 
to those who lack the technical training nec- 
essary to appreciate those deficiencies tn 
workmanship that result in slighting the 
values of balance and prooprtion. Again, it 
emphasizes just those phases of emotion 
that the public has been taught to believe 
are the particular province of music—name- 
ly: pathos and exaggerated sentiment. 
Therefore its immediate popularity is as- 
sured.

route: 

Going out to Oak Park, the motorist turfs 
right on Austin avenue to Lake street, then 
left, following the trolley through Oak Park 
and River Forest into Maywood; here he 
turns left with the trolley on Elghth avenue, 
crosees the Northwestern tracks, and imme- 
diately turns right on St. Charies road, which 
he follows with main travel] through the 
southern edge of Elmhurst, seventeen miles. 
Caution should be used on both the railroad 
crossings just before reaching Lombard, 
which ts 21.2 miles. Keeping straight through 
Lombard, the motorist bears left at the edge 
of town, leaving the direct route to Geneva. 
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New Road Leads from Glen Ellyn. 

A part of the road from here to Glen Ellyn 
is new thie year and is not only more direct 
but ° along the north side of the Northwest- 
ern tracks, thereby avoiding two dangerous 
crossings which had to be encountered on 
the old road. From Glen Ellyn the route Is 
direct along the tracks, with one or two 
turns after entering Wheaton and riding to 
the station, about twenty-six miles from 
the city. Here, turning south on the direct 
road to Naperville, the motorist meets the 
main traveled road from Aurora to Chicago 
at the watering trough, just after going 
through the center of the town, with a mile- 
age of 34.5. He turns square left here, and 
the road fe direct, with the main travel 
through Downers Grove, forty-two miles, 
into Hinsdale, 46.4 miles. 

Going one block beyond, where the station 
can be seen to the left, a turn is made upa 
slight grade curving left out of town, with 
the main travel and downgrade into Fullers- 
burg. This is a small settlement with an-old 
grocery on the northeast corner. 

Keeping straight ahead through Fullers- 
burg, the road winds to the right and left 
around an old mill. Then it goes two miles 
north to the right hand road, where a turn 
right on a rather narrow but good stone 
read, which should be followed straight 
through Proviso, 51.1 miles, jogging left and 
right with the main travel at 52.2 miles direct 
to the four corners at 55.2 miles, which is 
just after crossing a railroad and fron 
bridge.

Science ha® improved everything connected 
with the marketing of milk and thewmaking 
ef butter, but has robbed this department of 
farming of much of its picturesqueness. 
When. however, science and mechemica! in- 
vention come up agairst an original arrange- 
ment and) a provision of nature they are apt 
to run on to snags, and when the cows in Ar- 
thur Meeker’s dairy struck against the uge of 
the mechanical milkers. The strike wag mild 
and bovine, but effective, and they are now 
milked in the old and primitive way. i 

Dairy farming is the favorite form of bu- 
colic enterprise with city bred farmers in 
this part of the country, and very profitable 
#t seems to be, according to the returns from 
guch establishments as Mr. Meeker’s Arcady 
farm, Granger Farwell’s Knollwood farm, 
‘and George Higginson’s Meadow farm. 

The latter is a Winnetka institution. 
Meadow farm lies half a mile west of the 
Northwestern's tracks and comprises,sixty 
ecres of beautifully fertile land, including 
jush fields redeemed from the swampy Sko- 
bie. The dairy is not run on so large a scale 
ew the others mentioned, but is nevertheless 
very complete and perfect.

Vernon McKinney unquestionably is the 
best of the green pacers named in the big 
purses, and, even if his stable mate, Joe 
Patchen I., had not met with an accident 
which put him out of commission for the bal- 
ance of the season, it is doubtful if he would 
have been able to show more speed than the 
gon of McKinney already has displayed, 
and when it comes to class I have to rate 
him ag high as any gteen pacer of recent 
years, unlese one excepte Minor Heir, which 
was a whale for both lick and stamina. 
_ The McKinney pacer is a ’tautifully gaited 
fellow, and at the end of miles weere he was 
“beating 2:04 and making hie ws pece all 
the way he was as little distredBei as any 
sidewheel nag I ever saw that could go that 
eort of a clip. He twice beat 2:04 at Grand 
Rapids, and at Detroit went one of his miles 
better than ‘the fgure named, yet he always 
Was easy at the end. 
Remedy Jump of Horse. 

The tendency to jump, which he displayed 
in his starts at both Kalamazoo and Grand 
Rapids, was the one fault that could be 
charged against the horse, and after it was 
found he had been brushing his arms and 
the proper: boot was applied he seemed no 
longer to be in trouble of that sort. It is 
true he left his feet the first heat of the De- 
troit race, but a pretty good judge in such 
matters, who observed the horse closely, 
said that if he had been given his head that 
mile and allowed to sail along in front he 
would have stayed on the pace all the way. 
‘It certainly is true that in the succeeding 
three heats he took the track at the word 
and won as he liked in fast time. 

Ever since the days of the pacer Coney, 
the first of the McKinney tribe to show in 
the top division of harness horses, the Jjump- 
ing tendency has been prominent in their 
makeup, and even Sweet Marie, which trot- 
ted in 2:02 and was a grand racehorse, was 
mot free from the trick, although to her 
credit be it said she made the high dive only 
now end then and was as “handy” in re- 
covering from it as Goldsmith Maid used to 
be when she was queen of the turf. 


Tells Story of McKinney. 

The breeder of Vernon MeKinney, a Dr. 
Thompson of California, was at Detroit to 
see the horse race, and told me the history 
of the now famous nag. Guy McKinney, his 
sire, is a son of McKinney and a Guy Wilkes 
mare, which combination is a good oné, unit- 
ing as it does two of the best Wilkes strains— 
Alcyone and Guy Wilkes. Guy McKinney is 
a big, good looking black stallion of such 
amiable disposition that his owner’s children 
drive him on the streets of the far west 
town where he is éwned: The dam of Ver- 
non McKinney is a daughter of Mount Ver- 
non, son of Nutwood, and never was es- 
teemed of any particular value until her 
now famous son begah to show speed at the 
pace. Vernon McKinney himself, first han- 
died as a 2 year old (he now is 6) dia not 
show much of a gait at the trot, he being 
bred for that gait, and so as a & year old a 
eet of hopples was used to convert him to 
the pace. ; 

It was not, however, until the following 
season the horse looked like the making of a 
pacer, and then he seemed likely to be only 
@ fair one at the best. Finally he was up to 
a mile in 2:20, and from that point, es his 
breeder expressed it, “he just dropped.” 
Last season, as a & year old, he could step 
right well, and in the winter, when the Mc- 
Kenzie horses went to California, their 
trainer, Havis James, heard of the green 
pacer and took a look at him. 


Horse Goes Mile in 2:0434. 
There have been numerous stories told as 
' to how fast a mile Vernon McKinney showed 
previous to his sale, but the facts are that 
he stepped a heat in 2:04%. When James 
came up to take the stallion after deciding 
-on buying him for $7,000, the pacer was lame’ 
from a wrench, but that soon disappeared, 
and he ise now sound agadollar. There are 
three sisters and brothers to him in Cali- 
Yornila, @ suckling, a yearling, and a 2 year 
old. 
The defeat of Dudie Archdale at Detroit 
by Soprano was a big surprise, not only to 
the public, which had come to regard the 
black mare as unbeatable, but likewise to a 


considerable number of horsemen, who had - 


seen her start three times this year without 
losing a heat, and noted that on each occa- 
sion she seemed able to sprint away from 
her opponents at will. 

But a look at the 1910 Year Book will show 
that any time the other horses in her races 
were up to @ mile In 3:06 Dudie did not win. 
Her best mark was 2:06, while that of So- 
prano was @ second slower, but it should 
have been borne in mind by the ple who 
were going around previous to lAst Monday 
telling that Dudie ceuld trot in 2:08 any 
‘thme Mr. Geers wanted her to that in So- 
prano she was meeting one of the best trot- 
‘ters of her speed that ever has been seen 
or ever will be, for she is strictly game, 
can get away well, finisb well, and never 
wants to make #@break. 


| Nag Gives Good Impression. 
In the nistoric Kentucky futurity of 1900 
won by Baroness Virginia, Soprano trotted 
a truly wonderful race, and although she 
was outclassed in speed by some of the other 
starters she impressed every spectator of 
the contest by her gameness and honest work 
im every heat Moreover she is a strik- 
ingly beautiful mare, and it would be dif- 
cult to find, or even imagine, a more per- 
fect type of the American trotter than the 
@aughter of the dead Bellini and an Elyria 
mare.

said last winter when he offered to make a 
sweepstakes and lét in a nimber of trotters 
that, on paper, looked to have Soprano beaten 
all the-way. Chief of them was Joan, 4 year 
old champion, with a record of 2:04% made 
last fall.

Three Year Old Trot Feature. 

The $11,000 stake for 8 year old trotters was 
the one real star attraction of the Detroit 
meeting, and naturally so, since the horses 
engaged in what heretofore have been the 
chief events of the week’s card, the M. and 
M. and the C. of C., had been racing against 
each othér and against other trotters and 
pacers of class for three weeks before they 
were scheduled to meet at Detroit, and their 
relative speed had become so well known 
that the keen interest attaching in the past to 
the big trot and the pace was wholly absent. 

But in the case of the 8 year old trotters all 
the glamor of a first meeting between half a 
dozen nags known to be of topnotch grade for 
their age was present. It drew the people 
from far and néar to see the race, and it made 
speculation on the event heavier than over 
any other harness contest of the year thus 
far. 

It was a true race In every way, and the re- 
sult not only emphasizes the position of Miss 
Stokes as the best colt trotter ever produced— 
especially when one considers perfo ces 
at 1, 2, and 8 years—but it adds to the already 
fine reputation of the Peter the Great family 
as the producer of #arly speed that is allied 
with perfect manners and undying game- 


ness. = « | 
Colts in Two Year Old Trial, 

The only meeting of Miss Stokes and Jus- 
tice Brooke (the rea] favorite In the Detroit 
stake), when they were 2 year olds in 1910, 
was in some respects unsatisfactory, as, 
while the filly won handily and took a reo- 
ord of 2:00%, the colt was far from being 
at his best that day, as shown 4 little later 
when he won the junior division of the Ken: 
tucky Futurity in 2:00%, Miss Stokes not 
starting. 

It then was predicted by some that when 
the pair came together in their 8 year old 
form Justice Brooke would, if fit, reverse 
the verdict, and to say this of a colt of his 
proved merit was not to indulge in boasting, 
albeit the filly had by the real test—that of 
racing for the big money—demonstrated her ‘ 
claims to greatness. . 

The Detroit race, had it been made to order, 
could not have been a better opportunity to 
gettie the question between the pair of famous 
colt trotte¥s. The track; while not particu- 
larly fast, was in excellent condition, and 
as Justice Brooke drew the pole and the filly 
secureg second position, it was an even 
break,” with the advantage, if any, on the 
side of Justice Brooke. 

He retained the inside place all the way 
in the first mile of the three that const!- 
uted the race, and, although the struggle be- 
tween him and Miss Stokes was confined en- 
tirely to the last half of the journey, he did 
enough right there to stamp himself one of 
the best 8 year old trotting stallions ever 
seen, covering the distance in 1:02 and trot- 
ting the homestretch quarter in :30%4, a 2:02 
rate. More thea this, he beat Miss Stokes 
father easily than otherwise in tHe final 
fifty yards, and so pronounced did his su- 
periority seem that before the second heat 
the odds against him for that mile were only 
2 to 10. 

Miss Stokes in the 2:08% firet heat with its 
dizzy pace from the half mile pole to the 
wire had been a contender every foot of the 
road, and as she at all times had a position 
outside of Justice Brooke her mile neces- 
sarily was a good bit longer than his, so that 
she was entitled to the same credit as the 
stallion in spite of the fact that right-at 
the finish he seemed much the better. 

In the second héat she showed the un- 
flinching courage which is characteristic of 
her family and which her sire possessed in 
a marked degree, by making the pace all 
the way and setting the clip much faster 
for the firet half mile than it had been in 
the tmitial heat. She and Mainleaf were 
at the half mile pole in 1:08%, while Im the

GIVES SCIENCE A CHANCE. 


Priviledged Few Will Not Enjoy All 
the Milling as Heretofore.

New York, Aug. 5.—[Special.]—Gov. Dix 
signed the Frawley boxing bill on schedule 
time, and bouts limited to ten rounds before 
jong will be legal in the Empire state. Since 
the repeal of the Horton lew ten years ago 
under which many sotable encounters wee 
held, promoters of sparring matches have 
been forced to resort to various subterfugss, 
but with the handicap the sport retained iis 
hold on the affections of the public. 

When the new law goes into effect there no 
doubt will be a healthy increase in the hum 
ber of patrons of thesport inthiscity. Under 
the club membership plan professional box- 
ing has prospered, but of necessity the sys- 
tem favored the privileged. Under the new 
conditions anybody may see bouta 

Sports and even promoters seem to be ata 
loss as to when the Frawley law becomes 
operative. Iam under the impression that 
next January is the time. However, there 
will be no objection to the continuation of 
boute under the present system. Certain 
legal experts contend that the newly ap- 
pointed estate athletic commission wil] have 
no jurisdiction over the clubs that hold con- 
tests for the entertainment of members ex- 
chusively without charging admission fees 
at the doors, the present method of getting 
around legal barriers. 


; Clubs Meet Conditions. 

Nearly all the clubs operating under the 
corporation membership statute have applied 
for licenses to conduct public boxing exhibi- 
thong and have complied with the necessary 
steps to meet the provisions of the law, such 
as the filing of a $10,000 bond, securing a one 
year’s lease on the building, eto. Many others 
are preparing to branch forth as promoters. 
The reported fabulous profits of the game

agerial end of professional] boxing. 

The governor evidently did not allow any- 
body to ‘“‘tout’’ him in selecting the members 
of the state commission.

Electricity in the Stables. 


“In the cow barne and horse stables the 
electric bulb attached to wires in gaspipe 
housings not only will give the safety light 
for winter mornings and evenings but already 
the vacuum cleaner has made ita appearance, 
adapted to the easiest and most thorough 
currying and cleaning of the coats of cows 
and horses. 

Instead of the long and leborious process 
of ice cutting from ponds the electric current 
will operate the refrigerating room's ammo- 
nia fluide, with automatic stoppage of the 
motor when the required degree of col ts 
reached. The power may be directed to the 
farm workshops, where lathes and grind- 
stones and emery wheels may be run for the 
farm's “ jack-of-all-trades,” saving not only 
the changes of the village blacksmith in huo- 


dreds of troubles but saving the time of 
driving to and from the town. 

In some of the northern fruit growing sec- 
tione the electric warning signal is set for 
arousing the whole farm population any time 
in the night when the “ danger’ tempera- 
ture is reached out of doors. This means at 
the present time that every available worker 
turn out and kindfe fires in the smudge pots 
that are set in the orchards, prepared for the 
torches that shall wipe out the dangers of 
frost. But ae electricity is light, power and 
heat, all in one, may not the present «emudge 
pots become electrical heaters, automatically 
turned on?

How About the Electrical Farm? It Would Lighten Many Tasks. 


demands are satisfied, the generating plant 
must shut down. 

For eight months in the year in northern 
cities the “peak” loads for generat- 
ing stations are greatest at morning and 
evening. Lights everywhere in homes and 
shops and factories are at greatest flood. In 
the operation of the electric railroad’s service, 
the “‘rush hours” of morning and evening 
crowd the generating plants to their capacity. 
For hours {n daylight amd for hours between 
11 o’clock at night and perhaps 6 o'clock in 
the morning, azingle power units in a vast 
station are sufficient for the demande for 
current. 

A factor almost as great In the cost of elec- 
tric power, too, is the vast machinery for 
the collection of power and light bDilis. 
Armies of accountants, bookkeepers, and col- 
lectors, together with the postage and sta- 
tionery required for presenting bills and re- 
ceipting them twelve times a year, pile upan 
immense overhead @harge upon the cost of 
the current. Certain percem ages of lose, too, 
must be charged against the book profits of 
the companies. 

Today there is not a practical electrical en- 
gineer who does not look upon the present 
state of electrical service as in its infancy. 
We have theelectricalcity. How long before 
the electrical farm?

the discovery or development of edible and 
Butritious substances once regarded as 
waste, so fer as human nutriment was in 
point. Just as concrete hes come when the 
great gift of forests is almost exhausted, 
so it has long been borne in upon man that 
the impovershing of the worldfs wheat acre- 
age does not of itself mean disaster.

value is that since its organization, Sept. 1, 
1908, nearly $600,000 has been paid in benefits 
of all kinds 

The object of this association is to provide 
its members with an income when sick or dis- 
abled by accident, and to pay a definite sum 
in case of death to their families. It is gov- 
erned by a board of trustees numbering thirty 
members, half chosen by the men and half 
appointed by the company. The company 
agrees to contribute each year $25,000 to the 
fund if the membership in the association 
Guring the year has equaled 50 per cent of 
the average total number of employés in the 
company’s manufacturing plants and if the 
membership equels 75 per cent the company 
agrees to double the amount of its contribu- 
tion. The membership ts now over 85 per 
cent of the above total and the company’s 
annual contribution, therefore, $50,000. 

The company further agreés to pay 4 per 
cent semi-annual interest on average bal- 
ances, and guarantees the safety of the fund. 

Since May 1, 1910, the memberehip in this 
association has been divided inte two classes, 
A and B. 


What Association Offers. 

Class A includes all members not entitled 
to benefits paid by the industrial accident de- 
partment. Class B includes all members who 
are, or may become, entitléd to benefits from 
the industrial accident™@epartment. 

4 employés in service on or before the 
date of fund’s formation, Sept. 20, 1908, are 
eligidle without medical examination and re- 
gardiess of age. Should service, however, 
have commenced after thie date, a medica] 
examination is and has been required and the 
age limit is 4 years. Death benefits for em- 
ployés over 45, who pass #@s&tisfactory med- 
ical examination, are limited to $100. Em- 
ployés’ contributions in..class A are 1% per 
cent of their wages. Class B, 1% per cent. 
Clase B employés in addition contribute from 
6 cents. to 10 cents a month te the industrial 
accident department.

ges (computed on the wage received during 
the sixty daye preceding sickness), peid for 
@ period not exceeding fifty-two weeks; tha 
first week of sickness no benefit.

one year’s average wages.

Total or irrecoverable logs of two eyes, twe 
years’ average wages. 

No member can receive disability benefits 
and a pension or benefits for sickness and 
accident at the same time. 

Death benefits—Death due to sickness, one 
year’s average wages. 

Death due to eccident solely, two years’ 
average wages. 

All above benefits paid to Class A for acci- 
dent or déath due to an accident while on or 
off duty, but to Class B only while off duty. 


Loss of Eyes $2.000. 

Accidents to Class B while on duty are pro- 
vided for by the industrial accident depart- 
ment as follows: The company without any 
contribution fror emp oyés pays the follow- 
ing benefits: Death occurring within sixteen 
weeks fromm date of injury, three years’ avér- 
age wages, not less than §1,500, nor more 
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than $4,000. If death rs between the stx- 
teenth week rom date of injury! and 
the fifty-second week, two years’ average 
wages, not more than §8,000, lese all dis- 
ability benefits paid. Yf no relatives, rea- 
sonable hospital and medical services and 
not more than $100 burial expenses, 

Special benefits: ‘Loss of hand or foot 
above wrist or ankle, one and one-half years’ 
wages, not less than §500 nor more than 
$2,000. 

Loss of both hands or both feet or one 
hand and one foot, four years’ average wages, 
not lees than $2,000. 

Loss of one eye, three-quartere of average 
yearly wages. 

Loss of both eyes, four yeare’ average 
wages, not less than $2,000. 

No special ,benefits paid on basis of over 
$2,000 annual wage, nor unless loss of foot, 
hand, or eye occurs within twelve months 
from date of injury. 

Disability, one-quarter of average dally 
pay for the first thirty days, and an equa! 
amount added if the employé is a contributor 
to the fund as follows: Employés earning 
$50 or) less per month, 6 cents per month. 

Employés earning more than $50 and not 
over $100 per month, 8 cents per month. 

Employés earning over $100 per month, 10 
cents per month. 

After the first thirty days, one-half pay. for 
not more than 104 weeks; in no case to ex- 
ceed $20 per week. After 104 weeks (for as 
long as the disability lasts) a pension of 
8 per cent of the death benefit, which would 
have been paid if the accident had caused 
death. This pension in no case to be less 
than $10 per month. 

The acceptance of benefits releases all 
claim against the company for damages, and 
these benefits are not paid until such writ- 
ten release is in the hands of the company, 

The commencement of litigation by em- 
ployé, or his representatives in case of death, 
shall be a bar to the recovery of these ben- 
efiis and in case legal action is so com- 


menced the company will return all con- 
tributions made by the employé, and ro 
more. 


Employes Share in Profits. 

Profit-sharing plan: The profit sharing plen 
of the company is divided under two heads. 
Under the first, the employés in any depart- 
ment are entitled to share in the annyal prof- 
its of the company, provided they have shown 
marked ability during the year. The amount 
of cash so distributed annually among em- 
ployés is based, in the sales department, on 
the increase of sales and the reduction in 
sel'ing expense; im the works, on the in- 
creased production and decreased cost. 

Itnder the second head the plan enables 
the employé to purchase stock in the com- 
pany on the installment plan, 5 per cent in- 


terest being charged on deferred payments.“ 


He ig not allowed to pay over 25 per cent 
of his annual wage in any one year for such 
purpose, and the amount of stock he can pur- 
chose is limited to the amount of his annual 
galary. The employé is not only credited with 
the 7 per cent dividends due on any preferred 
stock which he may hold, and the dividends 
whicb the common stock in his possession 
may earn, but, in addition, is given a bonus 
of $4 on each share of preferred stock and 
$3 on each share of common each year 
for five years, and at the end of five years 
receives his proportionate share of a fund 
made up of these $4 and $3 bonuses on 
stock issued to employés who have left during 
these first five years or have discontinued 
their installment payments, as the company 
continues each year to pay these $4 and §32 
bonuses on such forfeited or discontinued 
purchases into the above fund. 

The above plan is one of the most extensive 
in its scope of any now in operation, and the 
company has been severely criticised by other 
companies for making it so liberal. , The cost 
to the company is, and will be, very large, but 
it ie a purely business proposition on their 
part, and so far they bave had mo reason to 
regret its installation. 

The business is growing, the saving tn. the 
cost of manufacture is. tncreased, and the 
profit to the stockholders is greater. The 
employés are partners, and endeavor in every 
way to improve their several departments. 
Real live codperation and increased effi- 
ciency is the result, so after all ‘‘ The proof 
of the pudding is in the eating.”

You for peach and pear orchards; your 
neighbor for pecan groves and grape vine- 
yards, but my dream is of alfalfa—King of 
the Forage Crops. 

Alfalfa is, to me, the most beautiful and 
eubstantial crop afield. It really means 
independence when once it gets a good 
start in your field. Frosts and pests, scar- 
city of harvest hands, droughts and floods, 
after it gains a hol, have less effect on 
alfalfa than any other farm crop. 

The city man farm hunting—and there are 
hundrede of thousands of them now—is a 
child on the land. He cannot become pro- 
ficient through correspondence schools on 
farming. This *“ back to the land’ move- 
ment lacks the great essential of training 
{ts recruits ahead. You must gain farm- 
ing by experience practically.

Alfalfa the ** Best Bet.” 

Hence, to me, a man seeking a future 
dependence on land, alfalfa blossoms forth 
every future independence. I have read 
alfaifa books and interviewed alfalfa grow- 
ers since alfalfa was new, ten years ago, 
in southerh Kansas. Coburn, the Kansas 
secretary of agriculture, had been preach- 
ing it in the papers for several years, but 
the Kansas farmer was wary. Corn and 
wheat were good enough for him. 

One man in Kaneas had faith in the sandy 
soil and the shallow water and in the Co- 
burn teachings, and he planted hundreds of 
acres—that was Sam Forsha, a big rancher 
near Hutchinson. Forsha showed me his 
ranch then—the second or third year after 
planting. He was then taking the third 
cutting which netted him twice the income 
of wheat fields. 

“ Alfalfa is the crop of the future. It 
is a gold mine for the stockman as well as 
the farmer,” 4 Forsha. The  profite 
cleared by Forsha on his Kansas ranch 
started alfalfa growing in the Sun flower 
state. 

Alfalfa is grase—it blooms and leafs like 
red clover. It produces three to seven cut- 
tings every year, and it lives from five to 
fifteen years without renewal. At three 
years alfalfa spreads over the ground so 
thick there is room for little else. At four 
years its roots have found a water level, 
no matter how deep. 

Alfalfa first attracted my attention because 
a man who owned a 320 acre field of {t made 
so much money he went away every win- 
ter, sailing in southern seas, to get rid of 
his surplus dollars.

Good Crop for City Man. 

Down in the Pecos valley they call alfalfa 
the wonder crop. Although this feed de 
luxe has been grown in America for a 
century or two, it is yet almost unknown. 
But in the Irrigated districts of the west 
alfalfa is rapidly coming to be the favored 
crop, especially of the city man who takes 
up farm life. 

No exact report on the acreage has been 
tabulated [as it comes under grasses], but 
lees than 500,000 acres of alfalfa are now 
being grown in America. in some states 
it is unheard of entirely. 

Alfalfa demands sandy soil, a porous sub- 
soil, dry atmosphere, cool nights, and plenty 
of sunshine. These conditions are best 
found in a semi-arid district, where moisture 
comes frem irrigation ditches or artesian 
wells.

Just imagine this to be true: A man at 
Fort Stockton, Texas, sold from his forty 
acre field of alfalfa this year 280 tons, for 
which he received $22 per ton, or $6,160 
gross. This is at the rate of $154 per acre. 
Ninety per cent of this income was net, as 
he sold his alfalfa in the field. This seems 
hard to believe, but it is a fact. 


It's Not Universal Crop. 

Because of its requirethents of soll, water, 
and climate, alfalfa will never be generally 
grown in America or elsewhere. Hence, 
as a limited product, alfalfa wit always 
maintain a good price, and alfalfa Produce 
ing land is certain to command good values. 
~Alfaifa is a fai producer par excellence 
for man or beast. Men and women feed 
on alfalfa. Ancient Biblical history tells 
of King Nebuchadnezzar feeding on alfalfa 
when he was driven into the fields supposed- 
ly to starve. More recent writings divulge 
that certain Turkish rulers of both low and 
high degree fattened and polished their 
harems on alfalfa meal. Alfalfa’ contains 
digestible protein greater than red clover, 
wheat, bran, oats, or white clover. Meal, 
oil, and powders have been made from the 
green alfalfa stalk. 

Alfalfa can be served a» hor cakes for 
the breakfast table. A complexion tablet 
for the beauty seeker and a sure aid to the 
thin. It can be made useful in every home 
for the man as well as his live stock. 

And live stock find alfalfa their greatest 
benefactor. In irrigated sections, where 
alfalfa grows, it is used largely in fatten- 
ing hogs and putting the finishing touchee 
on cattle going to the butcher. The meat 
of an alfalfa fattened &himal is more tender 
and sweet than if corn fed.

SlenderjStalks the Best. 

All animals love alfalfa. The sheep can 
hardiy be driven away from an alfalfa 
patch. Dogs and chickens nip it dry or 
Running sheep on any pasture ts 
hard on it, s0 the sheep’are seldom afforded 
the great pleasure, but alfa!fa growers find 
it assists their fields to pasture hogs on 


the alfalfa in winter. Hogs try to root it 
out and in so doing tear up the stalks. It 
ig impossible for them to dig up the roots 
as these ge down eight to fifteen feet. The 
stalks are broken and four to five come 
up in the spring where only one grew before. 
affect it. 

Alfalfa grows in bunches and spreads. It 
never forms a solid mags like blue grass. 
Good alfalfa fermers run a disk over their 
fields after every cutting to divide and in- 
crease the number of stalks. Furthermore, 
large stalks of alfalfa cannot be sold as 
readily ag the slender stalks. Stock will 
not feed on the heavy stalks as readily. 

There is no correct record of the intro@uc- 
tion of alfalfa into America, but it originally 
came from Persia. ‘The first record of its 
growth in the United States isin New York 
etate in 1708. In 56 A. D. books were written 
telling how to grow it. Alfalfa even in ancient 
times grew better by irrigation. But its 
gSreatest friend and advocate in America is 
¥F. D. Coburn, the secretary of the Kansas 
board of agriculture, who planted it on the 
sundy soll of southwestern Kansas. 

There is a stretch of subirrigated jand in 
Reno and surrounding counties. At a depth 
of a few feet moist soil ie found and down a 
little further a gravel bed containing water.

Coburn preachedand the alfalfa made good. 
Its acreage spread unti] now Kansas is 
known as the greatest.alfalfastate. I doubt, 
however, if Kansas coptains as many acres 
of undeveloped alfalfa land as Idaho, Wyom- 
ing, Texas. or New Mexico, but in the other 
states alfalfa has just grown, and no one has 
paid much attention or urged its develop- 
ment. 

But recently there have been many as- 
semblages of alfalfa growers in the irri- 
gated district; the governnment reports an al- 
falfa and tests of others brought it forcibly 
to the attention of those whose soil was fitted 
for the production of this king of forage 
crops. This winter tens of thousands of acres 
are being prepared for alfalfa in the newer 
irrigation districts of the southwest. 

Alfaifa can best be sown in the fall on 
land just used_for cotton, milo, maize, or 
corn. New land should not be sown to alfalfa, 
although it has been done.

* Millions of acres and hundreds of thou- 
sands of town and city lots are being held 
for an advance in prices. That is specule- 
tion. Unproductive land is taxe@ down on 
the theory that the owner should be favored, 
inasmuch as he te getting ho income. That 
doctrine is a d—— swindle on industry and 
enterprise. Men sit tight on what they 
have and let the community grow up all 
around them. 

“While other men create values and pay 
taxes, the speculators wait and block preg- 
ress. By and by they sell out and pocket 
their unearned profits. I would tax wil4 
land, uncultivated land, and stagnent land 
into business. I would make the gambing 
owners feel that they either had to sell 
or put their land to use. Prices then would 
fall and the back-to-the-farm movement 
would become practicable. 

“But waste is our greatest iniquity,” Wil- 
liam Kent said with darkened face. “Take 
a dinky allotment im a city, six miles out, past 
vacant lands. Gas and water pipes are laid 
in front of corn fields. That is waste and the 
people pay for it. We have ore, coal, and 
limestone. They are assembled at furmaces 
by means of the beet transportation system 
on earth. Then we sell the pig iron more 
cheaply abroad than athome. That is waate. 
We :epecialisze in transportation, but our 
methods of digtribution are obsolete and un- 
scientific. That is waste. 

“Behold the Astor estate in New York. 
with its high rents based on its monopoly of 
buildings—a dead weight on business. That 
is an example of waste in an American city. 
In Mexico we see the Terezzas’ estate of 
14,000,000 acres. The owners supply the live 
stock and seed and take half the crops, Thou- 
sands of peons are prevented from becoming 
self-respecting and independent land owners. 
That is shameful waste. There is much of 
the same kind in this country.

Some Illustrations of Waste. 

“The professions are choked with men who 
should be farmers or something else. We 
have too many retailers, many of whom 
break up annually. The stock exchanges in 
New York and other large places are crowded 
with nonproducers. Waeste—all waste—of 
time and money. Then.consider the idle land 
owners, the leisure classes of cities, the man- 
ufacturers of and dealers in liquors and to- 
bacco, and the tramps and criminals, all liv- 
ing upon the men and women who work—eat- 
ers and not producers—didding up the prices 
of bread and meat. 

“The malemployed are a burden on civill- 
sation. By malemployed I mean persons who 
are doing things not needful, The manufac- 
ture of champagne is an extreme illustration 
—a waste of land, labor, Lie oe et pe 

t for 


money in advertising and selling. 
the consumer? A bad taste in the morn- 


ing and a headache. The malemployed of a 
nation cost the people more than a standing 
army.’ 

‘You also deal in cattle,” I said. ‘Why 
bas meat. been so high to the consumer?” 

“*T teed cattle in Nebraska with e partner— 
that is to say, I fatten steers for market. 
Beef is dear because we are not buying corn 
‘any more for 20 cents a bushel. It coat us 60 
cents last year and is costing us 45 cents 
thie year. Cattle are now unprofitable. We 
pay $45 for a lean steer and feed it $20 worth 
of corn, $5 worth of hay, and §3 worth of 
cottonseed meal. Freight to market and 
other expenses amount to about §5.75. Thus 
the steer stands us $7875 et the packing 
house. 

“The packers are said to be robbing the 
consumers, en accusation that cannot be 
sustained. They make only a reasonabie 
profit on standard steers. Their lerge gains 
come from cows, bulls, and other stock for 
which there is no retail demand, and which 
are worked up into fancy food products. 
I have gone to fine dinners where larded 
fillet of beef was served. Knowing where 
it came from—ancient cows and tough bull 
—I have passed it up. No butcher wilt 
tear a@ fine steer to pieces that some custo- 
mer may have the filiet. 

“The multiplicity of retail] dealers, the cost 
of doing a retail business, high rentals, 
clerks, delivery wagons, and so on, and the 
credit system, by which the cash buyers 
pay the bills of those who cheat the mer- 
chants, are responsible, in a large degree, for 
the high price of meat. The time is coming 
when most of the middlemen will be elim- 
inated, when food will be sold for cash, and 
when the producer will get more for what 
he hes to sell and the consumer will get.

Measuring Speed of Shot Simple. 


md aan HATTON 


ERSONS at all intereste.. in gun firing 
of any kind, whether of the revolver or 
rifie or of heavy ordnance of any kind, 
occasionally come upon the term of 
“ muzzle velocity” au. velocities of 

the missile at stated distances. 

“ How can anybody tell how fast a bullet is 
traveling when it leaves the muzzle of s 
weapon?” is @ likely comment op the part 
of the Aymen, 

As a matter of fact this approximate ve- 
locity of the missile may be one of the easiest 
of determinations to make. 

In the first place ea drumiike cylinder is 
made of fixed diameter and of sufficiently 
stiff paper to allow of it revolving rapidly on 
a spindle. Using a cylinder of small circum. 
ference it is necessary that the speed ap- 
proach 2,000 revolutions a minute. These 
revolutions are produced by electric power 
and the count ia made by an exact mechanicas 
register. 

The gun is placed securely at the required 
distance from the drum and is sighted di- 
rectly at the center of the cylinder, which is 
spinning at so many rods—even miles—a min- 
ute as its clroumference determines. With 
the drum’s speed adjusted, an electric cur- 
rent discharges the weapon, the bullet strik- 
ing the center of the drum as measured from 


ite time in crossing the diameter of the 
cylinder. If it has required the ten thousandth 
part of a second for the bullet to fly one 
foot ite muzzle velocity to the mile may be 
computed by any school boy. By the same 
process, too, the bullet's velocity at 100 yerds 
er 600 yards may be determined.

If thie gold could be conserved it would 
be differem, but Dame Nature exacts a 
heavy toll, and the precious substance elips 
through our fingers, even apart from its pur- 
chasing power. 

Abrasion is the answer, for, while gold can 
be beaten into thinner leaves than any known 
substance in all the other realms of creation; 
although it can be drawn inte the finest 
wire, and in the melting pot gives out the 
rega) purple light, it is subject to continuous 
loss through contact or friction. 

Occasionally an excited person brings up 
particles of the glittering “dust” when he 
visits the old pump and draws water, and 
straightway he believes he has found a bo- 
nanza, so potent and subtle is the grip of 
the metal on the human imagination. In 
many of the streams in Idaho the flecks of 
“flour gold” impel restless spirits to new 
endeavors, but the material they see is made 
up of such infinitesimal! portions there is no 
process known thet would gather these 
specks at a profit. 

The reason Uncle Sam issues nice yellow 
treasury notes is to live up to his ideas of 
conservation. The paper is just as safe, be- 
cause it is secured, dollar for dollar, by the 
metal that slumbers itn great steel vaults.

*“Milling*’ Process a Preservation. 

To preserve the gold coins in circulation as 
far as possible, the “ milling” process is 
adopted. Small objects have greater por- 
portionate surface than large objects; hence, 
by raising a rim around the circumference 
and corrugating the edge of this periphery, 
a nominal part of the metal is exposed to 
direct contact and wear. Misdiirected genius 
invented the “ sweating” process long ago. 
This is accomplished by placing a number 
of gold coins in a chamois sack and’then shak- 
ing the bag. The metallic discs, coming 
into violent and continuous contact with one 
another, lose some of their substance, and 
practice has demonstrated that the amount 
is sufficiently great to make the avocation 
somewhat lucrative—unilese the malefactore 
are detected. Then they're up for felony! 

When banks are called on to settle inter- 
national or interstate trade balances they 
ship gold bars, of specified fineness, weight,

In 1906 the Hoonomic mill in Squaw gulch, 
in the Cripple Creek district, waws destroyed 
by fire. Immediately enterprising mining 
men eougth @ lease on the debris, but tests 
proved the ash to be so rich in goid tigation 
estopped all further progress.

Boards **Treated”™ at Profit. 


Again; when the ol assay mint in Denver 
was dismantled, after the new coinage mint 
was in operation, the boards of the floor were 
“treated ’’’ chemically, and paid e handsome 
profit. 

One of the employés of the Denver mint 
saved enough pilfered gold in a few years to 
take a vacation. He purloined particle ata 
time, deceiving even the nicely balanced 
ecales. He was apprehended in the act of dis- 
posing of his cache, beyond which the tale is 
saddened. 

The most drastic feature of the ready abra- 
gion of the yellow metal is that the last per- 
son caught with a shortweight coin pays for 
the cost of its total loss. Perhaps 10,000 per- 
sens contributed to the friction, but the final 
owner is the loser. 

Thus, while gold may be foolishly filtted by 
spendthrifts, it is suffering a ceaseless loss, 
and it is doubtful if the world could lay its 
hands on 30 per cent of the total amount 
mined in the last four centuries. Spanish 
galleons that went down to suppl) Davy 
Jones with bullion and buried treasure have 
been insignificant when compared with the 
sums lost through abrasion. 

Smalt wonder, indeed, that the nations of 
the world are ever on the look out for the 
king of metals, and turn their heads the other 
way if even milady’s plate had been battered 
up by yeggs and passed in through the wicket 
at the mints, where ever hangs a sign that 
says in substance, ™ Wanted—goid. No ques 
tions asked!”

Child Amusing 
Is Profitable. 


NY woman, of whatever age, who loves 
chiléren and has a room in which to 
entertain them, may conduct this 
novel ocoupation as a business with 
great success. A plainly furnished 

room without a carpet’ is the best for the 
purpose. 

Children from 4 to 8 years of age may be 
taken for two or three hours at a time while 
the mother goes shopping, rests, or attends 
to special home duties requiring her u®divid- 
ed attention. For this service 5 cents an hour 
could be charged. Have definite hours when 
the children may come, say, from 9 until 12 
in the forenoon and in the afternoon from 2 
until 6 o'clock. When it is taken into con- 
eideration that ten or fifteen children may 
be entertained at one time as easily as one, 
you Can see that the work would pay. 

It is the women of moderate means who do 


their own housework, or whose servants are 


incompetent, who ‘will make this plan work- 
able. If a child is too smal} to go alone to 
and from this playroom, it should be con- 
ducted by one of the older children. The en- 
tertainer’s duties would then commence on 
the chilc’s arrival and cease with its exit 
from her house. 


One wishing \o go into the work extensive- 
ly might have cards printed or written some- 
what in the following manner: 

Miss . 
Child Entertainer. 
Hours: 9 to 12a. m. and2toé6p. m. 
Address 

These should be delivered. personally in 
homes of moderate means where there are 
children of the right ages. Become acquaint- 
ed with mothers, as they will be more likely 
to send their children to you than they would 
if you were a total stranger. If the children 
like you they will be the means of increasing 
your busines‘for you. Women who belong to 
clubs and societies will be interested in your 
cards, as will also ministers, who would hail 
an opportunity of aiding their parishioners to 
find time for church work. Saturdays and 
Mondays will probably be found to be the 
best days, as all women who éo their own 
work will appreciate. If you are married 
and have children of your own old enougii 
to help it will be of great benefit to your 
enterprise. 

There are hundreds of good ways of enter- 
taining children. You could read stories to 
the older ones while the smaller ones were 
building houses with blocks, toothpicks, etc. 
All children like to string beacs. The large 
and sma!! wooden beads in six different colors 
cost about 40 cents a gross, and may be 
strung on fine wires and bent into numerous 
queer shapes. Paper cutting is another good 
amusement, which includes paper dolls for 
the little girls. Colored papers—red, orange, 
yellow, green, blue, violet, and white—tive 
inches square, intended for kindergarten cut- 
ting, cost 15 cents a hundred sheets. 

There are cards stamped with designs and 
perforated for little ones to work with silk. 
They cost 3 cents a hundred for the small 
size. Coarse embroidery silk may be bought 
for 10 cents a spool in all bright colors. 
Twenty-five large needles cost 10 ‘cents, 
Cheap pad paper unruled may be used to 
draw on with colored crayons. Slates and a 
blackboard are also a fascination. The 
blackboard would also be valuable to you to 
keep track of the children’s names and 
*‘time.”’ Fasten on the wall@ penny pictures 
or pictures cut from magazines to tell sto- 
ries about. There are many books published 


which will give ideas for the entertainment [ 


of children. 

Do not resort to the same amusement each 
day, but change about. Have each child pay 
every day to avoid having to keep accounts. 
Make each child feel af? home. Do not make 
the mistake of fondling the sweetest ones or 
caring for one more than another. 


Woman Teaches

NEW venture for women who are 

compelled to earn their own living 

was carried through successfully. by 

a southern woman who resides in a 

small Georgia city. Her husband 
died leaving her with a comfortable home 
and littie else. 
insurance, but this she felt should be held 
in reserve for the rainy day that is so likely 
to come, even in the sunny south.

What could she do? 

She had no knowledge of stenography, book- 
keeping, sewing, or any of the ordinary oc- 
cupations in which women are engaged. She 
looked with some dismay at the prospect of 
beginning an apprenticeship in any of these 
lines at the age of 38.. She would be & long 
time learning her new work and wher com- 
petent to take a position she realized that 
vacancies were few in the small city, 


Her inspiration came when she recalled / 


that prior to her marriage she had been suc- 
cessful in teaching three terms in a country 
school. She could not return to this work, 
however, as the pay was inadequate and 
changes in the teaching force of the schools 
of her own town, where salaries were higher, 
seldom were made. The requirements, too, 
were &@ little in advance of her knowledge. 

Then there occurred to her the remark made 
by a neighbor a few days before, that the 
mentally deficient and crippled children of 
the town and vicinity suffered more or less 
neglect in the regular schools and that it 
was too bad that the city was too smal to 
provide special accommodations and teach- 
In a moment 
her decision was reached; she would estab- 
lish a private school and hér large and com- 
fortable home would serve for the school- 
house. : 

At the beginning she had only a few pupils, 
-ut as she charged them only a nominal 
amount each week and was so successful in 


teaching them the attendance grew until) it » e 


averaged nearly thirty a week. She was 
enthusiastic in her work and many of her 
little students, inspired by her wise counsel 
and deep interest, made rapid progress, She 
met with no opposition from the local schools, 
as it had been a difficult matter for the 
teachers to give proper individual attention 
to the deficient children in classes composed 
for the larger part of pupils possessing nor- 
mal mentality and physical strength. All 
envy and bitterness were obviated in the 
establishment of the private schoo) and the 
work proved not ogiy remunerative, but re- 
warded its promofer by virtue of its gaia 
thropy. . 

Today the koe is a well ordered inatitu- 
tion on a sound basis and when the widow 
who founded it has finished her work it ap- 
pears probable that the city will carry it 
forward. She hee succeeded not only In pay- 
ing her living expenses since the school was 


started, but she has made a substantial ad- 


dition to the rainy day fund in the bank.

keeping the teeth’ clean, He explained toc his patients 
that if they would come to him every ninety days 
he would insure them teeth free from decay and with 
the exception of a few instances where the patient was 
ip il) health he was able te live up te his promises. 

His methods are simple He uses, among other 
things, an orange wood stick to clean the surfaces of 
the teeth as well as the interstices, This he dips inte 
an antiseptic solution and pumice stone and goes care- 
fully all over the teeth with it. He also uses a great 
deal of dental silk, to make sure that nothing lodges 
between the teeth, and lastly, he washes the mouth» 
out with an antiseptic lotion. . 

The importance of using dental silk between the 
teeth cannot be overestimated, It should be used 
every day. as it removes particles which canne* be 
removed por dislodged by the tooth brush. 


* 
Fleshy Cheeks Require Special Brushes. 


People who have fleshy cheeks should use tooth 
brushes whose bristles are shorter at the end than 
at the handle. 

Teeth should be brushed at the morning toilet and 
always at night just before retiring, because then 
the process of decay is more constant than at any 
other time. During the day the tongue comes against 
the teeth and keeps up & constant cleansing process. 

A great deal of tooth neglect comes from lack of 
knowledge. It requires only a few minutes each day 
to keep them in perfect condition, When people have 
an excess Of acid in the saliva, a half teaspoonful 
of bicarbonate of soda in half a tumbler of water 
makes a good wash for the mouth at night, also the 
chewing of powdered magnesia, which I think I have 
recommended in one of my daily articles, 

A good tooth powder or paste which wil! not scratch 
the enamel is necessary at least once a day, but one 
shoulé be careful in brushing the teeth. Constant 
brushing across them will make the gums = recede, 
The teeth should be brushed from the gums toward 
the cutting edge, using « rotary motion,

in its results there are sometimes delicate 
waists and the like which cannot be sub- 
mitted to the required rubbing without in- 
jury. In such cases one who cannot afford to 
send her garments to a professional should 
try the effects of gazoline. 

Before putting the article to be cleaned 
into the gasoline bath it should be carefully 
inspected for grease spots and stains. These 
the gasoline is not pledged to remove. Apply 
block magnesia or French chalk to grease 
spots, sponge staine with alcohol or am- 
monia, and be sure that the spots are gone 


before putting the garment into the gasoline.’ 


Have plenty of gasoline on hand and con- 
duct operations in a room withouta fire. If 
you can work out of doors, so much the bet- 
ter. Such a caution would seem unnecessary, 
but the daily papers furnish too many tales 
of catastrophes resulting from the careless 
use of gasoline to make a warning needless. 

Pour your generous supply of gasoline into 
the vessel in which you wish to do your 
cleaning and put the soiled articles into it. 
Cover and leave it a few minutes and then 
souse the article up and down in the fluid 
for several minutes. Never rub the goods 
while in the gasoline, but continue to clip 
it up and down until you can éee from the 
dirt gathering in the bottom of the vezse) 
that much of the soi] has been removed. 
Hang the g —" to dry without wringing 
or equeezing 

If you are of an economical turn you wt 
pour the gasoline carefully off the dirty sedj- 
ment in the bottom and put it eway to use 
as the firet rinsing medium for some delicate 
articles,

pouring it off, keeping it covered, as it evap- 
orates quickly. Put in a tightly corked 


bottle and eet in a place away from the fire. —

Aa ol! who have 
made them know, the pickles are transparent 
if no spice is added, but even if it is enclosed 
in a cheesecloth bag and, added, the rind is 
darkened, 4nd the appearance of the pre- 
serve is to a certain extent spoiled. As an 
experiment, I had my druggist mix two- 
thirds of a dram of oi] of cloves with one 
ounce of pure alcohol. This is a colorless 
liquid. A very little added to the picklo« 
gave them a delicious flavor, and did not Je- 
stroy their transparency and amber color.

When Making Jam. 

When making jam or marmalade try the 
following, which is much easier than the old 
fashioned way, which requires a great 
amount of stirring. Prepare the fruit as 
usual when making jelly and after boiling it 
just long enough to release the juice pour it 
Into a colander and let if stand five or ten 
minutes. Remove the juice which has run 
through and after working the pulp through 
put three cups of juice and the same amount 
of sugar into a large shallow pan. Allow this 
to boll violently unti] it will “jell” when 
tested. Then add one and one-half cups of 
the pulp and one-half cup of sugar. Stir 
while this boils about five or eight min- 
utes and it is done. The resu!t isthe same as 
that obtained by the old method and the work 
is not one-third as great and there is much 
lees danger of scorching.

Why Fruit Spoils, 

A common error often indulged in when 
canning fruit is that of retightenjng the cov- 
ers of glass jars after the same have become 
thoroughly cold. This never should be dons, 
as it loosens the cement, which is formed by 
the rubber ring of common frult jars coming 
in contact with the heat, which makes the 
jars airtight. The proper method is to fill 
the jars to the top with the boiling fruit, put 
on the rubber rings and screw the covers on 
as tight as possible, turning the jars bottom 
side up and allowing to stand until perfectly 
cold. Then place in the fruit cupboard. If 
this method ts followed. a spoiled jar of fruit 
will be a rarity.

Ingredients required: One peck of good 
tomatoes. firm and ripe. Peel them cold 
without scalding. Chop fine in chopping 
bow! and strain off all the juice. This is 
imperative, for if juice is not all strained off 
the chopped tomatoes the catsup will not 
keep. Add to the tomatoes one teacupful of 
chopped onions, one teacupful chopped cel- 
ery, one teacupful sugar, one-quarter of a 
teacupful salt, one teacupful mustard seed. 
one teaspoonful ground cloves, one teaspoon- 
ful black pepper, one teaspoonful cinnamon, 
four red peppers chopped fine. Mixallingre- 
dients together in large stone jar, then take 
three pints of pure cider vinegar and mix 
thoroughly, then bottle. This catsup will 
keep for three years if care is taken to have 
the tomatoes free from juice, and pure cider 
vinegar.

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New Coiffure Easily Arranged. 


In dressing the hair it is now parted In the 
middie or at the side, given a good wave, 
and then drawn down low over the ears, 
completely covering them, and the ends ar- 
ranged in a close knot at the back. Over 
this the calotte is pinned, and then are ar- 
renged the swirls or tresses which lie loose- 
ly about the knot. When the dressing is 
compiete it seems as if the hair were just 
lightly and naturally in a soft succession of 
swirls. The smartest women in Paris are 
now affecting this style. Girls from 15 to 
20 years of age wear the hair cut off in 
front—that is, bobbed like that of a child.

Making Jelly. 


If stemmed fruit, do not strip from the 
stems on which the clusters grow, as they 
contain an acid that adds to the jelly flavor. 
Wash and drain the fruit well and pack into 
a stout stone or agate cooking veesel. Fill 
the kettle two-thirds full of cold water and 
place over a slow fire to heat gradually and 
extract the juice; at intervals crush down the 
fruit with a wooden spoon. At the end of 
three or four hours the fru!t may be turned 
into a cheesecloth bag and suspended over a 
wide china bow! to drip: The juice that re- 
mains in the bag may be extracted by « few 
dexterous twists. 

Measure the strained juice and put it over 
the fire In a preserving kettle. Weigh out 
as many pounds of sugar as juice. Heat in 
shallow pans in the oven, stirring to heat 
evenly. When the juice has bolled for 
twenty minutes, add the hot sugar, stirring 
vigorously. Aftr sugar has dissolved, boil 
for one minute. 

Pour the jelly into well scalded glasses. 
When cold, pour melted paraffin over the 
top of each glass and fit with melted tops. 
The jelly is clear and sparkling. 

Currant and strawberry jelly—Allow one 
part of currants to two of strawberries; heat 
both fruits together and proceed as directed. 
The flavor is exquisite and is particularly nice 
for jelly roll. 

Plum jelly—Cut in halves, cook until tender, 
then strain. The fruit must not be overripe. 

Currants and raspberries combined tn equal 
proportions make a fine flavored jelly. 

An excellent peach jelly may be made by 
using equa! quantities of peaches and apples.

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PARIS —[Special Correspondence.J—It is 
Quite time to: begin to talk about lingerie 
dresees, bathing suits, picture hats, e=d 
various other details that go to make up 
the summer wardrobe. They are all impor- 
tant adjuncts and require thought and care 
in their selection, and it is just as well to be 
providied with a certain amount of Informa- 
tion as to what is really the latest thing in 
materials and colors, to say nothing of styles 
of gowns and hats. 

In the first place the lingerie frock of mus- 
lin, tucks, lace, ahd possibly embroidery is 
no more, or if it is seen it is so veiled with 
chiffons, so bedecked with blossoms of every 
variety, silk, crépe. velvet, or what one likes, 
so trimmed with fringes, grellots, ribbons. 
and the many fancy novelties that are now 
to be had that the simple frock which the 
word lingerie suggests, is absolutely lost 
sight of. 

The materiels that are tost in use this 
year for dreesy lingerie frocks are mar- 
quisette, which has quite taken the place of 
batiste; voile, ,usually the cotton variety, 
and cotten erépe, a lovelv fabric, especially 
Of course, there are other goods— 
eryetaliine, Indian, a material something 
like muslin, but with a silk finish: old fash- 
toned mull, which is beautifully adapted to 
eertain pronounced styles, and half a dozen 
ethers that might be mentioned. 

Marquisette is so nearly ellied to chiffon 
that it is only by looking close they can be 
told apart, but the former bas far greater 
wearing qualities than the latter and lends 
itself much more readily to embroidery and 
to all the heavy trimmings that are so much 
ft use. It comes, it would seem, in every 
eolor, but if a proper shade cannot be ob- 
tained then it may be easily colored, taking 
any shade, no matter how difficult or vague. 


Marquisette gowns this season are being 

trimmed with filet lace and with point de 
Fiandre, these two being more fashionable 
than the ever populer Irish or Vaienciennes. 
Ogcasionally one rees frocks in which this 
last mentioned lace is combined with felt, the 
result being extremely godd@ and auturally 
making a vast difference in the expense of 
the gown. 
Doucet and Jeanne Haliee, both noted for 
their exquisite lingerie gowns, are showin; 
marquisette dresses banded ebout their lower 
part pith old filet lace. that is nearly if not 
quite yellow in tint. In one model seen the 
material above this band, which was half a 
yard deep, was lightly embroidered in cotton 
sombined with silk in two or three shades of 
cream white. Above this embroidery, which 
was also in the ferm of a band, the skirt 
showed two other hands, both of Valenciennes 
lace, of a dainty pattern The bodice of the 
gown had no embroidery, but was made en- 
tirely of the two laces, with just a small bit 
ef the marquisette on the under half of the 
sleeves and under arm. to serve as a beck- 
ground for the lace and hold it in place. 

Another model of this same mater'ai 
showed a tiny touch of color about the bat- 


and again as a short yoke at the top. 
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loosely at the left side, with long 
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This season’s cotton crépe is much prettier 
than any that has been brought out before, 
being wonderfully fine in texture and soft 
and delightful to the touch. A great many 
gowns of this are being combined with Eng- 
lish embroidery, but not.the heavy sort, the 
new kind being fine and almost transparent. 
Crépe gowns show tunics of this embroidery, 
with bands of the same about the bottom 
of the skirts, and these tunics and bands are 
gomeiimen lined with brillant shaded chif- 
fons, or with brocaded silks that are vividly 


colored.

Ot are embroidere® with wools having 
all the tints that are to be found in tapestries, 
for it is in tapestry designs that the work is 
executed. Most of the trimming is on the 
skirts, for the bodices of most of the soft 
lingerie gowns are such small affairs that 
there is little room for decoration. Another 
embroidery that is frequently employed for 
crépe and for voile as well is an imitation 
of that which ie seen on old India work, 
ermbroidered shawis, gowns, and the like. it 
is one of the most effective of any that is 
used, being done in coarse cotton and some- 
what raised, but tn fairly small designa 

In colored lingerie gowns there are some 
marvelous two toned effecta being shown, 
and if not two toned, then some combinations 
that are quite as proneunced. One model 
seen at the races was of voile, the lower part 
of the skirt being of huge black ahd white 
piaid, while the upper half was of equally 
noticeable stripes, alzo black and white. The 
plaid balf extended to the knees and opened 
over an underskirt of apple green chiffon, 
the opening being: in front and also to the 
knees. The striped upper half was finished 
Gown the front with a series of straps of 
black satin an inch or two wide and three 
inches long, either end of each strap being

Another black and white frock was also 
striped, atid wide ones, and showed a skirt 
that was quite plain but for superb bands of 
point de Flandre lace to finish the bottom. 
The yoke was of the same lace and so was

velvet, tied in a big flat bow at one 
while the latter showed the lace cover- 
red chiffon or sijk and hung onto the arm 
long red cords.

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made to match the costume is the newest 
thing in bags, and they are being carried now 
made of every sort of material—dotted fou- 
lard, crépe. silk serge, lace over chiffon, lace 
trimmed chiffon, linen, linon, and, tn fact, 
anything and everything that can be thought 
of. All, without reserve, are suspended from 
long cords, and these may be of a color, of 
velvet ribbon, or of gold or.silver cords. 
Parasols; too, must now absolutely match 
the costumé, and for this reasOm there has 
never been sich a variety seen, both as re- 
gards materials and Cqncrationg The lat- 
est shapes show long handiesf and much 
curved as to the ribs, more in style like the 
old fashioned Directoire shapes than any 
others, and there is nothing too elaborate 
for the trimming of them, from real lace 
to flower or pear! fringe, or from embrold- 
ery to puffs or tulle or changeable silk. 
But to return to lingerie gowns, or rather 
now to those of somewhat heavier materials 
which are intended for morning wear. There 
is for the moment a p@rfect rage for frocks 
of natural colored pique and for all the 
shades bordering on the yellow tones, some 
being distinctly this and quite brilliant. These 
show the skirts of pique with tunics or lit- 
tle sleeveless coats of English embroidery 
in the color of the gown. The tunics are 
short, hanging straight front and back over 
a regular bodice of marquisette, all being 
self toned. Sometimes the waist is con- 
fined by a narrow patent leather belt of a 
Ibiright {gontrasting colpr, or, again, the

line of the waist is marked by some embroid- 


ery done in colored cottons, with a touch of, 


the same On the bodice beneath. There is 
always some sort of a dainty little javot, 
or a knitted tie of satin or chiffon, to fin- 
ish the low cut collar at the throat, and 
occasionally a touch of some lovely lace ap- 
pears at neck and wrists. Theselittle gowns 
are thoroughly practical and are coo! and 
comfortable. The skirts are nearly always 
ankle length and narrow, and if they are 
trimmed at all it is with 4 narrow band of 
embroidery, or an equally narrow insertion 
ef English work. 

When a sleeveless bolero ts used instead of 
a tunic the’ tinder bodice is generally of a 
contrasting éolor; or it ts ‘of°tulle embrol- 
dered in color or trimmed with lace. These 
boleros are cut away in front, showing some 
sort of handsome ribbon girdle, or a sash of 
chiffon, the ends of which are finished with 
tassels or embroidered motives. Worn with 
a smart hat in black or white, boots of the 
same shade as the dress, and accompanied by 
a paraso] and bag to match, the effect of 
these costumes is of the very best. 

In bathing suits one may say there its little 
that is new and different to tell of, but itis 
a singular fact that with the advent of the 
culotte costume the culotte bathing suit has 
disappeared. Now every one is made with 
skirts, and those of a more moderate length. 
Some reach quite well over the ankles, and 
these show the slit up sides such as are to 
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be seen upon many tailored suits. In fact, 
the bathing costume of today does not differ 
greatly from those planned for street wear, 
except possibly as‘to their material. They 
show the close fitting culotte, knee high or to 
the ankle as one pleases, beneath; a narrow 
skirt, scalloped or slashed and trimmed with 
fiat folds or bands. The bodices are short 
waisted, with cords to mark the line, or with 
neat belts of leather in a color, or in bla¢k 
and white combined with a color. Revents 
finish the fronts, and sailor collars, or vest- 
ment shaped ones, as the case may be, are 
seen fatiing over the back. Most of the cos- 
tumes are in plain colors, dark blue, black, 
deep red, blue, and gray, and the materials 
are generally taffetas, silk serge, or satin. 
There are some alpacas to be seen, but they 
are not nearly so well kked and the actual 
cost of these is nearly as much as the others.

Much has been written concerning famous, 
Gelectable culinary dishes and something 
about the cooks who created them, but. out- 
éide of hotel people, little is known concern- 
ing the lives of thege tollers at the range— 
their environments, their hours, their meth- 
ods of work, and their habits. 

From the point of view of most architects, 
a kitatiem is a place unworthy of considera- 
tion. This is attested by the meager space 
allotted for culinary purposes. Their slight- 
ing of the “‘ back ”’ of the house is a theme 
often discussed by cooks and stewarés, any 
of whom could design one tobetter advantage 
were they consulted. 

There are perfect kitchens in this country, 
but so few that one can almost count them 
on the fingers of both hands. The defects 
of the overwhelming remainder every owner 
engaged in catering to the public’s appetite 
is aware, but seemingly very little concerned 
about. He is too busy amassing profits to 
worry about those necessary, modern con- 
yeniences which he lacks and which would 
result in that physical and economical ease- 


_ ment which means all the greater profits. 


I recall one instance where a hote} man 
expenced many thousands of dollars in beau- 
tifying office, dining room; anc haliways,'to 
the utter neglect of the kitchen, which stood 
sadly in need of a few hunéred dollars of 
fepair work. 

An inspector of kitchens should be a pres- 
ent day requirement in every state. These 
gloomy, i!l ventilated, inconvenient, and 
poorly constructed kitchens are frequent 
causes for the changing .of cooks, and much 
changing of cooks can only result in a de- 
creasing business. 


* x ; 
Banquets Involve 18 Hours’ Toil. 

In such unsalubrious kitchens and often- 
timé@s under hard taskmasters. cooks work 
from twelve to fifteen hours a day and not 
infrequently from sixteen to eighteen hours. 
The latter hours are necessary when ban- 
quets anc parties are In progress. 

Work usually commences about 5 or 6 
o'clock. in the morning, continuing, with the 
exception of a few hours off in the after- 
noon, unti! 8 or 9 o'clock at nights. Sundays 
1d holidays are noexception. In fact. cooks 
Pork harder on those days than any other 
dey in the week. 

Ts there another business which has such 
@fseemly hours? If there is it has not come 
to my knowledge. 

The work is trying. None but cooks can 
fealize what it Is to stand in front of a 
giowing range and, often amidst steam and 
smoke, sweat the long hours away, while 
lending hurried and tmmediate ear to orders 
hurled at them in rapid-fire succession by a 
dozen and more impatient waiters. 

Cooks are a nervous. excitable lot. made so 
by the conditions described. And no relief 
seems to be in sight. 

Existing conditions in the ho‘el kitchens 
result in thé contracting of habits not at all

conducive to the cook's weMare, making their 
position at once one of uncertainty and caus- 
ing them to be looked upon wjth a feeling 
of distrust and vilification. 

Many are heavy drinkers, some because 
they cannot resist the temptation, while 
others claim the heat impels them to ¢crink. 
. Their appetite craves for drink rather than 
feod. Thay are not high livers, as is gen- 
erally believed. On the contrary, they par- 
take of simple, well prepared food. But it 
is often eaten in such a hasty manner that 
indigestion results. 

Once a cook is affected by alcoholic drink 
he becomes quarrelsome, careless, and in- 
different, assuming the pugnacious pose at 
the least provocation. He is apt to give up 
hig position without a moment's notice, re- 
gardiess of the manager’s helplessness. 

The first step to abate this evil is to pro- 
hibit the use of liquor in the kitchen; the 
absolute remedy is to provide more ample, 
cheery, and sanitary kitchens. 


* 
Everybody Blames the Cook. 

A cook has shouldered on:him more respon- 
sibility than he is credited with. To mix a 
dozen or more ingredients with exactness in 
result—the right touch of flavor, palatable to 
taste and pleasing to eye—requires skill which 
can only be obtained in years of practice. 

Time and again the cooks receive blame 
for something for which they can in no way 
be held responsible. Hardly a day passes 
without disputes, and they arise from the 
most trivial matters. . 

Enemies a cook has in plenty, but very 
few friends. A perpetual grudge, fostered 


by all from the manager down, is his un- | 


varying lot. Three things he surely cannot 
brag about are treatment, environments, and 
hours. 

Of course there are exceptions, but in the 
majority of cases cooks are ever ih a state 
of turmoil and unrest, wandering from city 
to city, ever hoping to find the one perfect 
place and going always ffom bad to worse. 

That they earn good pay is true, but, cors 
sidering everything, they are entitled to all 
they receive. However, unlike most other 
occupations, they are not paid for “‘overtime.’’ 

I write from the viewpoint of one who has 
had over twenty-two years’ experience with 
cooks. While I do not mean to say that all 
cooks are depraved, that there are not many 
honest, well meaning, and temperate men in 
front of the hotel range; Ihave not in all my 
long years of service come in contact with 
a single Christian as regarded strietly from 
the church viewpoint. As far as Iam aware 
it Is the one business church people have 
not invaded. If they have, it was to eat 
and not to preach. 

If some of the legislation going on in our 
city, state, and national governments were 
directed in the interests of cooks and kitch- 
ens, how much good might be accomplished! 
It might mean better cooks, better cooking, 
and better kitchens, more congenial sur- 
roundings, reduced hours of labor. 


Caring for Baby in the Summer. 


By DR. MARGARET S. M’NIFF. 


Under the debilitating influence of the heat, 
combined with errors of digestion and the 
irritating effects of teething, thousands of 
children die every summer. Let us strive 
with all the earnestness of a strong and 
ceaseless purpose: 

1. To keep the baby cool. 

2 To keep him end his food and all that 
pertains to him absolutely clean. 

8. To master the food question for our indi- 
yidual baby, keeping it well in hand for the 
entire summer: 
~ It wMl cost a deal of hard work and about 
all the time there is to carry out these reso- 
lutions, but they are the precautions which 
will save the baby. The simple diorrhea of 
the child in its second summer Is always the 
first danger signal and is usually caused by 
disturbance of digestion combined with the 
effects of teething. 

The child is cross, restless, pale, and cool 
except the head, which early fn the disease is 
hot. If this condition can be prevented or 
quickly overcome there will be no farther 
trouble. If it is neglected or badly treated 
it will develop into a much more serious 
trouble. In short, if digestion can be kept 
normal the infant will come safely through 
the hot weather and the teething. If diges- 
tion fails there will be cholera infantum or 
@ysentery end one dear baby less in the 
World. _. 

It {fs true that the nursing baby has a great 
gdvantage over the one that is bottle fed, 
but. if the mother is careless in her habits 
ard diet, if she is quick in temper, lacking in 
self-control and the ability to hold herself 
steady ‘for baby’s sake,” the child must 
suffer the consequences. A baby may be 
thrown into convulsions by nursing from a 
mother who is in an extreme fit of anger. 

For children in their second summer it is 
gafe to select one article for a meal, remem- 
bering that what they have never tasted they 
cannot want. It is for you to choose what is 
to make up the bill of fare. Give rice or oat- 
meal thoroughly cooked with plenty of good, 
sweet, puré milk. Barley is good; so is milk 
toast. cutting the bread thin, toasting it 
crisp and brown and dipping it in scalded 
milk. Graham or oatmeal crackers, soft 
poached eggs, apple sauce, prunes, occasion- 
ally mutton or beef bone soup, are all splen- 
aid. Give baby his meal of one article from 
this list and watch the effect, for babies are 
much like grown-ups—what one will thrive 
upon will be poison to another. The thing 
that agrees with the child is the thing to give 
again. The thing that disagrees is the thing 
to avoid, no matter whether he likes it or not, 
and no matter what the experience of other 
babies or other mothers may be. 

If diarrhea appears drop all food except 
boiled water. toast water, and rice coffee. 
This is made by browning a tablespoon of rice 
thoroughly in the skillet as you would brown 
coffee. Pour over this one pint of co}d water 
and cook for one hour, strain, add a pinch of 
galt. and two teaspoonfuls of milk sugar. 
From two tablespoons to one cup of milk 
may be added if milk can be borne, but for 
two or three days give the rice coffee clear, 
adding the milk carefully and increasing the 
milk and decreasing the rice water untila 
normal diet can be borne again. More chil- 
dren are made sick by overfeeding than by 
lack of food. . A baby in this condition will 
live on boiled water for days. A teaspoon 
of mutton broth once in two hours may be

New Era for Corset Industry; 


Straight Lines Are the Vogue. 


By RENE BARRERE., 


Straight figure lines prevail, without any 
exception, in Paris. The new corset is being 
made lighter and more supple than ever, and 
the waist line is less confined, the hips more 
tightly bandaged, and the back flatter. 

Unquestionably the corset industry has 
arrived at a new era. For successive sea- 
sons the tendency has been toward the de- 
velopment of the new figure lire—which hae 
now been attained. Corset makers have this 
season “arrived,” as it were, and not only 
know what they are trying. to do but have 
actually succeeded in doing It. 

Every movement in corset making today is 
@ reversion te the classic idea, the molding 
of the figure on natural lines and an entire 
getting away from the artificial. In correct- 
ing the line of the figure, the corset makers 
have alsc had to correct the poise of the 
body. 

With the corset of the last few years the 
hips have been thrown back, the chest for- 
ward, and the abdomen raised. This resulted 
in a straight line in front, but threw the 
figure into a decided curve at the back. This 
was the first step away from the old-fash- 
joned wasp waist; but this figure, being no 
more artistic or natural than the wasp waist, 


. eould not stand more than temporarily. The 


line of beauty called for still further ad- 
vances toward the ideal The unnatural 
curve at the back was doomed. 


* 
Poise for Body Changed. 


This meant a new poise for the body, a poise 

which brings the shoulders on a line with 
the nip bones, which naturally through the 
action of the muscles lifts the abdomen, ex- 
pands the diaphragm, and restores the body 
to its natural, beautiful lines. The fashion- 
able woman now, instead of leaning forward 
and stumbling over her toes, walks erect with 
back flai, the chest out and curving gently, 
the diaphragm fully expanded, the abdomen 
high but receding in line with the curve of the 
hips. 
The poise ot the figure ts perfectly illus- 
trated in the classic dancing figures seen on 
Greek and Roman vases and in the beautiful 
sculptured figures famous in the history of 
art. The torso, correctly poised, has just the 
curve of a slightly drawn archers bow. 
It is indescribably beautiful, and graceful as 
well, because it expresses action and life 
always and never rigidity. 

Few corset makers understand this prin- 
ctple a8 yet. Only a few know the real sci- 
ence of what they are trying to attain, but 
there are some leaders who do know, and 
they have set the fashion in corseting which 
others are blindly striving to follow. 

The difficulty. of course. in today’s corset- 
ing lies in the correcting of faults whicB 
are the direct result of previous bad corset- 
ing. It is not tc be expected that women 
who for many years have had their figures 
compressed into unnatura) lines can at once 
acquire new lines. It is true, however, that 
these defects may be modified. 


* * 
New Standard of Beauty. 

But the real work of the corset manu- 
facturer of the present day is gradually to 
lead toward the ideal, correcting the faults 
of poise and figure in older women in so 
far as possible, and giving for the figures 
of young women the new and more classic 
lines in corsets. Women with heavy figures

can never be molded into sylphiike lines, 
but the new generation of women growing 
up may be corseted properly and according 
to the new standard of beauty. - 

Corset materials grow more: and more 
beautiful and for the coming season & most 
aplendid variety of silk brocade and satin 
faced coutil is offered. Many ef the new 
patterns are floral; the majority are in @ 
single tone; that is, pink, pale blue, lavender, 
or white. Occasionally one sees a high 
novelty in a white ground sprinkled with a 
colored design in simulation of embroidery. 

Owing to the present effort to make the 
corset ag light as possible, there are certain 
novelties in transparent effects. These 
materials look something like silk bolting 
cloth. The filling thread, however, is twisted 
and crimped, giving to the surface some- 
what the appearance of e granite weave. 
These new materials are handsome and are 
said to have all the qualities required for 
a good corset fabric. 


* 
Brocade a Great Novelty. 

Another great novelty is a rich brocade in 
fleur-de-lis pattern, on the background of 
which are woven narrow waving lines in 
color—pink or blue—on the white ground. 

The great popularity of silk serge in dress 
goods has resulted in the presentation of 
this tissue in new corset materials. These 
are woven with embossed figures ir color 
and are exceptionally handsome. Silk 
batistes, too, are employed freely. There 
is quite a fancy for using materials of this 
character that simulate embroidery designs. 

Heavy satin brocades, which are among 
the most expensive of corset materials, are 
being shown in large patterns similar to 
dress goods brocade. These are mostly used 
in pure white or pink, or in pink and white 
combined 

Satin surfaced coutils are almost as hand- 
some as the all silk materials. These are 
FNOWN In @ DeaUtIful variety of patterns, the 
tendency being towards the large effects. 


Novel Sleeve Forms. 


Many novelties are being attempted in 
Sleeves, and while, generally speaking, some 
form of kimono effect will prevail in wraps, 
fancy tailored suits, separate waists and 
costumes, there will also be considerable 
use of the straight coat sleeve set into the 
ordinary armhole. Mannish styles in tailored 
suits and lingerie waists finished In jabot 
frills both have the ordinary masculine style 
of sleeve; that is, the regulation shirt sleeve 
and coat sleeve. But in spite of this general 
tendency there are many bew effects, varia- 
tions of both the kimono é@ut and the sleeve 
which sets in with the armhole seam.

A great many high priced dresses of beau- 
tiful material and design give costant trou- 
ble to their wearers because the inside finish- 
ing Was so carelessly gnd badly done. As far 
as the outside appearance goes, there is no 
fault to be found—but turn the dress inside 
out and one is often amazed to find evidence 
ef muoh absence of care—raw edges which 
are bound to fray more or less, seams which 
fm some places will show ungainly wide mar- 
gins and in others so little margins that it 
is only a question of brief time before ma- 
terial and trimmings separate.” To take the 
seam in properly woul4 requlre a great deal 
# ripping first, and to simply remedy the 
immediate spot will make a bad line. 

One often sees expensive trimmings set in 
as insertions, or lace insertion set in in 
beautiful designs, while on the wrong side 
the material has been cut away so close as 
te make a pulling away inevitabie. The ma-, 
terial is left with a raw edge and simply 
pressed back out of the way. It surely isa 
pity that such work is*allowed to pass.

‘Allover embroidery has been and ts still 
._ being used'a great deal for entire dresses. 
Sometimes the dress is made of embroidery 
@me on a sheer nainsook foundation, and 
sometimes the foundation will bea moderate 
ly heavy linen. The materials themsélves 
are sO ornate that the design of the dress 
should be simple. An allover design in eyelet 
_work makes up beautifully when combined 
‘With a little Valenciennes lace, used as in- 
Sertion, and a touch of plain linen. / 
’ If the design is made up of several figures, 
such as a small leaf and a star shaped eyelet 
group, care will have to be used in laying the 
pattern on the material. Two apd three 
pieced patterns are used a good deal for 
these skirts, as too many seams are not 
Gesirable. The pattern of the front gore 
will be the one to pin in place first, and the 
Material sh®uld be folded so that a line of 
the stars will come exactly down the middle. 
This is because the star is more prominent 
than the leaf. In laying the pattern on ror 
the balance of the skirt be careful to have 
the design match the piece which has just 
been cut. The skirt seams should be basted 
together on the wrong side, stitched, and 
then bound with sheer bias binding, or over- 
@asted. There is no finish better than fine 
and even overcasting, because it does not 
add the least bulkiness; but it must be well 
wone. The stitches are taken diagonally, are 
close together, and are shallow. The thread 
Must not be drawn tight, but must Me 
smoothly over the surface. : 

For the bottom of this skirt a bias facing 
of the same weight material as the dress will 
be the best, but the cloth must be plain. The 
facing should be cut on a true bias and cut 
five inches wide. The lower edge is stretched 
slightly, and this will make it fit the shape 
of the skirt without laying any plaits. Stitch 
it on ih d half inch seam. and, before turn- 
ing the facing up towards the wrong side, 
erease the seam open with the thumb, then

One of the prettiest imaginable trimmings 
for the skirt is made of a strip of plain 
linen or nainsook, outlined on both edges 
with Valenciennes and set in around the 
skirt about fifteen inches up from the bot- 
tom. To do this have a straight strip of 
linen cut two inches wide. Hem this on, both 
sides on the machine, using the narrowest 
hemmer. Overhand an inch wide Valencien- 
nes insertion to each edge of the strip, hold- 
ing the lace next to you_and not trying to 
full it at all. Holding it next to you in the 
sewing bn will of itself make the right 
“ ease.”’ |

Measure an even distance up frorn the bot- 
tom, all around the skitt, marking clearly, 
then lay the trimming oh, first pinning and 
then basting in position.; It must be joined 
together in the middle of the back, using a 
felled seam. This trimming band can be 
stitched to the'skirt on béth edges, or it may 
be hemmed by P’.e@ /Cyt the materia! 
away underneathisind@ leave a good quarter 
inch margin on ea¢h @dge. On account of the 
embroidéred material.a, wider margin than is 
usual will be nQees y. This margin is 
turned back and down by hand. Cut 
the waist part by? piece pattern, leaving 
the natural neck mecross the back and 
cutting a rather @ep “V" in the front. 
Set a double plece of the plain material 
around the neck opening, ha ing the folded 
edge making the neck finish. Cut the inside 
edge in a Greek key design, edge it with 
the insertion and set this on the waist. Where 
the waist and skirt join use a heavy cord in- 
stead of a belt. 

Where one has the time it is always better 
to hem insertion down by hand rather than 
stitch it in by machine.

‘to be a little fuller when done by hand, which 


better way. The material is cut through 
the middle, under fhe insertion, folded back, 
and then, holding the work in the left hand 
so that the insertion is laid back against the 
materia), this folded back part is over- 
handed through the edge of the insertion. 
This work is only good where the stitches are 
taken as small as possible and as close to- 
gether ae is possible. Then the thumb is 
used to crease the work out flat again, and 
the edge of raw material that is left is cut 
away quite close to the overhanding.

The best way to set nainsook or other em- 
broidery insertion in cloth is by a French 
seam. The stitching of the first seam should 
be done so that the machine foot is between 
the ernbroidered edge and the machine nee- 
dle. Then the second stitching comes close 
to the embroidery. . This last stitching 
should be done with the embroidery on top 
60 you can see that the stitching comes where 
it should. This work should always be done 
slowly, elée there are bound to be imperfect 
places, 

Material that is to be gathered and set on 
as a ruffie should be divided at least into 
quarters, and where the quarters are long 
the division should be in eighths. The 


thread should be taken a few inches longer, 


than the plain quarter or eighth to which 
the ruffle is to be sewed. It is important in 
all work that both thread and needle should 
be neither tOo coarse nor too fine. More 
erring is done in the former than the latter 
respect. A quarter inch below the raw edge 
is a good distance to do the gathering, and 
the stitches should be smal] and evenly 
taken. 

‘Where it is possible a rolled, gathered edge 
is by all odds the best and prettiest to use. 
Roll about one or two inches at a time, 
making the roll so the edge is covered, but 
that is all. A Jarge roll is unnecessary and 
ugly. Slip the needle in under the roll from 
the wrong side, letting it come out at the 
top edge. Continue to take these over and 
over stitches, and after one inch or so has 
been done, pull the gathers up gently. Con- 
tinue the work in this way. When the ruffle 
is ready to be sewed to the dress it will be 
easy to adfust the fullness. This rolled edge 
is overhanded to the dress, the ruffle being 
held next to you. This kindof an edgecanbe 
sewed to a lace or embroidery insertion as 
well as to a hemmed one. 

in embroidering a scalloped edge to any- 
thing both edges of the sesllop should be 
marked’ distincthy. Use darning cotton a: a 
filler, taking two strands of the cotton n 
the needle at a time. The chain edtitch is a 
quick and easy one to take, and where the 
scallop is an even one as many strands of 
the cotton may be laid together as it will 
take to cover the scallop, and they may be 
held in place with the left hand and the 
button holing done right over them, without 
first using the chain stitch. To keepa good 
edge to the scallops the materia! should be 
washed and ironed before cutting the cloth 
away from the scallops 

In embroidering or braiding a dress panel 
one should be exact in placing the design 
on for stamping. The middie of the pattern 
should be on @ warp thread of the material, 
and the smallest deviation from this is al- 
ways noticeable. In cutting the panel out, 
be sure that the margin fs the same on both 
edges, and trace the seam lines clearly be- 
fore aitempting to baste. 

There are beautiful insertions in fine natin- 
s0o0k which are used for setting ruffles onto 
clothes. Besides the ‘‘ French” beading, 
which resembles hemstitching, there are 
others, varying in width from an eighth of 
am inch to half an inch in width. Where the 
ruffie does not have a rolled upper edge, i: 
is best to do the gathering one-quarter of an 
inch from the raw edge and set on with this 
beading. A French seam is used on both 
sides of the insertion. 

Mecallions, whether of lace or embroidery, 
should be carefully basted in place, then 
hemmed down to the material. The material 
ig then cut away underneath and the edge 
finished. the same as when setting in inser- 
tion.

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Hunting the Wild Wood Ferm a Pleasant M 


Midsummer is the time for a wovdland 
excursion that has for its object the hunting 
and grubbing for wild ferns. Between Jung 
and September the cryptogams are in ‘heir 
greenest glory and ther= is largest variety toa 
select from. If the roots can be taken out 
intact‘a fern can be transplanted just as 
successfully when it has put forth /ts fullest 
and finest fronds as when it is a mere baby 
sprout hardly to be recognized among a 
tangle of other roots and verdure. 

If you set out On @ serious fern hunt take 
with ‘you more substantial tools than an old 
table fork or a fractured strawberry hoe. 
Bome of the large growing ferns defy the 
leverage of emall hend tools, and to handle 
them successfully a three pronged fork and 
a strong clasp knife are necessary, When 
the fern must be taken out with a large 
portion of its native soil, as is generaily the 
case, a spade is indispensable. 

On a hot day, when your excursion may 
prove a matter of five or six hours, a wicker 
basket with a lid is a wise precaution. Ferns 
éxposed to the hot sun when parted from 
their native conditions of much shade and 
moisture die quickly. Line your basket with 
dampened rhubarb or burdock leaves, or place 
wet leaf mold between the plants after they 
are grubbed out and packed for the home 
journey. The-fronds generally wither soon 
after planting, but when the roots are prop- 
erly treated a new crop of leaves soon guc- 
ceeds the old ones.

Tropics the Chief Home. 

There-are said to be over 8,000 hbotanical'y 
Classified ferns, which include mostly the 
wonderfully rank and peculiar kinds of the 
tropics. But our familiar domestic sort, which 
grow abundantly in the marshes, meadows, 
and fence corners of the eastern and central 
states, afford an ample and pleasing variety 
for the shady side of your porch, summer 
house, or north side window box.

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The rue and maidenhair is found mostly in 
gritty soil where there is abundant shade 
and the air is kept damp by a neighboring 
brook or the vapor from pond or lake. Ths 
latter has short, black, wiry stalks and 
stringy roots, which penetrate beneath 
stones and fences and are difficult to extract 
without injury. A trowel is necessary to 
loosen the soil so the roots can be traced. 
The maidenhair is sensitive out of its native 
element, but when once you cen make it 
thrive it proves quite hardy. The rue is easier 
to handle and can be potted quite succesa- 
fully because the roots are shorter and thick- 
er. In point of beauty these two are gener- 
ally first favorites of the fern hunter; the 
fronds are of the most delicate shade of green 
and of fine, airy outlines. 

The lady ferns and the common lastra. 
which are found in the dripping hollows, the 
slopes of river banks, and the hummocks of 
swamps and marshes, grow to much larger 
proportions, som¢ of them attaining a height 
of from three totfive feet. When a’ fern of 
this size is to be \transplanted unusual care 
and diligence are \necessary to have it re- 
moved; a large part of its native soil must 
accompany it to its new home and it must be 
watered carefully each day. The fronds or 
crown of the plant should be sprayed lHghtly 
three or four times a day and the roots must 
not be drenched. Use a fine “ rose” on your 
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sprinkling can, for a heavy spurt of water is 
sure to injure it. 

It is much safer to cart or carry the native 
soil than to depend on the mixed formulas 
of fern compost that may be found in old gar- 
dening manuals. They are not always relie- 
ble and it is sometimes hard to find al] the 
requisite soil ingredients near home.

The farleyense and haresfoot ferns, which 
grow fast and can be potted easily, are

A small outdoor fernery of the wildwood 
cryptogams is éasily within the reach of the 
inexperienced fern lover; that is, if he will 
observe their native habits. 

A pile of rocks of all sizes, from the rough 
field stones down to pebbles and grit, when 
kept moist by a distant fountain spray, an 
artificial brook, or other running water con- 
trivance, would make a simple and practical! 
foundation for an outdoor fernery. The 
ferns can be planted in the crevices and ho}- 
low interstices between the rocks with as 
much of their own soil as you can transport 
and find necessary. 

All ferns commonly lowe moisture, the 
leaves absorb it and thrive on it as if tt were

IDSHIPMAN BEAUMONT, winner of the 
Paris-Rome aerial race, gives a graphic 
description of what an aviator has to 
contend with:

Following Icarus were other pioneer 
aviators, less well known. Archytras of Tarentum, a 
celebrated Greek, according to Dick and Henry Harman, 
who have a list of these in their “ Aviator’s Conf. 


panion,” made a wooden dove which flew some 400 years 
before Christ. Archytras, however, did not ride his 
dove; he was too much of a philosopher to be much of 
a sport. Simon the Magician, at the beginning of the 
Christian era, was the first aviator to fall a martyr to 
his art. After trying to bribe St. Peter to ~----al the 
secret of the descent of the Holy Ghost, it is recorded 
that he made his own fiying machine, and, after being 
immortalized in bronze and verse, smashed himself to 
pieces on the Roman pavement. 

A Saracen of Constantinople jumped from the tower 
of the hippodrome with a pair of patents wings and 
broke his leg upon the city’s pavement. Ancient avia- 
tors, by the way, appear to have been lucky. No matter 
how much faith they had in their inventions, they 
always escaped with no more * ++ than @ *=-Yen leg.

Same Fate for Early Aviators. 


In 1060 A. D. Ollivier of Malmesba*v, an English 
Benedictine monk, flew off the monastety with a set 
of leg and arm wings. He, of ,course, broke his leg. 
Jean Baptiste Dante, in the fifteenth century, took a fly 
at Lake Trasimene on a pair of wings of his own design. 
Jean Baptiste broke his leg. Sounds rather monotonous, 
doesn’t it? Gen. André Guillaume Resnier in 1800 sailed 
off a 223 foot castle wall and—broke his leg. The old 
genéeral—he was. 71 years of age at the time—had in 
mind to fit Napoleon’s army out with wings to swarm 
over into England and capture all the aviation cups and 
other trophies there. But, like his predecessors, he broke 
his leg, and perfidious Albion kept its air unpolluted of 


* French until Blériot’s recent crossing. 


Darius Green was the founder of the modern schvol 
of flying. But the Lilienthal brothers in Germany and 
Octave Chgnute in America rendered more effective 
service. T Lilienthals made experiments between 
1885 and 1889, and Otto was killed in the first effort to 
use @ motor with a gliding machine. Ader, a French 
inventor, made an aeroplane in 1892 which flew 500 
meters with a steam motor. Percy S. Pilcher, an Eng- 
lish engineer, was killed in 1896 in trying to use a four 
horsepower oil engine on his glider. Chanute in 1896 
made the first biplane glider and was able to travel at 
the rate of 24 miles an hour on a thirty pound machine 
down an incline of about 10 degrees. He made hun- 
dreds of such flights without accident. His work was 
taken up where he left it by the Wrights and brought 
to a euccessful conclusion.

Decade-an Epoch in Aviation. 


This is about the point that flying had reached ten 
years ago. Ten years in the history of flying is about 
what a century is in the history of other achievements. 
The last ten of twelve years, therefore, have been almost 
all that is practical in the art. 

Before 1901 there had been some good achievements, 
but all the inventors until that date were hampered 
by the lack of a light and strong motor. Sir Hiram 
Maxim in 1894 built an aeroplane which he could not 
make lighter than two tons. His engine was a marvel 
of lightness for a steam motor and furnished the basis 
for the mechanism of the steam automobile. But it 
was too heavy to fiy. Prof. 8. P. Langley of the Smith- 
sonian institution also contrived a remarkable steam 
motor, but failed through its unavoidable weight. His 
experiments were carried on from 1896 to 1903, and his 
machine succeeded in making several flights on the 
Potomac, but never reached a practical stage. 

In the dirigible balloon branch of flying the ten year 
mark comes just this side of the first practical results. 
According to Charles C. Turner in Aerial Navigation of 
Today, Henry Giffard, a Frenchman, made the first suc- 
cessful dirigible in 1852. It was 130 feet long and 
could make four miles an hour with a three horsepower 
engine when there was no air movement. 

Not till about 1898 was there any particular improve- 
ment. Then Count Zeppelin began to attract attention 
with his Zeppelin No. 1. This airship was 400 feet long 
and had two sixteen horsepower motors, which at first 
were too weak to move the great machine. Santos Du- 
mont also appeared upon the scene—or, rather, in the 
air—in 1898 and won the Deutsch prize of $20,000. His 
performance created unbounded enthusiasm. 

Ten years ago rumor had it that two brothers named 
Wright were doing some wonderful work with gliding 
machines. The reports were indirect, and their truth 
often denied. The Wright brothers in 1900 were break- 
ing out the line opened by the Lilienthals and by Cha- 
nute. They evolved a glider with two planes, twice as 
large as any used theretofore. 

In 1902 the Lebaudy brothers in France began the 
manufacture of dirigible balloons in which the gas bag 
was stiffened by a metal keel. Their work resulted in 
the production later of La Patrie and other famous 
balloons which became part of the military service. In 
1905 E. Archdeacon and Esnault Pelterie achieved some 
excellent results with gliders, in developing the ma- 
chines which they later fitted with motors;

Great Names in Dirigible World. 


By 1905 the air was full of dirigible balloons. Bald- 
win, Lebaudy,. Gross, Parseval, Zeppelin, and Santos Du- 
mont were great names. For a time being the aero- 
plane was discounted and the gas bag seemed about to 
become the successful method of flight. Knabenshue, 
Baldwin. and Stevens began to fiy through the air at 
American state fairs and exhibitions. Zeppelin’s first 
airship was wrecked and a second, larger and more suc- 
cessful, launched. Wr 

Dr. Graham Bel) developed a great kite of 3,500 small 
tetrahedral cells, called the Cygnet. Each cell was 
shaped like a pair of bird’s wings, and it was hoped 
to secure stability by the use of these hundreds of 
small planes. But the Cygnet has failed to do any- 
thing remarkable. 

In 1906 the aeroplane returned to public favor. Law- 
rence Hargrave, an Austrian, in 1899 had invented the 
cellular or box kite, and his invention, according td 
Charlies .C. Turner, was the foundation of the earlier 
models of Farman and Santos Dumont. The latter, 
convinced that the dirigible was not the true instru- 
ment of flight, had given up his successful work in that 
direction and had begun the designing of “ heavier than 


‘ air” machines. On Sept. 13, 1906, he made the first 


official flight. He was in the air for twelve yards. He 
followed this first flight with one of 230 yards. Leon 
Delagrange also was attracting attention by his success 
in leaving the ground. Henry Farman on Oct. 2%. 1907. 
tew $20 yards in fifty-one and one-halt seconds and took 
the record.

In this same year ,the dirigibles made their greatest 
exhibitions. The La Patrie made a voyage of 160 miles 
and set the cables flashing. Zeppelin made the first of 
his remarkable voyages about Lake Constance—200 
miles, then 370, 360, and finally almost a thousand. The 
Zeppelin ships were adopted by the German government 
Zeppelin No. 4; was 426 feet long, 42 feet through, ana 
contained 455.000 cubic feet of hydrogen gas, held’ in 
seventeen separate sections. These’ were fastened to- 
gether in an iluminum frame covered with cloth. There 
were two cars and four propellers. There was an 
attempt made to start a regular passenger service, but 
this enthusiasm has died away since the successive 
disasters which have ruined the—Zeppelin ships, one 
after another. 

It Was not till 1908 that the real flyers, the “ heavier 
than air” machines, reached a point of satisfactory 
achievement. On July 6 of that year Farman remained 
in the air twenty minutes, setting a record. Orville 
Wright remained in the air foran hour. But the Wright 
brothers’ records were scoffed at in Europe until Wilbur 
Wright went abroad late in 1908 and began a series of 
flights that astonished the world. On Dec. 31, 1908. he 
remained in the air two hours and nineteen minutes. 

Glenn Curtiss in the same year at Rheims did some 
splendid fiying. Farman was the first man to take to 
the highways with his machine. On Oct. 81, 1908. he 
flew from Chalons to Rheims, sixteén miles, in twenty 
minutes.

Ranks of Experts Fast Increasing. 


More recently the number of expert flyers has in- 


creased rapidly. In addition to such names as Wright, 


Zeppelin, Moisant, Latham, Grahame-White, Farman, 
Bleriot, Paulhan, Curtiss, there are dozens of others 
who would have been regarded as phenomenal two years 
ago but who now pags with small comment. 

Such was the case with John B. Moisant, who on 
Aug. 19, 1910. crossed the English channel, the first to 
do so with a passenger. He performed this feat in an 
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effort to fiy from Paris to London. He broke a pro- 
peller and had other accidents after landing on English 
soil. Moisant later won the $10,000 prize for circling 
the statue of liberty in New York in less than a mile a 
minute time. He was killed in New Orleans. 

Louis Bleriot, the inventor of the monoplane of that 
name, one of the most successful aeroplanes so far de- 
veloped, was the first man to cross the channel in a 
“heayier than alr” machine. This was on July 25, 1909, 
The distance covered between Calais and Dover was 
twenty-six miles and the time of flight was twenty- 
three minutes. Crossing the channel in the air is not 
a popular idea with the British, and they had rather 
scoffed at its accomplishment until they waked up 
one morning to find Bleriot in the back yard of Dover 
c e. 

ne of Farman’s great feats was a flight in September, 
1909, of 118 miles in three hours and fifteen minutes. 
the record then for distance and duration of flight. In 
August, 1910, he carried three passengers, a weight, 
with gasoline supply, of 560 pounds. He was in the air 
an hour and four minutes.

Some Records of Curtis. 


Glenn H. Curtiss numbers among his accomplishments 
the smashing of the then world’s speed record in August, 
1909, at Rheims. He went 12.42 miles in 15 minutes 
and 503-5 seconds. In May, 1910, he flew from Albany 
to New York City with only one stop. He made the 
137 miles in 152 minutes, faster than the Empire State 
express. He also broke the world’s starting record at 
Los Angeles, and succeeded, in his hydroplane, in rising 
from and alighting on the surface of the water. In Sep- 
tember he traveled over Lake Erie for sixty miles, 
making the water record. | 

The Wright brothers have so many records that it is 
hard to single out any for mention. Orville Wright 
broke the record, time and distance, with passenger, at 
Fort Meyer in July, 1909, being in the air with. Lieut 
Frank Lahn for one hour, twelve minutes, and forty sec- 
onds. During these tests Lieut. Thomas E. Selfridge 
was killed and Wright severely injured. 

Recent flying events include the capture of the Gordon 
Bennett cup from America by Grahame-White, who flew 
62.14 miles at a rate of more than sixty-one miles an 
hour; the @ying of five kilometers by Alfred Le Blank in 
two hours, forty-four minutes, and thirty-two seconds; 
the flying of 279 miles to Madrid by M. Vedrine in three 
hours and thirty-nine minutes, the present world’s rec- 
ord; the délivery of a pair of spectacles by “ Tommy” 
Sopwith to the steamship Olympic after the vessel had 
cleared from New York harbor; the landing of an aero- 
plane on the deck of a man of war; the record of more 
than 6,000 feet altitude, reached by several aviators; the 
flight of Niagara falls and the Whirlpool rapids; and 
many other demonstrations that show the rapidity with 
which man is mastering the air. But the death of about 
two score aviators since Jan. 1 shows that the conguest 
is not yet complete. 
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Thirty-eight aviators have been killed stace 
Jan. 1, 1911. A few eof the best known of these 
are the following:

Poets Sée Behind the Clouds. 

Among us somewhere, though, be assured of it, are 
the poets of the future, who see, not the limited pos- 
sibilities of the fledgling, nor the mechanical tricks 
of its being, but who behold in it the fruition of a 
world-old aspiration—the material accomplishment of 
a spiritual desire that was born with man. 

Always the thinkers have asked themselves: “ Why 
in great joy do we always want to quit the earth? 
Whence comes the longing to rise which every crea- 
ture has known or will know?” The writings of all 
ages contain many passages voicing the desire as ex- 
pressed by Aoschylus: 

“O, might I sit sublime in air, 

Where watéry clouds the freezing snows prepare.” 

In mythology man bestowed on the gods the gift 
that had been denied to him. Teutonic mythology 
gives us the story of Wieland, the smith, who, having 
been deprived of the use of his feet by the king of Jut- 
land, made for himself a flyfig cloak of feathers and 
Was able to fly away within it to his own country. 
The story of Phaeton, however, whose restless horses, 
breathing out fire and “bearing the flying youth 
through clouds and yielding air,” fall to earth, struck 
down by lightning, and the account of Icarus, with 
his wings of quills joined by wax which’ the heat 
of the sun melted as he flew near it—these reflect 
man’s early appreciation of the tremendous difficul- 
ties he might expect to encounter in his efforts to 
lift himself off the earth. | 

The poet, looking back over the centuries, sees the 
countless thousands who have striven to translate 
this longing into realization, He sees the long line 
°f stanch, hopeful souls, derided as dreamers, 
doomed for failure, but patiently beating crude, im- 
Potent wings, that raised them no more than their 
boot straps. He sees, again, the first ray of possible 
Success, that, beckoning like a siren, lured men off 
the earth a little way, only to let them crash into it 
&gain ignominiously—but undaunted.

W orld Stands in Amazement. 

He sees the universal amazement that followed the 
actual launching of an object that rose from the 
farth and fleated up to the clouds: “In the morning 
the Champ de Mars was lined with troops, every 
house to the very top, and every avenue was crowded

flies to break a record or his neck completes the at- 
mosphere of romance and adventure, 

The fiver of today is the successor of the armed 
knight of yesterday. The knight in days of old put 
his life in jeopardy for the applause of the multli- 
tude and the glance of a pair of bright eyes. The 
aviator of today does no less. His conquests are in 
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every newspaper, his death in the news of the fol- 
lowing day or week or year. 

The schoolgirl, fresh frém reading the exploits of 
Sir Nigel, goes to the aviation field to witness the 
exprits of Nieuport, or of Paulhan, or of Wright. 
For the moment the aviator is the winged knight 
made glorious, This attitude of romance may be un- 
conscious on the part of the fair one, but it is no 
less actual, This is proved by the fact that almost 
all the heroes of the air are newly betrothed, newly 
married, or-are followed upon every field by loving 
wives,

Waiting the Hardest of Trials. 

Not a little of the romance of flight comes from 
the anguish of the women who wait through day 
after day of reckless flight, amidst the cheering mul- 
titude, listening, watching for the first sign of dis- 
aster. Only a few days ago, when “ Bud” Mars took 
his nearly fatal tumble, Mrs. Mars stood out a strik- 
ing figure. Of all the thousands who saw the biplane 
veer and plunge she alone was calm. She was the 
first to reach the wreck. For how many days and 
months had she been awaiting this moment? 

To the American eye there has been no figure 
among the flyers more romantic than John B. Moisant, 
killed at New Orleans, Coming suddenly from the 
unknown, reported first as a Spaniard, Moisant flew 
out of the mists of Calais and landed on British soil, 
a popular hero. This picturesque novice of the air

The poet surveys, too, the sicwer sicsch of the 
backward twin of lighter than atr ascent—mechanical 
flight. In spite of the general acceptance of the 
theory that for physiological reasons it was hopeless 
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had been a filibuster in Central America. After 
but a few flights in France. he felt himself able to 
meet the fastest and made a record round the Etffel 
tower, Then he flew the English channel with a 
passenger, the first to do so. Following this he made 
several spectacular flights in this country, and then 
—New Orleans. He went out, suddenly. as he had 
come, killed in a practice flight. 

But all aviators seem to come suddenly. and, in a 
frightful number of cases, to go with equal sudJden- 
ness. Take Louis Paulhan. At 26, with two months’ 
practice, he breaks the records for time and dis- 
tance. He wins a fortune in prizes and makes flights 
that set the cables flashing, His takings at one time 
were at the rate of $20,000 a month. Yet two years 
ago he was only a poor mechanic. He was the first 
man to fiy from London to Manchester, then a re- 
markable feat. Hiis exploits in Los Angeles were 
sensational. He was accompanied on his greatest 
fligut there by his wife. His exploits started dozens 
of youths to flying for themselves and thrilled dozens 
of maidens with the romance of the air, 


* * 
Bleriot First to Cross Channel. 

M, Bleriot is another who has a large share in the 
romance of the air pioneer, He was the first to cross 
the channel. Mme. Bleriot crossed in the torpedo boat 
that tried to follow the flight. When the mists sent 
Bleriot out of his course and lost him to her view, 
the devoted Frenchwoman was frantic Her joy and 


delight when she was able to throw her arms around 
his neck on Enrgiish soil were pathetic. The flisht 
brought Bilertot $5,000 in prize money and the decora- 
tien of chevaiier of the Legion of Honor. 

A romantic incident marked the Weath of John’ Ma- 
loney at San Jose, Cal. He was’ experimenting with 
the machine of Prof, Montgomery, a cousin of Bishop 
Montgomery of the Roman Catholic chureh Refore 
the flight the aeroplane was blessed by Father Kenn, 
The flight was successful for a time, then Mahone ¢ 
dropped like a plummet for 3,000 feet. Just as he gras 
on the point of striking the earth, Father R. M. Re ! 
sprang to his feet and made the sign of absolution 
for the unfortunate man 

Walter Brookins was another unfortunate aviator 
whose brief career brought him a halo of .romance, 
At the time of his death he was entitled to the world's 
altitude record, but was cheated of it by his fatal 
fail. He had not gone through the formality of hav- 
ing his barometer calibrated after his flight of tI 
duy previous, He had probably intended to «do sw 
after his flight of the mext day, His barometer, 
amidst the splinters of the wrecked aeroplane, showed 
that it had been a thousand feet higher than A&ny 
other at that date, but the record could not be ailowed 
and poor Brookins could never make another. 

Hubert Latham was the victim of mischance when 
he had all but captured the honor of the first flight 
across the channel. He was the first to attempt it. 
His start was made with every prospect of success, 
But after he had aceomplished eight miles the motor 
saddenly stopped for some unknown reason and 
Latham descended t@ the sea, where he sat smoking 
a cigaret till reseved by a‘torpedo boat. Before he 
could make another attempt Bleriot snatched the 
prize, 

No better illustration of the mystery that surrounds 
the world of flight and lends it romance is the su.l- 
denness with which new men come forward, unknown 
knights, and take the prizes from the men of estab- 
lished fame. Farman, Wright, Curtiss, Bleriot, great 
flyers of a day or two ago, hold scarcely a record 
now. Principal among the knights of tue air today 
is Edouard Nieuport. Unknown a year ago, he flew 
into the arena of the air one day, riding his own type 
machine ,and has since taken almost all the records 
for speed. Yet his victories are so recent that the 
public, in Ameriga at least, has hardly become fa- 
miliar with his name.

‘** Wild” Machine Kills French Minister. 

An incident, romantic only as it contributes to the 
dread total of human life that is being paid for the 
conquest of the air, was the killing of Menri Maurice 
Berteaux, French minister of war, by a wild aero- 
plane. This happened in Paris on May 21 of the pres- 
ent year, at the ‘start of the Paris-Madrid race, M. 
Train lost control of .his monoplane and it plunge. 
down upon a party of cabinet ministers, Of these 
the ministér of war was killed and the premier of 
France, his son, and others were injured. 

An odd story.. that of the first crime connected 


with the conquest of the air, comes from France. It 


eoncerns a Milanese beauty, who had jilted another 
fover*in favor of an aviator, “The jilted lover warned 
the beauty that she should never marry the airman. 
Just before the meet at Milan, while she was wait- 
ing for her lover to soar out upon the course, the 
defeated swain is said to have warned her that he 
had painted the wings of the rival's machine with 
some combustible solution that would burst into flame 
through friction with the air. The young woman 
dashed away in an automobile and arrived to find 
her lover’s ma@¢hine in flames, It had ignited before 
the start from a cigaret spark. In this connection it 
is interesting to note that two aviators were re- 
cently’ burned to death in the air by the explosion 
of their benzine tanks, 

A touch of romance clings about the Drief flights 
of M. Rougier of France. Rougier fell in love with a 
girl at Uriage, a watering place. But the girl was 
engaged to a physician who was an automobile ex- 
pert and took the girl for thrilling rides along pre- 
cipitous roads. Rougier was in the shipping busi- 
ness, the son of a Marseilles merchant. He looked 
about for some way to remove the young woman's 
affections from the physician of her choice. Flying 
seemed the way. So young Rougier took a few iles- 
sons and began to infest the upper regions of Uriage 
with his grace and abandon: Soon he had charmed 
the young woman into an engagement and they were 
married, Then he stopped fiying. Mrs. Rougier no 
longer enjoyed the danger and romance of the mad 
flights,

Sculpture is the first art to bear the impress of the 
aerial epoch, due to the requests of various govern- 
ments for models for aviation trophies, which sheuld 
portray the great significance of this so called con- 
quest of the air. Sculptors of renown have responded 
to the call and among the national trophies are many 
which will endure as works of art, quite aside from 
their passing value as trophies, 

Germahy’s national prize is an interesting concep- 
tion. A beautiful woman, the genius of the air, rests 
lightly on 4 soaring cloud that rises above the ter- 
restial globe which forms the base of the trophy. In 
her hand is a branch of laurel, symbolizing the 
victory over the air, but the whole pose of the

figure suggests the desire and attainment of greater 
triumphs, A little winged sprite carrying @ gmail 
aeroplane motor in its arms also rests upon the 


cloud at one side, whi.e on the other ts seen the 


prow of an airship. 

The international aviation trophy presented by 
James Gordon Bennett and won first by Glenn Cur- 
tiss at Rheims, France, in 1909, and second by Claude 
Graham-White at Belmont Park, New York, last fall, 
is remarkable for the buoyancy and the eager aspira- 
tion that the sculptor has succeeded in expressing in 
every line of the figure of the winged youth, poised 
on a pinnacle of earth, only a dragging fold of 
drapery suggesting the balked attainment of cen- 
turies, But his eyes are raised and his hand points 
to the aeroplane above him, which has made possible 
the realization of his hope. 

One of the widely admired works at the recent ex- 
hibition of Chicago artists at the Art Institute, which 
caused much comment, was the winged head of a 
beautiful girl, “The Spirit of Flight,” by a well known 
Chicago sculptor, Mario J. Korbel.

Disaster Follows His Every 1 riumph. 


No aerori2ne has ever attained the distance traveled 
by Zeppelin: no other fiyer of any kind has ever been 
so long aloft as he. In the first blush of his achieve- 
ments it seemed to the unintiated that the air had been 
indeed conquered; that man had at last attained the 
dream of every century And then. on top of each 
success came ‘disaster and men changed their minds 


and their leanings. 


Now Count Zeppelin is again in the air with his 
Schwaben I., which is a little the largest of his fiyers. 
His 150 mile trip and seven hour flights recently ac- 


somplished do not compare with the feats of his for- 


mer machines. but these were preliminary flights. It 
is claimed for the new airship that it has been materi- 
ially strengthened in frame and cover; that the interior 
balloons have been made of a material which greatly 
reduces the escapement of the hydrogen gas, and that

the aluminum parts, which gave trouble before. have 
been made of a new light metal. which is§ despite ‘its 
lightness, very dense and strong.

Interest Aroused in Youth. 


Zeppelin began first to dream of flying when he was 
@ iad of 18, studying for the army. The Franco-Prus- 
sian war, in which ‘he served, was memorable in no 
small way for the introduction of the first of modern 
firearms, the meitraileuse, the chassepot, and the needle 
gun. It was a My when the present fever for invent- 
ing ever more deats instruments of warfare was 
burning worst, and young Zeppelin, like others, became 
interested in the subject. 

With his natural interest in flying his ideas alone 
the line immediately turned into this avenue of specu- 
jution, but it was a good many years before fortune or 
m oortunity enabled him ‘to begin real “experiments. 
He had foreseen the frightful havoe that migtt be ac- 
complished by dropping shells on a helpless enemy 
from some aerial craft; what scouting wonders might 
be accomplished and what prodigies in the swift trans- 
portation of stores and munitions. So, then, he went 
fo work on his airship with war in mind. 

In 1898, when he was 60 vears old Zeppelin made 
his f#¥st flichts in the earliest model of the now uni- 
versally known Zeppelin ship. There was trouble from 
the beginning. and it was not until two years later 


that anv real attempt at flight was made. Then. on 
Julv 2. 1900. after numerous delays and weeks of an- 
ticipation on the part of the aeronautic world, Zep- 
pelin emerged from his floating shed on Lake Con- 
stance, between Germany and Switzerland and flew 
over the surface of the lake for about twenty min- 
utes, making various) evolutions for the purpose of 
testing parts of the meehanism

Record Made in Spite of Accident. 


A minor accident brought the ship to the surface of 
the lake under control at the end of |that period. In 
ahHt-about three and three-quarters miles had been trav- 
ersed. the longest flight by dirigible up to that time. 
Tt must be borne in mind that this was nearly eight 
vears before any real results were achieved by the 
Wrights, ard some time earlier than) the exploits of

“There is an avenue in the eolution of the problem 
that .has not yet. been explored,” says Prof. Page. 
“Gravity is the local or earthly application of universal 
gravitation.

, object.» By; means of such a: device machines might 
tbe ‘made to rise from the earth with the same force 
with which ¢hey are now attracted, and by regulating 
. the. fofee of repulsion by means of the electric current 
‘@hjects could be ‘floated at any desired altitude and

“In empty space planetary or even cometary veloci- 
ties could be produced by attraction and. encouraged 
until atmosphere were reached. Of course, there is 
danger in all motion, and experienced pilots and engi- 
neers would need to be employed to avoid comets and 
check the velocity at proper distances, for running, 
say, into the atmosphere of Mars with.too great a 
velocity would result in-a meteoric display for. the 
martians. But by properly making use of the principle 
of repulsion the machine could be floated at any de- 
sired altitude, as on the earth, while reconnoitering for 
the purpose of determining the advisability of landing 
among such a military people. 

“While magnetism seems as natural as gravitation, 
it is a special and controllable property, and the one 
by means of which man can artificially use and control 
the force of gravitation. The power of the propellers 
of the flying machine is Obviously largely due to the 
vacuum in the wake of the whirling blade. In this 
way the air pressure is permitted to act only. upon 
the front surface of the blade. There is perhaps an 
equal or gréater force occasioned by repulsion which 
has never. been considered. The explanation of that is 
this: When the propellers are revolving at a high 
epeed they become electrically charged, and since elec- 
trical’ currents repel when in opposite directions there 
is a powerful repulsion between the currents on the 
blades and the electricity of the atmosphere. 


* * 
Cause of Air “Pockets.” 

“There are a number. of things that indicate this 
condition. In the first place the speed attained, allow- 
ing for an average depth 6f blades of six inches and a 
thousand revolutions, would indicate a velocity of only 
500 feet per minute. The “pockets” or holes in. the 
air which so many aviators report would be accounted 
for. by a break or a reversal of these electrical .cur- 
rents. Then the force of the propellers varies with 
the material of the biades.. 

“It.is too early to take.up the matter of time re- 
quired in reaching the planets, supplies of food and of 
air, which is completely absent a few hundred 
miles from the surface of the earth. But these are 


not insurmountable difficulties. Several years ago a,

“Breathing is the mechanical power of life, and 
since oxygen fs the element in the air that produces 
action In the lungs, a sufficient quantity or apparatus 
for generating it would need to be carried by an inter- 
Planetary expedition. But, being removed from the 
forces in the earth, it is most likely that breathing 
would require far less effort. In fact, it is quite certain 
that the principle of hibernating animals would be 
effective. Here .the processes of nature fail to the 
minimum. In that event the quantity of oxygen would 
be greatly reduced. In can, therefore, be seen. that, 
with the other problems cared for, the lack. of an 
atmosphere would not defeat the undertaking. 

“There would be more danger in approaching Jupi- 
ter than any other planet, because of its size. And 
Saturn has sO many moons that trouble might develop 
by collision with.some of them. The moon would be 
the easiest and first body visited shoul@ such naviga- 
tion become feasible.”

Prof. Page believes that in ite present state of de- 
velopment aerial navigation can be considered only

Soon the decoy bird begins to sing 
delightfully, and a_ wild. goldfinch will 
come near, only to be caught, poor fel- 
low, in the limed twigs. ‘Then the boys 
creep close with their empty cage and cap- 
ture the lnckless songster. Then they go 
back to their station and wait again. 

Sometimes the boys catch the birds just 
for pastime, because they find it an exciting 
sport, and let them go again, Bnt uenally 
they look upon bird snaring as a business. 
The birds which they catch in the lime in- 
clude linnets, bullfinches, and goldfinches. 
There are three kinds of linnets—red, creen, 
and gray. The green linnet has beautiful 
plumage, but is songless. The birds are 
sold to owners who make pets of them, feed 
them, care for and protect them from their 
natural enemies of the field and wood. But 
of course, they give up their precious 
liberty beneath the biue sky, and in the 
sweet air of Heaven.

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The RETURN 
By A.CONAN DOYLE 
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T WAS ‘in’ the year 95 thata com- 
bination of events. into which I need 
not enter caused Mr. Sherlock 
Holmes and myself to spend some 

‘ weeks-in one of our. great university 
towns, and it was during this time 
that the small but iristructive ad- 
venture which I am about to relate 

befell us. It will be obvious that any 
details which would help the reader 
to exactly identify the college or the 
criminal would be~injudicious and 
offensive. So painful a scandal may 
well be allowed to die out. With due 
discretion the incident itself may, 
however, be described, since it serves 

to illustrate some of those qualities for which any 
friend was remarkable.

Labor Troubles Affect Market. 


One of the principal reasons for the rather 
giow market in outside property this yearhas 
been the jurisdictiona!] trouble in the build- 
ing trades. Most of this outside buying is 
for immediate improvement for residence, 
fiat, factory, or busines purposes, and when 
confronted with the probability of a tieup

the extremely hot weather of June and early 

July. 8o long continued was it that it in- 
spired the belief with many that it was to 
continue all through the summer, and the 
Tesult was that nearly every one who could 
do so went away and arranged their plans so 

es to remain until September. There is no 
doubt that this haa been one of the causes 
in slowing up the market, eepecially in the 
more important clesses of property. 

, Another contributing cause, and probably 
the most effective of all, has beem the slug- 
gish situation of business in general. The 
reel estate market is especially sensitive to 

_this cause, as merchant, manufacturer, home 
and investment buyer are prone to curtail 
operations at such a time pending the return 
ef better conditone. 


Brisk Business Almost Here. 


There are good reasons, however, for the 
belief that the opturn in the real estate 
market has come. The July transfers show a 
material increase over those for the same 
month a year ago, while much more convino- 
ing evidence is furnished in the surprising 
success which has attended the sale of the 
200 or more half acre lots of the Flossmoor 
subdivision of the Illinois Central road by 
KF. C. Wood & Co. The entire subdivision 
of ninety-nine acres, comprising 212 lots, 
was sold in six days, except a half dozen 
peculiar shaped corner lots. In addition to 
’ this, an adjoining corn field was hastily 
platted into 110 half acre lots and partly 
sold out. 

The success of the sale has brought about 
@ peculiar situation. Not thinking the lots 
would all be sold out, an excursion was ar- 
‘ranged for today. The lote were sold, how~ 
-ever, leaving nothing for the excursionists 
to buy. It appearing that many were likely 
to go today, more property has hastily been 
platted in an effort to meet the requirements 
of the situation. 

It certainly is an interesting and sugges- 
tive incident, and recalls vividly the many 
Sunday excursions of the world’s fair boom 
days. It also serves to illustrate the grow- 
ing movement in the direction of half acre 
lots in the outlying and suburban districts 
of the city. 


Was a Newspaper Campaign. 

In speaking of the sale Mr. Wood said: 
“This was strictly a newspaper campaign. 
No other method of advertising was used. 
The descriptive circulars were not off the 

- press until half the subdivision had been sold 
‘through the newepaper ads. 

“For some time I have maintained that 
the ‘Chicago public is awaking to the fact 
that real estate is much cheaper here than 


in any other large city. I have advocated a 


newepaper campaign by the rea! estate 
. boards in the interest of Chicago real estate. 
Failing in this, I made this test with results 
‘far beyond my highest hopes. Ali thipis the 
result of lees than $5,000 spent in newspaper 
ads.”’
